TRIENNIAL  MEETING  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


New-Yokk,  October  18th,  1832. 

The  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  in  St.  John’s 
Church,  this  day,  at  5  P.  M.  The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Meade  in  the 
chair. 

The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  it  was 
Resolved ,  That  P.  H.  Nicklin,  Esq.,  be  authorized  to  receive,  dur¬ 
ing  the  session  of  the  General  Convention,  such  money  as  persons 
may  be  desirous  of  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  delivery  of  the  Triennial  Sermon  before  the  Society,  and  to 
take  order  with  respect  to  the  same. 

The  Rev.  Drs.  Montgomery,  Kemper  and  Milnor,  were  appointed 
the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Montgomery,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  General  Convention  be  respectfully  requested 
to  take  into  consideration  the  exigencies  of  the  Society,  in  relation  to 
time  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  to  nominate  as  early  a  day 
as  possible  when  the  concerns  of  the  Society  may  be  attended  to. 

On  motion  of  the  same,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  communicate  the 
foregoing  Resolution  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Mead  and  Dr.  Montgomery,  were  appointed 
the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  nominate  a  suitable 
person  to  act  as  Secretary  of  the  Society  for  the  next  three  years,  and 
twenty-four  others  to  serve  as  Directors  for  the  same  period. 

Rev.  Drs.  Milnor  and  Kemper,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Edson,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Montgomery,  it  was 
Resolved,  To  adjourn,  to  meet  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  on  the  19th  inst. 

Meetings  of  the  Society  were  held  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention, 
on  the  19th,  20th,  and  22d  inst.,  but  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the 
hour,  no  business  was  transacted.

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  the  Right 
Rev.  Bishop  White  for  his  sermon  this  day  delivered,  and  that  he  be 
requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  same  for  publication.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  communicate  the  fore¬ 
going  resolution  to  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  White.

Whereas,  certain  persons  in  Philadelphia,  members  of  the  late  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
have  become  responsible  to  the  Schuylkill  Bank  in  the  same  city,  for 
the  amount  of  certain  drafts,  on  account  of  the  Mission  established 
at  Green  Bay — Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Permanent  Fund  of  this  Society,  as 
may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  indemnifying,  (in  case  it  should  be 
necessary,)  the  individuals  who  have  assumed  the  above  responsibility, 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  D.  D. 

Resolved,  That  any  losses  which  may  accrue  to  the  Permanent 
Fund,  by  the  operation  of  the  above  resolution,  be  made  good  as  fast 
as  possible,  out  of  the  receipts  for  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Resolved,  So  to  alter  the  Third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  as  that 
it  should  read  thus  : 

The  Society  shall  meet  triennially  at  the  place  in  which  the  General 
Convention  shall  hold  its  session.  The  time  of  meeting  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  first  meeting  during  the 

session  of  the  General  Convention. - members  shall  be  necessary 

to  constitute  a  quorum,  to  do  business. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Montgomery,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Society  adjourn,  it  be  to  meet  on  Friday 
evening,  in  St.  Thomas’  Church,  immediately  after  the  public  Mis¬ 
sionary  meeting  to  be  held  at  that  place. 
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St.  Thomas’  Church,  Friday,  9  P.  M. 

The  Society  met.  Bishop  Griswold  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  having  communicated  to  the  Society,  that  the  altera¬ 
tion  in  their  Constitution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  had  received 
the  sanction  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  the  Convention  had 
proposed  the  number  9  as  the  quorum  necessary  to  do  business,  it  was, 
on  motion, 

Resolved,  That  this  amendment  be  accepted. 

The  Secretary  then  stated,  that  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  and 
the  Board  of  Directors,  to  serve  for  the  next  three  years,  had  been 
appointed  at  the  last  meeting  by  acclamation,  and  not  by  ballot,  such 
appointments  were  consequently  invalid. 

It  was  therefore,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond, 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  proceed  to  choose  their  Secretary  and 
Board  of  Directors,  according  to  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  Consti¬ 
tution. 

The  votes  of  the  members  present  being  given  in,  the  tellers  reported 
the  same  gentlemen  elected  who  had  been  proposed  by  the  Committee 
of  Nomination  on  the  23d  inst. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  To  adjourn  to  meet  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  on 
the  27th  inst. 

October  27th,  £  past  3  P.  M. 

The  Society  met.  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  in  the  chair. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  To  adjourn  to  meet  on  the  29th  inst. 

October  29th,  \  past  4  P.  M. 

The  Society  met.  Rev.  Dr.  Mil  nor  was  called  to  the  chair,  and 
opened  the  meeting  with  prayer.  The  minutes  of  several  preceding 
meetings  were  read.

A  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  “Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,”  was  held  in  St.  John’s  Church,  this  day, 
at  half  past  4  P.  M. 

Present,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Meade,  Rev.  Messrs.  Croes,  Presst- 
man,  Cuming,  Kemper,  Richmond,  Clap,  Edson,  Weller,  De  Lancey 
and  Mead,  and  Messrs.  P.  H.  Nicklin,  E.  A.  Newton,  and  Floyd  Smith. 

After  prayers  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Meade,  (who,  in  the  absence 
of  the  President,  was  called  to  the  chair,)  the  Secretary  laid  before 
the  Board  a  report  of  the  Society’s  proceedings  during  the  last  three 
years,  which,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  Croes,  was  referred  to  a  Com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  Floyd  Smith  Esq.  and  the 
Secretary. 

The  Secretary  then  proceeded  to  read  the  Report  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board.

The  Secretary  having  stated  that  Quarterly  Reports  from  two  of  the 
Society’s  Missionaries  in  Tennessee  had  been  placed  this  day  in  his 
hands  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weller,  it  was,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Kemper, 

Resolved,  That  these  communications  be  referred  to  the  Secretary, 
for  the  purpose  of  presenting  a  condensed  view  of  their  contents. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weller,  it  was 

Resolved,  To  re-consider  the  foregoing  resolution. 

It  was  then 

Resolved,  On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Weller,  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  prepare  a  draft  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Weller  and  Richmond,  and  E.  A.  Newton,  Esq.,  were 
appointed  the  Committee.

York  Convention  on  this  subject.

Resolved ,  That  the  Report,  as  prepared  by  the  Committee,  be 
adopted. 
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The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of  the  “Edu¬ 
cation  and  Missionary  Society  of  New-York,”  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion  of  P.  H.  Nicklin, 
Escj.,  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  proposition  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Diocese  of  New-York  to  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  report  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  to  the  Board  of  Directors  : 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  of  the  proposal  made  by  the  “Edu¬ 
cation  and  Missionary  Society”  of  New-York  to  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  relating  to  the  transfer  of  the  Green  Bay 
Mission,  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  a  recommen¬ 
dation  that  said  proposal  be  accepted  :  Provided,  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  such  transfer  be  consistent  with  the  best 
interests  of  the  Society,  and  the  objects  committed  to  its  charge.

Whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  his  wise  providence,  to 
remove  from  his  labours  on  earth,  as  we  confidently  trust,  to  the  joys 
of  heaven,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Croes,  of  New-Jersey,  in  whom  we 
have  recognized  one  of  the  earliest  friends  of  the  Society,  he  having 
had  the  principal  share  in  the  drafting  of  its  Constitution,  and  at  all 
times  proved  himself  its  steadfast  friend  and  advocate,  and  for  whose 
personal  and  official  worth  we  entertain  the  highest  respect :  therefore,

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  22d  inst.,  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
porting  what,  measures  can  be  adopted  to  effect  a  more  extensive  union 
of  effort  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  what  measures 
can  be  adopted  to  effect  a  more  extensive  union  of  effort  in  behalf  of 
said  Society,  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  consider  some  system  of 
measures  which  shall  bring  correct  information  relative  to  Missionary 
movements  before  every  contributor,  at  regular  and  short  intervals, 
and  which  shall  combine  these  contributors  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
into  proper  Associations  and  Auxiliaries,  is  indispensably  necessary  to 
the  effective  operations  of  the  Society.  In  order  to  effect  these  objects, 
they  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved ,  That  the  publication  of  some  Missionary,  or  other  Peri¬ 
odical  paper,  upon  the  principle  of  subscription,  at  least  monthly,  be 
authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  every 
effort  made  to  promote  its  extensive  circulation. 

Resolved,  That  a  General  Agent  be  appointed,  at  least  for  such  a 
period  as  that  Auxiliaries  shall  be  formed  in  most  of  the  Dioceses,  and 
Associations  in  most  of  the  Parishes  of  our  country ;  and  that  he  be 
allowed  such  compensation  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  be  pleased 
to  appropriate  for  this  purpose. 

The  first  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond,  it  was 

Resolved,  To  amend  the  second  resolution,  by  striking  out  the 
words,  “  That  aGeneral  Agent  be  appointed, ’’  and  insert  the  following  : 
That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  appoint  one 
or  more  General  Agents,  &c.,  and  that  he  or  they  be  allowed,  &c. 
The  resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Resolved ,  To  appoint  a  Committee  to  nominate  suitable  persons  to 
serve  as  an  Executive  Committee,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  also  to  supply  all  vacancies  existing  in  the  offices  of 
the  Society  which  are  to  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  D.  D.  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milnor,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  the  Committee. 

Applications  for  Missionary  aid  having  been  presented  to  the  Board 
from  the  Episcopalians  at  Tecumseh,and  Niles’  Settlement,  Michigan 
Territory,  it  was,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Montgomery, 

Resolved,  That  these  applications  be  referred  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  were  also  held  after  the  rising  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  on  the  26th  and  27th  inst.,  but  on  account  of  the  lateness  of 
the  hour,  no  business  was  transacted. 
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Monday,  October  29th,  half  past  4  P.  M. 

The  Board  met.  Dr.  Milnor  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  opened 
the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  records  of  the  Society, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  examining  the 
Records  of  the  Society,  beg  leave  to  report — That  they  have  examined 
the  book  of  minutes  of  the  Secretary,  the  letter  book,  and  a  letter 
book  containing  copies  of  unofficial  letters,  addressed  by  the  Secretary 
to  various  individuals,  on  matters  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  and  find  them  all  to  be  carefully,  neatly,  and  correctly 
kept.  That  not  having  access  to  other  documents  and  papers,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  their  being  at  this  time  in  Philadelphia,  such  documents, 
papers,  &c.,  have  not  been  examined.

ANNUAL.  REPORT 


OP 

THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Gentlemen: — An  interval  of  seventeen  months  has  elapsed  since 
we  last  convened  on  the  business  entrusted  to  our  charge.  During 
that  period,  the  angel  of  death  has  been  busily  engaged  in  thinning 
the  ranks  of  earth’s  inhabitants.  In  this  short  space  of  time,  millions 
upon  millions,  have  been  summoned  from  the  cares  and  pursuits  of. 
life,  to  encounter  the  realities  of  the  invisible  world.  Among  these 
instances  of  unusual  mortality,  are  included  two  of  our  own  body,* 
whose  memory  is  indeared  to  us  by  many  and  delightful  associations. 
That  under  these  circumstances,  we  have  been  privileged  to  behold 
this  day  so  large  a  number  of  survivors,  is  a  consideration  which  calls 
for  our  warmest  gratitude  and  praise.  And  it  is  under  a  deep  impres¬ 
sion  of  the  rich  mercy  of  heaven,  which  has  thus  been  manifested, 
that  we  would  now  submit  the  required  statement  of  the  Society’s 
transactions,  together  with  an  exhibition  of  its  actual  condition  and 
prospects. 

FUNDS. 

The  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer,  from  May  12th,  1831,  to 
May  12th,  1832,  is  816,443  20,  and  from  the  last  mentioned  date, 
to  October  of  the  same  year,  the  sum  of  810,239  17.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  of  the  year,  commencing  with  May  12th,  1831,  exceed  by 
83,678  57,  those  of  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

DONATIONS. 

From  the  American  Tract  Society,  there  has  been  received  the  sum 
of  $300,  to  aid  in  the  Tract  operations  of  our  Missionaries  in  Greece.

BEQUESTS. 

In  August,  1831,  a  legacy  of  $500  was  received  from  the  Executor 
of  VV  illiam  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Troy,  New-York,  bequeathed  by  him  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Society. 

In  January,  1832,  information  was  given  to  the  Committee,  by  the 
Rev.  Carlton  Chase,  Rector  of  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows’  Falls,  Vt. 
that  Miss  Lucia  Hall,  a  member  of  his  Church,  died  in  1831,  leaving 
a  considerable  estate,  and  by  her  will,  after  sundry  legacies,  directed 
that  the  residue  of  her  property  should  be  equally  divided  between  the 
“Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,”  the  “American  Bible 
Society,”  and  the  “  American  Education  Society.”  The  proportion 
coming  to  this  Society,  it  is  expected,  will  exceed  somewhat  $1000. 

EXERTIONS  OF  INDIVIDUALS. 

Valuable  services  have  been  voluntarily  rendered  to  the  Society, 
by  numerous  individuals.  To  these  the  Board  would  take  occasion 
to  render  their  grateful  acknowledgments.  Their  best  reward  consists 
in  their  consciousness  of  doing  good.  Especially  are  the  Board  under 
obligations  to  the  ladies  of  ChristChurch,  St.  John’s  and  St.  Stephen’s, 
Philadelphia,  and  of  St.  George’s,  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  for  the 
munificent  contributions  presented  by  them  as  the  result  of  exhibi¬ 
tions  and  sales  of  fancy  articles,  prepared  particularly  for  the  Society’s 
benefit. 

ADDITIONAL  MEMBERS. 

It  is  a  melancholy  fact,  that  since  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  1831, 
there  has  been  an  accession  of  but  eleven  names  to  the  list  of  those 
who  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  $3  or  more,  of  twenty-three  to  the 
list  of  life  members,  and  of  twelve  to  the  list  of  patrons. 
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Whole  number  of  members  at  the  present  time,  fifty-eight.  Life 
members,  eighty-five ;  Patrons,  one  hundred  and  eight.

Believing,  as  the  Board  do,  that  there  is  no  more  certain  way  of 
furthering  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  giving  to  it  strength  and 
stability,  than  by  the  establishment  of  Auxiliary  Associations,  it  is 
to  them  a  cause  of  rejoicing,  that  they  are  privileged  to  report  the 
following  accession  to  their  former  number ;  viz.

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GENERAL  AGENT. 

It  being  the  unanimous  conviction  of  the  Board,  that  the  prosperity  of 
the  Society  would  be  greatly  advanced  by  the  appointment  of  a  General 
Agent,  they  elected,  in  October  last,  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Whitehouse  to 
occupy  this  important  station.  Mr.  W.  having  declined  serving  the 
Society  in  this  capacity,  a  long  interval  elapsed,  ere  the  Board 
could  regard  themselves  as  providentially  directed  to  the  choice  of 
another  individual.  At  length,  in  June  of  the  current  year,  an  offer 
of  the  situation  was  made  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  but  as  yet  the 
Board  have  not  been  made  acquainted  with  his  determination. 


MISSIONARY  PAPER. 

The  Board,  at  their  last  meeting,  adopted  a  resolution  directing  a 
Missionary  Paper  to  be  issued  monthly,  in  a  pamphlet  form  of  sixteen 
octavo  pages,  at  .fl  per  annum,  and  that  copies  should  be  furnished 
gratuitously  to  the  members  of  the  Associations  auxiliary  to  the 
Society. 

With  reference  to  the  necessary  provision  of  matter  for  such  a  pub¬ 
lication  as  the  Directors  had  in  view,  requests  have  been  presented  to 
the  various  Missionary  Institutions  in  Europe  and  America,  which  give 
a  public  exposition  of  their  operations  through  the  medium  of  the 
press,  for  a  regular  supply  of  their  works. 

While  awaiting  the  result  of  these  applications,  the  Missionary 
Paper  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time,  in  the  same  form  which 
characterized  the  first  appearance  of  the  “New  Series,’’  and  without 
any  change  of  the  conditions  on  which  it  was  then  issued.  A  number 
has  been  published  at  the  end  of  every  two  months,  and  a  copy  thereof 
transmitted  to  every  Episcopal  clergyman  within  the  United  States, 
who  was  professionally  employed. 

Such  of  the  Associations  in  connexion  with  the  Society,  as  presented 
requests  to  this  effect,  have  been  supplied  with  a  sufficiency  for  all 
their  members.  And  copies  have  also  been  circulated  throughout  our 
country,  among  individuals  who  were  known  to  be  interested  in  the 
cause  of  Missions. 

PLAN  FOR  INCREASING  THE  RESOURCES  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  proposition  made  by  a  friend  of  the  Society  in  Maine,  for  im¬ 
proving  the  pecuniary  condition  of  this  Institution,  by  a  donation  of 
$50  per  annum,  for  five  years,  provided  ninety-nine  other  persons 
would  contribute  the  same  sum,  has  not  succeeded  according  to  the 
expectation  and  desire  of  its  benevolent  author. 

There  are  at  present  only  twenty-three  names  on  the  list  in  aid  of 
this  cause. 

PLAN  FOR  ACCOMMODATING  THE  MISSION  TO  GREECE  WITH  SUITABLE 

BUILDINGS. 

In  October,  1831,  a  letter  was  received  from  another  friend  of  the 
Society,  in  Maine,  enclosing  ten  dollars  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  edi- 
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flees,  for  the  accommodation  of  our  schools  and  Mission  families  in 
Greece,  and  proposing  the  question,  whether  there  could  not  be  found 
within  the  borders  of  our  Church,  three  hundred  individuals  who 
would,  in  this  respect,  imitate  his  example?  This  contribution, 
together  with  the  inquiry,  having  been  communicated  to  the  public 
through  the  medium  of  the  Missionary  Paper,  one  hundred  and  thirty 
persons  have  become  patrons  of  this  excellent  design,  most  of  whom 
have  also  paid  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions. 


DOMESTIC  DEPARTMENT. 

GREEN  BAY. 

During  the  preceding  year,  this  Mission  has  been  to  the  Board  a 
cause  of  painful  and  unceasing  anxiety.  Their  confidence  in  the 
individuals  to  whom  the  management  of  the  enterprise  has  been  com¬ 
mitted,  continues  undiminished.  Their  conviction  in  relation  to  the 
important  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  Aborigines  of  this  country 
from  the  efforts  of  the  Society  in  their  behalf,  has  lost  none  of  its  force. 
And  the  indisputable  evidence  which  they  possess,  that  much  good 
has  already  been  accomplished  through  the  instrumentality  of  this 
benevolent  undertaking,  furnishes  abundant  reason  for  gratitude  to 
that  Divine  Power,  to  whom  all  the  praise  of  success  justly  belongs. 

The  anxiety  of  the  Board  has  arisen  solely  from  considerations  con¬ 
nected  with  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  this  branch  of  the  Society’s 
operations.  In  the  last  annual  report,  it  was  stated  that  all  the  means 
essential  to  the  support  of  this  Mission  would  be  supplied  by  the  Dio¬ 
cese  of  New-York.  This  intelligence  was  communicated,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  annexed  preamble  and  resolutions  having  been  adopted 
at  a  public  meeting  of  Episcopalians  held  in  Christ  Church,  in  the 
city  of  New-York,  in  the  month  of  April,  1831,  at  which  were  present 
the  Bishop  and  several  of  the  clergy  of  that  state. 

“  Whereas  it  appears  that  a  highly  interesting  and  important  mission 
has  been  established,  and  for  some  years  prosecuted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church ;  and  whereas,  it  further  appears,  that  the  said  mis¬ 
sion  is  greatly  in  need  of  increased  patronage,  and  that  a  particular 
appeal  in  its  behalf  has  been  made  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
said  Society  :  therefore, 

“  Resolved ,  As  the  sense  of  this  meeting,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to  aid  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  the  care  of  its  missions  at  Green  Bay. 

“  Resolved ,  As  the  sense  of  this  meeting,  in  accordance  with  the  ex¬ 
pressed  wishes  and  views  of  our  late  and  present  Diocesan,  that  it  is 
proper  for  the  Diocese  of  New-York  to  take  the  Green  Bay  Mission 
under  its  special  and  permanent  patronage,  by  supplying  the  Domestic 
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and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  with  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  it 
on  ;  and  that  we  therefore  cordially  and  respectfully  invite  our  brethren 
throughout  the  diocese  to  co-operate  with  us  in  measures  to  that  effect ; 
and  inasmuch  as  it  is  understood  that  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of 
the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  mission  buildings,  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  an  increased  number  of  Indian  children ;  therefore,  resolved 
further,  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  respectfully  informed  of  the 
hope  and  trust  of  this  meeting,  that,  encouraged  by  the  promise  of  aid 
which  the  meeting  hereby  gives,  it  will  deem  itself  justified  in  pro¬ 
ceeding  to  the  erection  of  such  buildings  as  the  Committee  may  deem 
necessary. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  and  Minister,  or  ministersof  each  parish, 
together  with  such  lay  members  of  the  same,  as  he  or  they  may  ap¬ 
point,  be  a  Committee  for  soliciting  of  the  members  of  that  parish 
annual  subscriptions,  as  members  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  contributions  as  life  members  or  patrons,  or  other 
donations  to  the  funds  of  the  same ;  said  subscriptions  and  donations 
to  be  directed  to  be  applied  to  the  Green  Bay  Mission.” 

Subsequently  the  subject  was  recommended  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Onderdonk,  in  his  annual  address  to  the  Convention  of  his 
Diocese,  in  consequence  of  wnich,  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  that  body  : 

“  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  heartily  approves  of  the  desire  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  Bishop,  that  this  Diocese  will  support  the  Episcopal 
Mission  at  Green  Bay,  established  by  the  General  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Church ;  and  that,  for  the  furtherance  of  this  laudable  object, 
the  Rev.  Clergy  be  desired  to  solicit  their  respective  congregations 
to  aid,  according  to  the  ability  wherewith  God  may  have  blessed  them. 

“  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  adopt  some  plan  by  which  a  reve¬ 
nue  tor  carrying  on  the  mission  may  be  uniformly  received,  and  that 
the  Bishop  and  Board  of  Agents,  in  New-York,  for  the  Green  Bay 
Mission,  appointed  by  the  General  Missionary  Society,  be  empowered 
to  devise  and  carry  into  effect  such  a  plan.” 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  New-York,  which  was  held  in 
1832,  a  Committee,  on  whom  was  devolved  the  duty  of  inquiring, 
“whether  any,  and  what  measures  are  to  be  taken  in  relation  to  the 
Green  Bay  Mission,”  recommended  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  Missionary  concerns  of  thisDiocese,  having  now 
by  a  vote  of  this  Convention  been  authoritatively  committed  to  the 
Education  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  New-York,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  Institution, 
be  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  commencing  a  negotiation  with  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee,  or  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  respecting  a  transfer  of  the  management  of  the  Green  Bay 
M  ission  to  this  Diocese,  on  the  principles  stated  in  the  foregoing 
report. 
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“  Resolved ,  That  the  said  Board  of  Managers  be  authorized,  in  behalf 
of  this  Diocese,  to  undertake  the  entire  support  of  the  Mission  at 
Green  Bay,  and  the  Oneida  Indians,  on  condition  that  the  whole  direc¬ 
tion  and  management  of  the  same  be  confided  to  the  Society  they 
represent,  subject  to  the  control  of  this  Convention. 

“ Resolved ,  That  in  the  event  of  such  an  arrangement  being  accepta¬ 
ble  to  the  Executive  Committee,  or  Directors  of  the  General  Society, 
the  said  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New-York  Society  be  authorized 
to  stipulate  that  annual  reports  be  made  by  the  latter  body  to  the 
former,  of  their  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  said  Mission. 

“  Resolved ,  That  whenever  a  satisfactory  transfer  of  said  Mission, 
with  its  property  and  appendages,  is  made  to  the  Education  and  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  this  Diocese,  it  be  the  duty  of  its  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers,  to  take  all  proper  measures  for  raising  and  collecting  the  required 
funds  for  the  discharge  of  the  existing  debts,  and  the  future  support 
of  said  Mission,  and  that  they  make  a  full  report  of  their  doings  to  the 
next  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

“  Resolved ,  That  whether  the  arrangement  above  contemplated  be 
carried  into  effect  or  not,  the  Green  Bay  Mission  be  recommended 
anew  to  the  liberal  patronage  and  support  of  the  Churches  and  Epis¬ 
copalians  of  this  Diocese.” 

In  consequence  of  these  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Education  and  Missionary  Society 
of  New-York,  was  held  October  8th,  1832,  at  which  it  was,  on  motion, 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Milnor,  C.  N.  Rowland,  Esq.  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Anthon,  be  a  Committee  to  open  a  correspondence  with  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Green  Bay  Mission.” 

It  now  remains  for  the  Board  to  decide  on  the  course  to  be  pursued 
in  reference  to  this  matter. 


PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  MISSION  BUILDINGS  AT  GREEN  BAY. 
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MISSION  BUILDINGS. 

In  consequence  of  the  promise  of  aid  from  New-York,  the  Mission 
Establishment  has  been  very  considerably  enlarged  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board.  At  that  period,  the  buildings  consisted  of  a 
dwelling  40  feet  by  30  feet,  and  two  stories  in  height ;  an  attached 
house,  one  story  high,  30  feet  by  18  feet;  and  a  school-house  30  feet 
by  20  feet. 

They  now  include  a  family  mansion  90  feet  in  length,  30  feet  in 
breadth,  and  two  stories  in  height:  an  attached  building  at  the  north¬ 
eastern  extremity  of  this  house,  30  feet  long,  18  feet  wide,  and  one  and 
a  half  stories  high  ;  another  attached  building  at  the  south-eastern  ex¬ 
tremity,  running  parallel  with  the  one  just  mentioned,  80  feet  long, 
20  feet  wide,  and  one  story  high ;  a  school-house  for  boys  30  feet  by 
20,  and  one  story  high  ;  another  for  girls,  of  the  same  dimensions;  a 
barn  40  feet  long,  and  30  feet  wide,  to  which  is  attached  a  shed  of  30 
feet  by  20  feet ;  and  lastly  a  house  SO  feet  in  length,  20  feet  in  breadth, 
and  one  story  in  height,  divided  into  two  rooms,  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  purposes  of  washing  and  baking.  The  cost  of  these  edifices  is 
$8,940  97. 

Mr.  Cadle  has  suggested  the  expediency  of  extending  the  attached 
building  at  the  north-eastern  extremity  of  the  dwelling,  to  80  feet  in 
length,  thus  making  it  equal  in  dimensions,  and  uniform  in  appearance 
with  the  one  opposite  to  it,  and  also  of  building  a  farm-house.  Should 
the  first  suggestion  be  carried  into  effect,  the  Mission  Mansion  would 
be  sufficiently  large  for  the  accommodation  of  two  hundred  children ; 
which  is  the  greatest  number  of  boarders  proposed  to  be  received. 
The  present  buildings  will  provide  for  only  about  one  hundred  and 
thirty.  The  importance  of  erecting  a  farm-house  is  apparent,  not  only 
from  the  practicability  of  deriving  a  large  portion  of  the  sustenance 
of  this  Institution  from  the  soil  to  which  it  is  attached,  but  also  from 
the  benefit  of  giving  to  the  children  educated  by  the  Society  a  taste 
for  agricultural  science  and  pursuits. 

MISSION  FAMILV. 

The  Mission  Family  at  present,  consists  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle, 
Male  Superintendent ;  Mr.  J.  V.  Suydam,  Male  Teacher ;  Mr.  Almon 
Gregory,  Assistant  Teacher ;  Miss  Sarah  Cadle,  Female  Superintend¬ 
ent;  Miss  S.  Crawford,  Female  Teacher;  Miss  Mary  Ann  Crawford, 
Seamstress.  During  the  last  spring,  Miss  Anna  W.  Kellogg  resigned 
her  situation  as  Teacher  in  the  Female  department,  and  Miss  Chap- 
pel,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  was  appointed  to  take  her  place.  It  is  not, 
however,  certain,  whether  Miss  Chappel  will  consent  to  serve  the 
Society.  The  last  accounts  concerning  her,  stated  that  she  was  await¬ 
ing  information  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle  relative  to  the  healthiness  of 
Green  Bay,  and  the  duties  of  her  appointment,  previous  to  coming  to 
a  decision. 

Upon  the  Board  now  devolves  the  obligation  of  communicating 
the  wishes  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle  and  his  sister,  to  retire  from  the 
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superintendency  of  this  mission.  Mr.  C.’s  reasons  for  desiring  to 
leave  the  field  in  which  he  has  been  so  usefully  employed,  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  following  letter  to  the  Executive  Committee,  dated  June 
16,  1832. 

“The  secular  charge  connected  with  the  superintendence  of  this  Mission,  has  been 
severely  felt  by  me,  and  has  necessarily  engrossed  a  large  portion  of  my  time.  Its  extent 
would  have  justified  the  appointment  of  a  steward ;  but  blended  with  the  cares  of  a  cler¬ 
gyman  and  Superintendent,  it  becomes  a  burden  too  heavy  to  be  borne.  The  management 
of  boarding-pupils,  almost  all  of  whom,  on  their  admission,  were  ignorant  of  the  English 
language,  is  much  more  difficult  and  troublesome,  than  the  care  of  English  scholars.  And 
even  if  they  did  not  exhibit  too  many  evidences  of  a  previously-neglected  education,  and 
no  inconvenience  were  experienced  trom  parental  interference,  the  constant  watchfulness 
that  is  requisite  on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent,  is  no  slight  interruption  to  plans  of  pri¬ 
vate  study,  and  no  slight  hindrance  to  personal  ease  and  comfort.  The  care  of  the  health 
of  the  boarding  scholars  has  been  a  cause  of  considerable  anxiety  to  me;  and  although  to 
the  judgment  of  reason,  much  solicitude  may  not  seem  called  for  in  instances  of  sickness, 
after  all  is  done  that  circumstances  admit  of  being  done,  yet  the  deepest  is  occasionally  ex¬ 
perienced.  The  Superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  religious  culture,  as  well  as  intel¬ 
lectual  improvement  of  the  children  residing  at  the  Mission;  and  so  far  as  there  is  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  him  to  do  good  in  this  settlement,  and  as  he  can  have  intercourse  with  the  savage 
tribes  in  its  vicinity,  it  becomes  him  to  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  and  to  make  full  proof 
of  his  ministry.  My  cares  and  duties  have  been  numerous  and  conflicting ;  and  under  the 
conviction  that,  if  it  were  possible  for  one  person  duly  to  attend  to  them,  I  myself  am  not 
equal  to  the  task,  I  am  desirous  of  retiring  from  the  oversight  of  this  Mission.  In  pursuing 
the  course  which  my  own  judgment  dictated  in  matters,  respecting  which  I  had  discre¬ 
tionary  powers,  I  have  been  subjected  to  some  evils,  which  however  I  regard  as  nothing,  in 
comparison  with  the  consciousness  of  having  acted  agreeably  to  my  convictions  of  duty.  I 
have  not  sought  to  please  men,  nor  heeded  the  inventions  of  .'he  spirit  of  calumny ;  and  am 
under  the  impression,  that  if  I  had  not  studied  purely  the  welfare  of  this  Mission,  and  had 
not  been  ready  to  part  with  every  thing  worldly  in  behalf  of  the  cause  entrusted  to  my 
care,  this  Institution  would  have  failed  of  its  establishment.  There  have  been  various  ob¬ 
stacles  to  contend  with;  but  through  the  divine  blessing,  many  of  them  have  been  sur¬ 
mounted.  To  the  favour  of  God,  I  aseribe  the  praise  of  whatever  success  has  attended 
this  undertaking;  and  I  am  gratelul  for  his  goodness  in  having  raised  up  so  many  friends 
to  its  prosperity,  Next  to  the  acknowledgment  of  his  protecting  care,  my  thanks  are  ren¬ 
dered  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  the  Diocese  of  New-York,  and  to  various  individuals 
and  associations  who  have  extended  to  this  school  their  efficient  aid.  Its  welfare  will  ever 
be  interesting  to  me  ;  and  it  is  my  humble  petition,  that  God  will  be  unto  it  a  wall  of  fire 
round  about,  and  will  be  the  glory  in  the  midst  of  it.  But  the  sustained  anxiety  and  over¬ 
whelming  care  attached  to  its  superintendence,  constrain  me  to  solicit  relief  from  a  burden 
by  which  I  am  bowed  down  greatly.” 

This  letter  having-  been  read  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee  held  on  the  25th  of  July  last,  resolutions  were  immediately 
adopted,  expressive  of  the  very  great  regret  with  which  they  had  heard 
ot  Mr.  Cadle’s  intention  to  resign  his  station,  assuring  him,  that 
nothing  within  the  power  of  the  Committee  would  be  left  undone,  to 
secure  his  continuance,  if  he  would  consent  to  remain,  and  requesting 
him  to  state  what  arrangements  for  his  relief  would  be  necessary. 

In  answer  to  this  communication,  Mr.  Cadle,  under  date  of  Sep¬ 
tember  3d,  wrote  as  follows;  “  I  am  under  many  obligations  to  the 
Executive  Committee  tor  their  resolutions,  but  i  am  oppressed  and 
worn  out  by  the  numerous  cares  and  difficulties  of  my  situation. 
While  I  continue  to  hold  it,  1  cannot  be  released  from  intense  anxiety, 
however  greatly  1  might  be  aided  in  other  respects,  and  I  am  con¬ 
strained  therefore  to  request  the  Committee  to  accept  my  resignation.” 

This  unwelcome  intelligence  having  been  announced  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  26th  of  September,  they  directed  their  Secretary  to  com¬ 
municate  it  to  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New-York,  with 


a  request  that  he  would  advise  the  Committee,  whether  he  knew  of 
any  clergyman  who  was  qualified  to  succeed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle. 

During  the  last  week,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Cadle,  expressive  of  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  this  Mission,  and 
of  h  is  willingness  to  make  the  greatest  sacrifices  in  his  power,  could 
he  see  the  Mission  freed  from  difficulties,  and  pursuing  an  unob¬ 
structed  course  of  usefulness. 

In  consequence  of  this  communication,  the  Secretary  was,  by  reso¬ 
lution,  requested  to  make  known  to  Mr.  Cadle,  the  great  satisfaction 
with  which  this  intelligence  had  been  received,  and  to  inform  him, 
that  in  the  hope,  that  after  the  approaching  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
New-York,  such  a  state  of  things  as  he  desired  would  be  realized,  all 
further  efforts  to  secure  a  successor  to  him  in  the  office  of  superintend¬ 
ent,  would  for  the  present  be  discontinued. 

STATE  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

On  the  24th  of  September,  1832,  the  school  consisted  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  pupils  ;  of  whom  twenty-five  were  day  scholars.  The 
number  of  boarders  is  fifty  males  and  fifty-two  females.  Of  the  boarders, 
not  more  than  eight  are  whites.  Among  the  remainder, are  Menominees, 
Oneidas,  Chippewas,  Osages,Winnebagoes,  Knisteneauxs,  Brothertons, 
Ottawas,  Mohawks,  Siouxs  and  a  Fox,  who  was  taken  prisoner  on  the 
Wi  sconsin,  by  the  Menominees,  and  given  by  the  chiefs  of  that  tribe 
to  Col.  Stambaugh,  who  has  adopted  her,  named  her  after  his  wife,  and 
designs  paying  the  full  price  for  her  tuition. 

GENERAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  following  general  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  in  relation  to  the  children  committed  to  the  Mission  School, 
and  approved  of  by  the  Board. 

“  First:  With  respect  to  Day  Schools. — If  the  parents  are  able  to  pay  for  their  tuition,  the 
charge  per  quarter  will  be  two  dollars  for  such  as  are  under  fourteen  years  of  age;  if  over 
fourteen  years,  the  charge  will  be  two  dollars  and  filly  cents.  Parents  not  able  to  pay,  will 
be  charged  nothing.  There  will  be  two  public  examinations  in  the  year :  viz.  in  Decem¬ 
ber  and  in  June  ;  after  which,  there  will  be  one  week’s  vacation.  The  school  will  not  be 
opened  on  Christmas-day,  nor  on  New-  Year’s  day,  nor  on  Ash- Wednesday,  nor  on  Good- 
Friday,  nor  on  Ascension-day,  nor  on  Thanksgiving-day.  It  is  not  wished  to  receive  any 
scholar  for  less  time  thnn  a  quarter. 

"  Secondly :  Respecting  Boarders. — The  Superintendent  does  not  wish  to  receive  any 
children  under  four  years  of  age.  He  would  prefer,  too,  that  the  children  should  not  be 
over  fourteen  years  of  age,  although  others  of  a  greater  age  may  be  admitted  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Superintendent.  It  will  be  expected  that  the  children  be  committed  to  the  entire 
and  exclusive  control  of  the  Superintendent.  For  such  parents  as  are  able  to  pay,  the 
charge  for  the  year  will  be  fifty  dollars,  exclusively  of  clothing.  Such  as  are  able  to  pay  in 
part,  may  do  so ;  such  as  cannot  pay  at  all,  will  be  charged  nothing ;  but  from  both  will  be 
expected  an  instrument  in  writing,  committing  their  children  to  the  Superintendent's  care, 
for  a  specified  period.  Those  who  pay  in  full  will  not  be  requested  to  enter  into  any  written 
engagement,  and  may  withdraw  their  children  from  the  Mission  at  their  pleasure ;  though 
during  the  connexion  of  their  children  with  it,  they  must  be  subject  to  its  rules,  equally 
with  others,  and  be  restrained  from  visiting.  Those  who  agree  to  pay  in  part,  may  remove 
their  children  from  the  Mission,  before  the  stipulated  time,  by  making  payment  in  full.  No 
payment  is  expected  or  wished  from  the  full-blooded  Indians.  The  children  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  with  suitable  and  sufficient  clothing,  bedding  and  provisions ;  in  sickness  they  will 
have  medical  attendance,  and  nursing  care;  they  will  be  taught  the  usual  branches  of  an 
English  education,  such  as  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  geography :  and,  in  addition,  it 
is  contemplated  to  teach  the  girls  housekeeping,  sewing,  and  knitting,  and  eventually,  spin¬ 
ning  and  weaving,  and  the  boys  farming.  Every  indulgence  will  be  showed  to  them  that 
te  consistent  with  the  encouragement  of  industry,  and  the  maintenance  of  discipline." 


PARTICULAR  RT’LKS. 


The  following  are  the  particular  rules  which  have  been  adopted  for 
the  government  of  the  Mission  family. 


“  1.  No  private  room  is  to  be  opened  by  any  other  than  the  individual  to  whom  it  has 
been  assigned,  without  knocking. 

2.  No  private  room  is  to  be  kept  locked  in  the  absence  of  the  individual  to  whom  it  has 
been  assigned,  unless  the  tire  be  extinguished. 

3.  The  second  story  of  the  Mission-House  is  exclusively  appropriated  to  females. 

4.  All  bartering  is  disallowed. 

5.  The  Mission-buildings  are  never  to  be  left  to  the  rare  of  servants,  except  for  attend¬ 
ance  on  public  worship. 

6.  At  the  table  of  the  children,  some  member  of  the  family  must  always  preside.  The 
meals  of  the  members  of  the  family  will  be  immediately  before  those  of  the  children,  with 
the  exception  of  supper.  Breakfast  for  children,  from  November  to  March,  will  be  at  eight 
o’clock :  from  March  to  November,  at  about  one  hour  and  a  half  after  sunrise.  Dinner  lor 
children  will  be  at  one  o’clock.  Supper  for  children,  from  November  to  March,  will  be  at 
five  o'clock;  from  March  to  November,  at  six  o’clock. 

7.  The  children  must  not  go  to  their  bed-rooms  during  the  day. 

8.  The  boys  are  never  to  go  into  the  kitchen,  nor  any  girls,  but  those  whose  week  it  is  to 
assist  tlie  housekeeper.  The  boys  are  not  to  be  employed  in  occupations  proper  to  females, 
nor  the  girls  in  occupations  proper  to  hoys.  The  children  are  not  to  go,  unless  specially 
directed,  into  the  garret  or  cellar.  The  boys  and  girls  are  to  be  kept  separate  in  their 
plays. 

9.  No  cutting  or  marking  is  allowed  in  any  room  or  on  any  part  of  the  Mission-buildings. 
The  cutting  of  trees  is  forbidden. 

10.  No  children  are  to  go  to  the  well,  but  such  of  the  older  boys,  to  whom  permission 
may  be  given. 

1 1.  The  children  of  servants  are  to  stay  in  the  kitchen. 


12.  No  bird  is  to  be  killed  by  any  one  on  the  Mission-lot  between  the  burying-ground  and 
the  highway  ;  on  no  part  of  it  by  the  children. 

13.  Falsehood,  profaneness,  quarrelling,  cruelty,  and  theft,  will  be  severely  punished. 

14.  Punishments  will  consist  in  the  having  a  mark  of  disgrace  in  the  Register;  confine¬ 
ment  to  the  house;  privation  of  a  meal ;  dismissal  at  an  early  hour  to  bed ;  open  rebuke  ; 
or  whipping.  No  girl  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  nor  boy  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  is  to 
be  whipped. 

15.  The  children  are  to  be  combed  with  a  fine-tooth-comb  on  Wednesdays  and  Satur¬ 
days;  to  have  their  feet  washed  at  least  every  Saturday;  and  to  have  their  hair  cut  once  a 
month ;  the  girls  in  their  own  rooms,  and  the  boys  in  the  wash-room. 

16.  Phe  school  will  be  opened  every  morning  with  the  office  of  devotion,  and  closed  with 
the  same  in  the  afternoon.  The  examinations  will  be  on  the  23d  day  of  December,  un¬ 
less  that  day  be  Sunday,  and  then  on  the  day  before  ;  and  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  June. 

he  school  is  to  be  swept  every  morning  and  afternoon. 

I  he  Superintendent  will  give  religious  instruction  to  all  the  scholars  at  least  once  a 
week. 

17.  The  first  bell  in  the  morning,  from  November  to  March,  will  ring  at  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  after  live  o’clock  ;  and  from"  March  to  November,  at  three  quarters  of  an  hour  before 
sunrise,  when  the  man-servant  will  proceed  to  make  fires,  if  necessary,  first  in  the  wash- 
rooin,  then  in  the  dining-room  ;  and  lastly,  in  the  parlour;  and  the  boy,  whose  week  it  is, 
will  make  a  fire,  if  necessary,  in  the  school-room,  and  with  the  man-servant  procure  a  suffi¬ 
ciency  of  water  for  all  the  children  to  wash  with.  The  second  bell  will  ring  three  quarters 
M  an,  Ioln'  afterwards,  from  March  to  November,  and  at  half  past  six  from  November  to 

larch,  when  the  boys  will  rise,  and  proceed  without  noise  or  disorder  to  the  wash-room, 
■  ?nce.  t°  the  school-room.  The  third  bell  will  ring  half  an  hour  afterwards,  when 
ne  girls  will  rise,  and  proceed  to  the  wash-room,  and  thence  to  the  dining-room.  The 
o  Uei  girls,  to  whom  the  duty  may  be  assigned  by  the  female  Superintendent,  will  then 
make  the  beds  of  the  children.  No  children  are  to  pass  through  the  kitchen  to  the  wash- 
1  k  ,ys  W1^  staF  t'le  school-room,  and  the  girls  in  the  dining-room,  so  occupied 
\xi  i  their  books,  or  be  so  engaged  otherwise  as  they  may  be  directed  or  permitted,  until 
ttie  tourth  bell  shall  ring  for  prayers,  when  all  the  family  will  be  assembled,  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  will  be  inspected  as  to  dress  and  cleanliness.  Prayers  will  be  half  an  hour  before 
DreaKtast.  Alter  prayers,  the  boys  will  go  to  or  stay  in  the  school-room,  and  the  girls  will 
remain  in,  or  go  to  the  dining-room,  or  be  allowed  to  play  until  breakfast  shall  be  prepared. 
th  eTTS  u  ,.ea.vlnS  the  room,  they  must  observe  order  and  silence.  After  breakfast, 
ttie  children  shall  be  so  employed,  or  be  allowed  such  recreation  as  the  Superintendent 
may  direct,  until  rune  o'clock.  The  children  while  in  the  dining,  or  school-room,  before 
or  after  school  hours,  must  study  to  be  quiet.  In  the  interval  between  the  morning  and 
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yftemoon  school,  the  boys  are  to  go  to  their  play-ground  or  stay  in  the  school-room,  and 
the  girls  to  their  play-ground  or  dining-room.  After  the  afternoon  school,  the  children 
inay^  recreate  themselves  until  supper,  except  such  as  may  be  detained  for  some  occupa¬ 
tion,  From  November  to  March,  after  supper,  the  boys  will  stay  in  the  school-room  or  go 
to  their  play-ground,  and  the  girls  in  the  dining-room,  or  go  to  their  play-ground,  until 
evening  prayers,  which  will  be  at  half-past  six  o’clock ;  from  March  to  November,  even¬ 
ing  prayers  will  be  at  dusk.  After  evening  prayers,  all  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  unless 
specially  permitted,  are  to  go  to  bed :  those  over  fourteen,  by  nine  o'clock.  The  house  will 
be  closed  at  ten  o'clock. 

18.  The  bill  of  fare  will  be  as  follows : 

Breakfast — 

1.  Coffee,  or  tea,  or  chocolate,  or  milk. 

2.  Mush. 

3.  Potatoes. 

4.  Bread  and  butter,  or  molasses  or  meat. 

Dinner — 

1.  Potatoes,  or  other  vegetables. 

2.  Soup,  or  beef,  or  pork,  or  fish,  or  venison. 

3.  Bread. 

Supper — 

1.  Tea  or  milk. 

2.  Bread  and  butter,  or  molasses. 

19.  The  Superintendent  will  exercise  his  discretion  in  permitting  children  to  visit  the 
homes  of  their  parents,  which  permission  will  very'  seldom  be  yielded ;  it  cannot  be  grant¬ 
ed  on  Sundays,  nor  can  it  be  given  for  any  longer  time  than  a  few  hours  in  the  day'.  It 
will  be  expected  that  the  children  shall  remain  at  the  Mission  during  the  vacations. 

20.  The  Superintendent  will  always  inquire  respecting  the  health  of  the  children  pre¬ 
sented  for  admission  ;  and  if  they  are  diseased  he  will  refuse  to  receive  them. 

21.  The  Superintendent  will  not  sell  any  books  or  articles  which  may  be  sent  to  him  by 
individuals  or  societies  to  be  disposed  of  on  their  account :  nor  will  he  ever  sell  any 
article  belonging  to  the  Mission  without  the  express  directions  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 

22.  A  report  of  the  property  on  hand,  and  of  expenditures,  will  be  made  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  to  the  Executive  Committee,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  and  on  the  first  day  of 
October,  of  each  year. 

23.  No  boarder  will  be  received  for  a  less  period  titan  one  year.” 

WANTS  OF  THE  MISSION. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle,  the  interests  of  this  Mission 
essentially  require  the  appointment  of  a  Farmer,  a  Steward,  and  a 
Clerk.  Applications  for  each  of  these  offices  have  been  received,  and 
it  is  believed,  from  persons  admirably  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties 
connected  therewith,  but  in  consequence  of  the  depressed  state  of  the 
Society’s  finances,  the  Executive  Committee  have  not  felt  themselves  at 
liberty  to  incur  the  expense  which  would  necessarily  be  superinduced 
by  an  acceptance  of  these  tenders  of  service.  Mr.  Cadle  has  also  sug¬ 
gested  to  the  Committee,  the  importance  of  having  the  Mission  edifices 
painted,  in  order  to  preserve  them  from  the  effects  of  the  weather,  and 
forwarded  for  their  consideration  proposals  for  this  purpose,  from  an 
individual  at  Green  Bay.  The  same  reason,  however,  which  prevented 
the  Committee  from  appointing  additional  assistants,  restrained  them 
from  entering  into  any  contract  for  this  work. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bury  continues  to  labour  at  Detroit  as  a  Missionary 
of  the  Society,  and  with  great  satisfaction  to  the  Board.  He  officiates 
twice  every  Lord’s  day  in  the  Church,  and  on  Friday  morning 
at  the  Prison  for  the  benefit  of  the  individuals  confined  there. 
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Mr.  B.  writes  that  the  spiritual  condition  of  his  congregation  is  en¬ 
couraging,  that  his  Bible  class  meetings  are  well  attended,  and  that 
for  the  favourable  state  of  the  Sunday  school  he  has  reason  to  be 
thankful.  Mr.  B.  has  reported  to  the  Committee  a  Missionary  visit, 
which  he  made  in  the  autumn  of  1831,  in  the  interior  of  the  Terri¬ 
tory,  during  which,  among  other  services  rendered  by  him,  he  organ¬ 
ized  a  Church  at  Monro,  with  much  promise  of  success. 

MONRO. 

In  July,  1831,  a  letter  having  been  received  from  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry  of  Trinity  Church  at  this  place,  requesting  the  services  of  a 
Missionary,  the  Executive  Committee,  by  resolution,  appropriated 
$200  for  one  year  towards  the  support  of  the  clergyman  who  might 
be  employed  there  during  that  period. 

In  the  month  of  September  following,  a  communication  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Committee  from  the  Rev.  John  OBrien,  at  that  time 
residing  at  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  expressing  his  desire  to  be  appointed  a 
Missionary  to  this  quarter.  But  in  consequence  of  the  peculiar  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Mr.  0‘B.  was  not  able  to  obtain 
the  testimonial  required  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  the  Committee  were  of  course  debarred  the  pleasure  of  placing 
his  name  on  the  list  of  their  Missionaries.  They  have  since  had  the 
satisfaction  to  learn  that  the  congregation  at  Monro  have  succeeded 
in  securing  the  ministrations  of  Mr.  0‘Brien  ;  and  that  under  his  faithful 
labours  the  prospects  of  this  infant,  branch  of  Zion  are  every  day  be¬ 
coming  more  and  more  encouraging. 

Mr.  OB.  has  informed  the  Executive  Committee,  that  when  he  first 
took  charge  of  the  parish,  there  were  but  two  communicants  connected 
with  it.  About  three  months  afterwards  he  enjoyed  the  gratification 
of  assisting  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bury  (Mr.  0‘B.  being  only  in  Deacon’s 
orders)  in  administering  the  Lord’s  Supper  to  fourteen  decided  Epis¬ 
copalians.  In  addition  to  the  pleasing  intelligence  that  he  has  bap¬ 
tized  four  adults,  and  established  a  Bible  class  which  meets  every 
Wednesday  evening  and  is  well  attended;  Mr.  OB.  writes  that  his 
people  are  at  present  engaged  in  erecting  a  neat  and  commodious 
Church  edifice.  To  meet  the  expense  of  this  building,  §1500  have 
been  contributed  by  those  for  whose  special  benefit  it  is  intended. 
The  balance  necessary  for  the  purpose  lias,  also,  we  are  happy  to 
state,  been  collected  by  Mr.  OB':ien,  in  different  parts  of  the  United 
States. 

ANN  ARBOR,  DEXTER,  AND  YPSILANTI. 

On  the  first  of  September,  1830,  an  application  for  Missionary 
services  was  received  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Ann 
Arbor,  and  on  the  same  day  an  appropriation  of  §200  for  one  year 
was  made  by  the  Executive  Committee,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  a 
clergyman  in  that  place. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  following  month  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman 
commenced  his  labours  in  this  section  of  the  Territory,  and  having 
produced  the  necessary  testimonial,  was,  on  the  thirteenth  of  July, 
1831,  formally  recognized  as  one  of  the  Society’s  Missionaries. 
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In  his  first  Quarterly  Report,  Mr.  F.  states  that  he  had  officiated 
half  of  his  time  on  Sundays  at  Ann  Arbor,  and  the  remainder  at  Dexter 
and  Ypsilanti,  had  preached  frequently  on  week  days  and  evenings 
at  Boyden’s  Plains,  Saline,  Jacksonborough,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Te- 
cumseh,  had  a  small  Sunday  school  in  operation,  and  had  raised  on 
subscription  81000,  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice. 

In  his  next  communication  to  the  Committee,  he  mentions  that  the 
prospects  of  the  Church  at  Dexter  and  Ypsilanti  had  become  quite 
encouraging.  At  the  latter  place  Mr.  F.  succeeded  in  organizing  a 
Parish,  under  the  title  of  St.  John's  Church,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  W  ardens  and  Vestry  became  its  Rector;  on  the  condition,  however, 
of  their  not  expecting  his  services  for  more  than  one-third  of  his  time, 
unless  the  interest  of  the  Church  evidently  required  his  bestowing 
more  attention  on  Dexter  than  the  other  two  places. 

In  his  third  report,  Mr.  F.  gives  information  that  he  had  devoted 
half  of  his  time  to  Dexter  and  the  remainder  to  Yrpsilanti.  At  the 
former  place,  on  account  of  the  increase  of  attendants  upon  divine 
service,  the  Vestry  had  determined  on  the  erection  of  a  proper  build¬ 
ing  for  public  worship.  Since  coming  to  this  conclusion,  two  lots  in 
the  village  have  been  generously  tendered  to  the  Yestry,  as  a  site 
for  the  edifice.  At  the  latter  place  a  parish  was  also  organized,  on 
the  first  of  February  last,  under  the  name  of  St.  James’  Church,  and 
a  beautiful  site  for  the  location  of  a  Church  edifice  has  been  promised. 

In  the  same  communication,  Mr.  F.  remarks  that  there  is  an  en¬ 
couraging  prospect  of  establishing  the  Church,  at  Tecumseh.  On 
the  last  Sunday  that  he  preached  there,  though  there  was  only  a  part 
of  Saturday  to  give  notice,  the  house  was  crowded. 

In  his  next  report,  dated  September  23d,  Mr.  F.  informs  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  that  he  had  again  visited  Tecumseh,  preached  twice  during 
his  stay  of  a  few  days,  and  duly  organized  a  Parish  under  the  name 
of  St.  Peter’s  Church.  At  this  village,  every  thing  (Mr.  F.  says) 
indicates  a  sure  and  healthy  growth  of  our  beloved  Zion.  Lay  reading 
is  constantly  maintained.  But  the  congregation  are  exceedingly  desi¬ 
rous  of  clerical  services,  and  would  at  any  moment  raise,  by  subscrip¬ 
tion,  enough  to  secure  at  least  one  half  the  time  of  a  clergyman.  It 
is  their  intention  to  apply  to  the  Society  for  an  appropriation  towards 
the  support  of  a  Missionary  to  labour  at  Tecumseh  and  Ann  Arbor 
regularly,  and  occasionally  at  the  intermediate  villages  of  Clinton  and 
Saline. 

The  statements  of  all  our  Missionaries  in  this  Territory  agree  in 
testifying,  that  there  is  no  portion  of  the  United  States  where  the  de¬ 
mand  for  labourers  is  more  pressing,  or  where  their  efforts  for  the 
extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  would  be  more  likely  to  be 
attended  with  success. 

KENTUCKY. 

In  July,  1830,  a  request  was  made  to  the  Board,  by  the  President 
of  the  “  Kentucky  Auxiliary  Society,”  acting  under  the  sanction  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  that  Diocese,  that  the  Rev.  Gideon  M’Mil- 
lan,  and  the  Rev.  Amos  Cleaver,  might  be  appointed  Missionaries 


of  this  Institution,  the  former  to  engage  in  his  duties  at  Danville,  and 
the  latter  at  Paris.  In  answer  to  this  application,  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  say,  that  the  Board  were  willing  to  receive  these  gentle¬ 
men  into  their  employ,  so  soon  as  the  testimonial  in  their  behalt  re¬ 
quired  by  the  By-Laws,  should  be  presented.  No  reply  to  this  com¬ 
munication  has  been  received  by  the  Board. 

At  the  period  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  G.  P.  Gid- 
dinge  was  doing  service  as  a  Missionary  of  the  Society  at  Russelville 
and  Hopkinsville,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ash  at  Middletown  and  Shel- 
byville. 

The  connexion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Giddinge  with  the  Society  termi¬ 
nated  at  his  own  request,  on  the  14th  of  November,  1831,  and  that  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Ash,  in  March  of  the  present  year. 

The  following  is  from  Mr.  Giddinge’s  last  report : 

“  With  a  few  exceptions,  my  Sundays  have  been  spent  at  Russelville,  Clarksville,  or 
Hopkinsville.  The  principal  difference  has  been  in  devoting  more  time  to  the  latter  place, 
and  preaching  more  frequently  in  the  country.  I  have  spent  one  Sunday  also  at  Bowling 
Green,  and  preached  there  three  times,  to  very  respectable  congregations.  This  is  an 
interesting  place,  and  offers  a  very  good  opening  for  a  clergyman  of  our  Church.  I  found 
several  families  in  the  town  and  vicinity,  who  professed  great  attachment  to  the  Church, 
and  were  very  grateful  for  my  attendance  among  them.  1  have  also  spent  one  week  at 
Henderson,  on  the  Ohio  river,  where  I  preached  six  times.  In  this  I  was  met  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Page,  of  Louisville,  who  also  preached  twice,  and  administered  the  Lord’s  Supper, 
and  aided  in  the  organization  of  a  parish.  The  service  was  performed  in  a  most  solemn 
and  devotional  manner,  after  the  first  public  explanation  of  its  nature.  The  Communion 
presented  a  scene,  the  most  impressive  I  ever  witnessed.  A  parish,  called  St.  Paul’s,  was 
organized  under  very  auspicious  circumstances ;  and  a  subscription  to  erect  a  Church  edi¬ 
fice,  had  amounted,  when!  left,  to  about  §1,000,  with  the  prospect  of  $400  or  ,§500  additional. 
1  do  not  think  the  number  of  Episcopal  families  in  the  vicinity  less  than  forty.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  communicants  may  he  about  ten  or  fifteen.  It  is  certainly  very  desirable  that  they 
should  be  supplied  with  a  clergyman  of  talents,  piety,  and  prudence.  If  such  a  one  should 
go  there  at  this  time,  I  have  little  doubt,  but  he  would  unite  the  most  of  the  population  in 
favour  of  the  Church ;  and  there  is  not  the  least  doubt  but  he  would  be  liberally  supported. 
Firmer  friends  can  no  where  be  found,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  man  who  goes  there, 
will  ever  have  cause  to  repent  his  resolution,  if  he  deserves  their  support. 

“  The  visit  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Meade  through  this  country  in  June  last,  left  an 
impression  very  favourable  to  the  Church,  and  created  no  small  degree  of  excitement  in 
some  places.  That  favourable  impression  has  been  considerably  deepened,  and  the  excite¬ 
ment  increased,  by  a  late  visit  from  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Smith,  and  the  Rev.  Gideon  M’Millan 
during  the  last  month.  These  gentlemen  remained  several  days  at  Hopkinsville,  and 
several  at  Russelville.  At  Hopkinsville  a  Communion  has  been  instituted  of  about  ten 
members,  and  a  parish  organized  of  about  thirty  families.  The  name  of  our  parish  is — 
Grace  Church.  I  have  concluded  to  act  as  the  rector  of  this  parish,  and  hereafter  to  confine 
my  labours  to  this  county. 

“We  might  have  organized  a  parish  also  at  Russelville,  hut  defended  it  from  prudential 
reasons,  till  we  can  get  a  person  to  come  and  take  charge  of  it. 

“  It  has  ever  been  my  desire  to  release  the  Society  from  the  burden  of  my  support,  so 
soon  as  I  could  unite  the  means  of  supporting  myself,  with  any  field  of  useful  labour.  The 
time  has  now  arrived.  I  have  within  the  two  last  months  received  no  less  than  five  offers, 
either  of  which  would  have  answered  the  object  in  view.  I  have  accepted  the  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Principal  of  the  Hopkinsville  Female  Academy,  a  public  institution,  and  very 
flourishing.  My  duties  will  commence  about  the  first  of  January.  I  must  then  contract 
the  field  of  my  labour.  Many  places  w'here  I  have  hitherto  officiated,  must  be  given  up‘ 
and  I  shall,  therefore,  cease  to  act  as  your  Missionary  after  this  date. 

“  In  taking  leave  of  the  Society,  and  narrowing  down  my  labours  to  one  spot,  I  cannot 
avoid  making  one  more  effort  to  turn  the  attention  of  Christians,  and  particularly  of  Chris, 
tian  ministers,  to  the  wide  and  still  widening  field,  ready  white  for  the  harvest,  that  spreads 
before  them.  When  I  came  to  this  country,  a  little  more  than  one  year  since,  the  mention 
of  establishing  the  Episcopal  Church  here,  seldom  failed  to  call  up  a  smile  of  pity  for  the 
weakness  of  those  who  designed,  and  the  difficulties  of  the  man  who  had  the  execution . 
The  prejudice  against  the  Church  was  almost  universal  and  overwhelming.  Even  the 
few,  who  amid  opposing  prejudice,  had  the  daring  to  avow  the  name,  had  for  the  most, 


*adly  mistaken,  or  totally  lost  the  spirit  of  churchmen ;  while  a  vast  majority,  whose  early 
education  and  predilections  were  in  favour  of  the  Church,  had,  wearied  with  disappointed 
expectations,  united  with  other  religious  societies,  or  like  the  aged  prisoner  in  the  Bastile, 
been  so  long  excluded  from  the  pure  light  of  heaven,  that  they  had  become  satisfied  with 
the  darkness  and  death  that  spreads  its  universal  dominion  over  the  soul  of  the  natural 
man.  This  sable  gloom  is,  however,  slowly  but  steadily  clearing  away,  and  the  prospect 
is  becoming  both  bright  and  beautiful,  rich  and  glorious,  to  the  beholder.  Truth  is  forcing 
its  evidence  upon  the  mind.  Seriousness  and  solemnity  now  bring  to  the  house  of  worship 
many,  who  lately  came  only  from  motives  of  idle  curiosity.  Many  are  inquiring  the  way 
to  Zion  with  their  faces  thitherward.  And,  I  believe,  that  could  we  obtain  single  men, 
they  could  find  ample  support  at  Bowling  Green,  Russelville,  Hopkinsville,  Clarksville,  and 
Henderson;  and,  perhaps,  at  Eddyville,  Morganfield,  Smithland,  and  Elizabethtown. 

“  Thus  I  have  endeavoured  to  do  what  little  lay  in  my  power,  as  a  pioneer  for  the  doc¬ 
trines  and  discipline  of  our  holy  Church.  If  I  know'  my  heart,  I  have  done  it  with  an 
earnest  desire  to  be  a  blessing  to  mankind,  to  the  extent  of  my  feeble  powers.  I  feel  per¬ 
suaded  also,  that  God  has  been  with  me.  He  has  graciously  given  me  favour  in  the  eyes 
of  this  people,  and  blessed  me  with  uninterrupted  health,  to  discharge  my  numerous  and 
arduous  duties.  To  him  be  all  the  glory.” 

Since  his  settlement  in  Kentucky,  Mr.  Ash  has  officiated  regularly 
once  a  month  at  Shelby vi lie  and  Middletown.  The  rest  of  his  time 
has  been  employed  in  making  excursions  through  the  adjoining  coun¬ 
ties,  in  order  (as  he  writes,)  “to  preach,  and  find  out  the  scattered 
members  of  our  Church.”  At  Shelbyville,  he  instituted  a  weekly 
lecture  for  familiar  and  practical  comments  on  the  Scriptures,  and 
organized  a  Church.  Mr.  A.  entertains  hopes  of  seeing  a  Church 
edifice  erected  at  this  place  before  long.  At  Middletown  also,  he  has 
a  prospect  of  being  useful.  Here  a  Bible  class  has  been  formed,  and 
a  Sunday  school  organized.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  this  place,  he 
writes,  “there  are  several  families  who  are  friendly  to  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  in  the  course  of  time,  may  unite  themselves  with  it.” 

Mr.  Ash  has  likewise  officiated  at  Simpsonville,  in  a  neighbourhood 
also  about  ten  miles  south  of  Shelbyville,  and  at  Taylorsville.  At  this 
last  mentioned  village,  he  says,  he  “  met  with  a  few  persons  who  were 
anxious  about  their  souls,  and  inquiring  what  they  should  do  to  be  saved.” 

In  the  conclusion  of  one  of  Mr.  A.’s  letters,  we  find  the  following 
important  information. 

“  In  almost  every  neighbourhood,  a  few  Episcopalians  may  be  found, 
who,  on  account  of  their  early  education  or  predilections,  will  be  very 
little  benefitted  by  ministers  of  any  Church  but  their  own.  If  exertions 
should  not  be  made  by  more  highly  favoured  Episcopalians,  to  extend 
the  Bread  of  Life  to  these  scattered  members  of  our  Church,  they  may 
perish  and  be  eternally  lost.  There  are  also  many  who  have  no  strong 
predilection  for  any  Church,  who  might  become  acquainted  with  our 
form  of  sound  doctrine,  and  be  saved  from  the  pernicious  novelties  in 
religion,  which  are  constantly  springing  up  in  the  West.” 


TENNESSEE. 

In  consequence  of  representations  made  by  the  Standing  Committee 
of  this  State,  with  respect  to  its  spiritual  wants,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  14th  of  May  last,  renewed  the  appropriation  of  $500, 
which  had  been  made  in  1830,  with  tire  promise  of  extending  this  aid, 
until  notice  be  given  of  an  intention  to  discontinue  it. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Otey,  one  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Society  in  this 
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State,  informed  tiie  Committee  in  July,  1831,  that  the  coinci-stonc  of 
the  Church  edifice  at  Franklin,  which  was  in  contemplation  when 
the  Board  last  met,  was  laid  by  the  Right.  Rev.  Bishop  Meade,  on  the 
28th  of  June  of  the  same  year,  and  in  October  following,  he  wrote, — 

“  The  work  of  onr  Church  is  now  proceeding  rapidly,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  have  it 
covered  in  before  the  cold  weather  sets  in.  The  building  will  be  sixty  feet  long  and  forty 
feet  wide,  having  a  ground-floor  of  nearly  the  same  dimensions.  The  plan  also  embraces 
a  tower,  and  galferies  on  the  sides  and  one  end.  The  whole  expense  will  probably  amount 
to  three  thousand  dollars.  Of  this  sum,  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  have  been  sub¬ 
scribed.  Two  membere  of  the  Vestry  have  pledged  themselves  for  the  balance. 

“  It  may  not  perhaps  be  irrelevant  to  state,  that  I  heard  from  a  friend  in  the  western  dis¬ 
trict,  a  few  days  since,  desiring  information  as  to.  the  likelihood  of  having  a  Missionary  to 
labour  in  that  quarter-.  In  his  neighbourhood  there  are  many  persons  warmly  attached  to 
the  Church,  and  probably  a  dozen  communicants  among  them.  They  would  pledge  them¬ 
selves  to  raise  three  hundred  dollars  lor  a  Missionary,  and  give  nis  board  besides.  A 
young  man  going  to  that  section,  wotrld  feel  himself  pleasantly  situated,  I  am  sure. 

“I°am  also  just,  now,  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Knoxville,  of  the  same  purport  with  the 
one  already  mentioned.  The  Vestry  at  Knoxville  have  already  pledged  themselves  to  raise 
one  hundred  dollars  for  a  clergyman ;  and  I  think  much  more  might  be  reasonably  calcu¬ 
lated  on.  If  the  contemplated  rail-road  through  western  Virginia,  shall  ever  reach  Knox¬ 
ville,  it  will  render  that  point  a  stat  ion  of  great  importance. 

“In  this  county  also,  a  bride  edifice  is  to  be  erected  by  the  1st.  of  January  next,  designed 
to  serve  the  double  purpose  of  a  Church  and  an  Academy.  I  am  authorized  to  employ  a 
teacher,  and  to  offer  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  as  a  salary.  If  the  tuition  fees  amount 
to  a  greater  sum,  it  will  still  be  given  to  the  teacher.” 

In  another  of  Mr.  Otey’s  reports  he  mentions  the  following  in¬ 
cident,  which  occured  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state  : 

“  A  pious  lady,  a  communicant  in  our  Church,  was  visited  by  an  elderly  woman,  who 
said  she  had  been  raised  in  our  Church.  This  woman  was  the  mother  of  several  daughters  ; 
they  all  lived  at  the  same  house,  and  were  all  under  the  tongue  of  evil  report,  as  to  purity 
and  integrity  of  character  and  deportment.  It  was  a  family  in  which  neither  peace,  nor 
the  fear  of  God  seemed  to  exert  any  influence,  or  to  have  any  place.  The  old  woman  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  lady  I  have  mentioned  for  a  Prayer-Book.  After  inquiring  as  to  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  wanted,  whether  she  could  read,  &c.  the  book  was  given — was  sent  forth 
like  1  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,’  with  the  faint  hope  that  it  might  be  an  instrument  of 
good  to  those  who  appeared  ‘  ready  to  perish.’  I  am  informed  that  some  few  weeks  after 
this  book  was  received,  a  wonderftil  moral  transformation  took  place  in  the  whole  family. 
They  became  orderly  in  their  deportment,  cleanly  in  their  appearance,  and  industrious  in 
their  habits.  Such  was  the  change  wrought,  that  it  was  remarked  by  the  whole  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  Comment  upon  this  incident  I  deem  unnecessary ;  it  speaks  for  itself.” 

COLUMBIA. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stephens,  another  of  the  Society’s  Missionaries, 
represents  the  condition  of  the  Church  at  Columbia  as  gradually 
improving,  and  the  congregation  as  increasing  in  numbers,  regular  in 
attendance,  and  greatly  interested  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 

A  brick  edifice  for  public  worship  was  erected  by  his  Vestry  before 
the  close  of  the  year  1831,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  by 
Bishop  Meade.  His  Sunday  school,  Dr.  S.  states,  has  succeeded 
beyond  all  expectations,  and  contains  above  seventy  scholars. 

The  connexion  between  the  Society  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weller,  our 
late  Missionary  at  Nashville,  terminated  on  the  1st  of  June,  1831. 

In  his  final  report  he  says  :  “The  affairs  of  the  congregation  here 
continue  prosperous.  Our  new  Church  is  expected  to  be  ready  for 
consecration  in  about  four  weeks.  Our  Sunday  school  contains  up¬ 
wards  of  sixty  scholars.” 
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On  the  1st  of  July,  1832,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Otey  and 
Stephens,  as  Missionaries  in  Tennessee,  were  discontinued,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Chilton  and  Wright  were  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee  of  that  Diocese,  in  their  place. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Quarterly  Report  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Chilton : 

“  The  western  district  of  Tennessee  being  assigned  to  me  as  the  field  for  Missionary  labour 
by  the  Standing  Committee,  I  left  Nashville,  and  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright, 
proceeded  first  to  Clarksville,  where  a  Church  has  been  recently  organized.  At  which 
place  we  held  divine  service  twice  on  Sunday,  July  8th.  Mr.  Wright  preached  in  the 
morning  and  myself  in  the  afternoon.  The  next  day  we  proceeded  on  our  journey  towards 
the  district.  July  10th,  we  crossed  the  Tennessee  river,  which  is  the  boundary  between 
middle  Tennessee  and  the  western  district,  as  that  part  of  the  state  west  of  the  Tennessee 
river  is  usually  called.  July  11th,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  administered  the  sacrament  of 
baptism  to  three  children  of  an  interesting  family,  from  Hartford,  Connecticut,  who  have 
been  residing  seven  years  in  the  wilderness.  This  is  the  first  clerical  duty  performed  by  a 
minister  of  our  Church  in  this  interesting  portion  of  the  extensive  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 
On  the  same  day,  July  11th,  we  travelled  eighteen  miles,  to  a  flourishing  village,  (Paris,) 
the  seat  of  justice  in  Henry  county,  where  at  night  we  held  divine  service  in  the  court¬ 
house.  July  12th,  we  proceeded  on  our  journey  towards  Jackson,  in  Madison  county,  at 
which  place  we  arrived  July  14th,  after  a  most  disagreeable  journey  through  continued 
rains  for  several  days  in  succession. 

“  I  had  determined  before  I  arrived  on  the  Missionary  field,  to  make  Jackson  or  its  vicinity, 
my  home  for  the  present.  July  23d,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  I  organized  a  Church 
in  the  town  of  Jackson,  by  the  name  of  St.  Luke’s.  The  zeal  and  spirit  manifested  by  the 
people  of  this  place  to  promote  the  Episcopal  Church,  is  truly  gratifying.  Sunday,  July 
29th,  I  held  service  in  Brownsville,  Haywood  county,  and  baptized  two  children.  On  this 
occasion,  it  is  proper  to  stale,  that  application  was  made  to  have  the  children  of  two  other 
families  baptized.  But  upon  inquiry,  ascertaining  that  the  nature  of  the  baptismal  obligation 
had  not  been  understood  by  the  persons  who  were  proposed  as  sponsors,  it  was  deemed 
most  prudent  to  defer  the  rite  until  the  parents  and  sponsors  might  be  instructed  in  the 
nature  of  this  holy  ordinance.  August  25th,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  I  organized 
a  Church  in  Brownsville,  by  the  name  of  Zion  Church. 

“  The  inhabitants  of  this  town,  and  the  members  of  the  Church  here,  who  principally 
reside  in  the  country,  manifest  a  most  cheering  and  praiseworthy  disposition  to  advance  the 
interest  of  our  Church  here. 

“I  have  visited  Bolivar  and  Summerville,  two  flourishing  towns  south  of  the  Hatehee 
river,  and  preached  in  both  of  them.  My  labours  have,  however,  been  chiefly  confined  to 
Jackson  and  Brownsville,  alternately,  one  Sunday  in  each  place;  the  largest  portion  of  the 
intermediate  time  being  passed  at  Jackson,  which  is  my  home.  I  visited  Paris  again,  Sun¬ 
day,  September  2d,  and  preached  twice.  The  people  of  this  pleasant  little  village  would 
be  much  pleased  to  engage  the  services  of  a  clergyman,  at  least  for  a  part  of  his  time,  and 
according  to  their  means,  would  contribute  liberally  towards  his  support.  This  place,  in 
conjunction  with  one  or  two  others,  at  a  convenient  distance  for  a  Missionary,  would  afford 
a  most  interesting  field  fora  zealous  and  self-denying  minister,  to  plant  and  build  up  several 
Churches. 

“I  cannot  dismiss  this  part  of  my  communication,  without  urging  upon  the  Standing 
Committee  the  propriety  of  making  strenuous  exertions  to  send  a  Missionary  as  soon  as 
practicable  to  this  place.  It  is  a  point  of  primary  importance  to  our  Church,  and  claims 
the  primary  consideration  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Church 
in  this  widely-extended  and  growing  Diocese. 

“  The  congregations  at  Jackson  and  Brownsville,  begin  to  assume  an  appearance  of  regu¬ 
larity.  A  Masonic  hall  in  each  place,  has  been  procured  as  a  place  of  worship,  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  aid  in  making  the  responses,  so  that  the  beauty  of  our  worship  begins  to 
appear. 

“  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  Prayer-Books  can  be  procured  for  the  use  of  each  of 
these  congregations,  we  shall  be  able  to  advance  more  rapidly  in  establishing  order  and 
uniformity  in  the  pure  worship  of  God.  Our  services  have  hitherto  excited  much  interest, 
being  entirely  new  to  a  large  portion  of  our  hearers.  We  trust,  however,  that  many,  very 
many  who  are  yet  only  spectators,  will  become  worshippers  and  lively  members  of  Christ's 
spiritual  kingdom. 

“I  cannot  dismiss  this  communication  without  expressing  my  regret  that  there  are  not 
several  other  Missionaries  in  the  same  field  with  myself.  The  western  district  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  contains  over  eight  thousand  square  miles.  By  the  census  of  1830,  (only  ten  years 


from  the  first  settlement  of  white  inhabitants,)  there  was  a  population  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand.  The  country  is  rapidly  filling  up  with  emigrants  from  various  parts  ol 
the  country,  many  ol  them  from  the  east  side  ol  the  Alleghany  mountains. 

“  in  the  present  lamentable  and  deplorable  deficiency  of  labours,  our  eyes  are  raised  to 
survey  this  interesting  portion  of  our  Diocese,  only  to  weep  over  her  wastes.  Could  the 
earnest  ,and  almost  despairing  appeals  which  have  been  made  to  us,  to  furnish,  or  endea¬ 
vour  to  aid  in  furnishing  to  them  the  serv  ices  of  our  Church,  be  heard  by  the  whole 
Church,  and  by  everyone  who  loves  our  Zion,  the  appeal  would  not  long  be  heard  in  vain. 
Many  who  have  been  here  for  years  without  the  Church  they  love,  when  we  have  visited 
them,  and  been  obliged  to  leave  them,  not  knowing  that  we  should  again  meet  them  on 
earth,  with  tears  in  "their  eyes,  have  bid  us  farewell,  with  the  heart-rending  observation, 
shall  we  never  enjoy  again  the  services  of  our  Church  1  Shall  we  never  see  you  again  ? 
They  only  who  have  witnessed  the  exceeding  anxiety  of  our  scattered  members  in  the_ 
wilderness,  can  duly  appreciate  the  yearning  they  feel  to  be  again  restored  to  the  courts  ol 
the  Lord’s  house.  They  alone  who  have  been  depriv  ed  of  our  beautiful  and  holy  worship, 
can,  in  the  greatest  degree,  appreciate  its  excellency.” 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Wright  : 

“  Accompanied  by  Mr.  Chilton,  I  left  Nashville  on  the  6th  July,  and  reached  Clarksville , 
Montgomery  county,  on  the  7th.  On  the  8th,  Divine  service  was  celebrated  twice.  The 
congregations  were  not  large,  in  consequence  of  two  sacramental  meetings  of  the  Metho¬ 
dists  and  Baptists;  but  the  few  who  attended,  were  in  general  delighted  with  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  thus  afforded  them,  of  making,  ‘  with  one  accord,  their  common  supplications  to  the 
Father  of  Mercies,  and  of  hearing  from  his  servants,  his  written  and  preached  word.  At 
this  place  the  greatest  anxiety  was  expressed,  to  have  a  minister  at  once  settled  among 
them;  and  I  was  assured,  that  §250  could  be  readily  obtained  towards  his  support. 

July  9th,  we  arrived  at  Mr.  W.’s,  a  kind  and  sensible  old  gentleman,  who  greatly  re¬ 
joiced  in  having,  ‘  for  the  first  time  m  his  life,’  two  Episcopal  ministers  under  his  roof.  We 
found  him  to  be  a  truly  benevolent  and  conscientious  man,  piously  disposed,  or  influenced 
by  religious  principles ;  and  there  is  every  probability,  that  he  will  unite  with  the  Church 
at  Clarksville  as  soon  as  one  is  established,  and  be  a  faithful  member  of-it. 

“July  10th,  arrived  at  Mrs.  T.’s,  three  miles  west  of  the  Tennessee  river.  Like  our  good 
friend  Mr.  W.  she  was  much  pleased  to  learn  that  we  were  Episcopal  ministers,  and  re¬ 
quested  that  her  children,  three  in  number,  might  be  baptized.  Her  wish  was  complied 
with;  and  I  could  not  but  bless  God,  that  we  had  thus  early  entered  on  our  duties,  been 
the  means  of  strengthening  and  confirming  this  isolated  daughter  of  the  Church,  and  ol 
receiving  into  the  same  Ibid,  the  children  of  her  bosom. 

“  11th, — Reached  Paris,  Henry  county,  at  1  o’clock.  At  night  prayer  was  offered  up,  and 
a  sermon  preached  by  Mr.  C.  After  service,  we  became  acquainted  with  several  persons, 
some  of  w  hom  had  been  baptized  in  infancy,  and  all  of  whom  were  desirous  of  the  services 
of  a  minister.  This  place  contains,  1  am  told,  about  five  or  six  hundred  inhabitants,  and 
with  Clarksville,  fifty  miles  distant,  would,  a  little  aided  by  the  Missionary  Society,  give 
a  competent  support  to  a  single  man,  whose  prudent  and  faithful  labours  would  undoubt¬ 
edly  be  greatly  blessed.” 

From  the  Journal  of  the  Rev,  Mr.  Wright,  it  appears  that  congre¬ 
gations  have  been  organized  at  Jackson,  Memphis,  and  Randolph,  and 
the  Board  learn,  that  if  the  services  of  the  Church  could  be  regularly 
performed,  there  would  be  a  prospect  of  establishing  our  Church  in 
all  these  places. 

At  Bolivar,  which  contains  450  or  500  inhabitants,  very  few  of 
whom  are  attached  to  any  religious  denomination,  a  resident  clergy¬ 
man  might  collect  a  congregation,  especially  if  he  should  unite  with 
this  place  La  Grange,  and  perhaps  Somerville. 

Mr.  Wright  thus  concludes  his  Report : 

“  Though  I  shall  have  laboured  at  an  expense  of  about  $30  per  month  more  than  the 
missionary  salary,  yet  1  grudge  it  not.  The  way  is  prepared  for  cheaper  travelling  here¬ 
after,  and  f  trust  my  services  have,  through  the  goodness  of  God,  been  profitable  to  the 
Church  and  to  individuals. 

“  The  Church  has  a  good  name  in  this  western  world,  and  men  are  desirous  of  knowing 
her  better.  Two  clergymen  of  respectable  attainments,  prudent  and  zealous,  may,  I  think  , 


(With  a  little  aid  front  the  Missionary  Society,)  be  comfortably  situated  and  sustained  here 
next  year.  Six,  seven,  or  eight  hundred  dollars  might  be  calculated  on,  between  Memphis, 
Randolph,  and  La  Grange.” 


NORTH  CAROLINA. 

In  March  last,  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  Ives,  the  annexed  paragraph  from  which  we  insert  here  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibiting  the  wants  of  the  Church  in  that  section  of 
our  country,  and  the  wide  door  of  usefulness  which  is  there  opened 
to  the  faithful  minister  of  Christ.  “  I  have  now,  (says  he)  ten  stations 
which  can  afford  a  salary  each  of  from  five  to  six  hundred  dollars ;  and 
depend  upon  it  there  is  not  in  Greece  or  Hindostan,  a  spot  of  more 
entire  spiritual  destitution — whole  counties  without  a  minister  of 
Christ — do  send  to  our  help.” 


GEORGIA. 

In  this  Diocese  we  are  informed  that  the  want  of  Episcopal  clergy¬ 
men  is  seriously  felt.  The  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Savannah,  writes 
that  “  the  upper  counties  present  a  wide  field  of  usefulness,  and  that 
it  is  his  earnest  wish  and  prayer  that  this  destitute  portion  of  the 
Lord’s  vineyard  may  receive  from  the  Society,  that  attention  which  its 
spiritual  necessities  require.’’ 


MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Board  conceive  that  with  proper  exertions  on  the  part  of  Epis¬ 
copalians,  several  congregations  might  be  organized  in  this  state. 
The  Missionary  who  visits  this  region,  should  be  prepared  to  settle 
himself  as  soon  as  possible,  and  to  aid  his  means  by  acting  as  a  tutor 
in  a  private  family,  or  as  a  teacher  of  a  school.  It  is  from  men,  who 
can  confine  their  exertions  to  a  comparatively  narrow  sphere,  that  we 
must  look  for  the  most  efficient  efforts  towards  building  up  the  Church 
of  Christ. 

PORT  GIBSON. 

In  September,  1831,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  U.  M.  Wheeler  as  a 
Missionary  of  this  Society,  at  Port  Gibson  and  Jefferson  county,  ter¬ 
minated  according  to  the  terms  of  his  engagement.  In  his  last  report 
he  thus  wrote : 

“  I  continue  to  perform  divine  service  and  preach  in  the  two  parishes  composing  my 
charge,  devoting  to  each  an  equal  portion  of  time  and  ministerial  duties.  The  congrega¬ 
tions  are  of  a  respectable  size.  I  conduct  a  Bible  Class  in  both,  meeting  them  altemately 
every  week.  Thus  far  I  have  been  much  engaged  in  pastoral  visiting,  circulating  Epis¬ 
copal  Tracts,  and  making  acquaintance  with  the  people.  The  population  is  not  compact, 
but  scattered  over  a  considerable  district.  A  prevalent  ignorance  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
is  to  be  removed.  My  humble  labours,  I  hope,  are,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  effecting  some 
good  for  religion  and  the  Church,  by  creating,  in  respect  to  the  latter,  an  increasingly 
favourable  impression  among  such  as  have  hitherto  been  strangers  to  our  services ;  and  in 
respect  to  the  former,  by  the  ministrations  of  public  worship  and  private  exhortations.  And 
vet  no  place  now  offers  as  a  suitable  opening  for  your  Society’s  beneficence,  unless  per¬ 
haps  to  a  single  missionary.  One  intelligent  and  devoted  man,  supported  one-half  or  twe- 
thirds  by  the  Society,  could  be  well  employed  in  the  state.  He  should  be  in  a  good  de¬ 
gree  an  itinerant.  Hind  and  Madison  counties  are  becoming  populous,  and  are  healthy . 
These,  with  Warren  county,  might  be  his  field.” 
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In  January,  1832,  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Wheeler  express¬ 
ing  his  desire  to  be  re-appointed  a  Missionary  to  this  state.  This  re¬ 
quest  was  acceded  to,  and  Mr.  Wheeler  is  now  officiating  at  Wood- 
ville  and  other  places  in  the  vicinity. 

WOODVILLE  AND  I’INCKNEY VILLE. 

In  our  preceding  report  we  stated  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morgan  had 
gone  as  a  Missionary  of  this  Society,  with  the  expectation  of  being 
engaged  at  Woodville  and  Pinckneyville,  but  that  no  letter  had  at 
that  time  been  received  from  him. 

Shortly  afterward  his  first  communication  reached  the  Executive 
Committee ;  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract. 

“I  was  immediately  received  as  your  Missionary,  by  the  Church  at  Woodville,  and 
commenced  my  preaching  here  on  the  first  Sunday  in  January,  and  have  had  regular 
preaching  ever  since,  here  and  in  Pinckneyville,  alternately.  I  have  preached  once  also 
at  Fort  Adams,  and  from  the  prospects  I  met  with  there,  1  intend  to  preach  regularly  in  the 
vicinity,  as  often  as  once  in  five  weeks. 

In  respect  to  my  whole  field  of  labour  and  the  prospects  as  to  the  future,  I  would  beg  to 
say,  that  they  are  very  encouraging:  I  do  think  a  wide  door  is  opened  here  for  our  Church 
to  occupy ;  the  generality  of  my  hearers  are  of  families  of  great  respectability  and  in¬ 
fluence,  and  as  to  culture  and  polish,  more  than  equal  to  most  of  the  congregations  in  the 
villages  of  New  England.  From  this  circumstance  they  are  entirely  disposed  to  receive 
an  enlightened  ministry,  and  the  Scriptural,  and  I  may  say,  the  Bible-like  liturgy  of  our 
Church.  So  far  as  I  learn,  my  prospects  are  truly  encouraging.  Still  it  is  in  all  this  coun¬ 
try  a  day  of  small  things,  and  it  will  require  a  regular  uninterrupted  year  or  two  of  labour 
to  bring  out  the  resources  which  are  to  found,  as  I  firmly  trust,  in  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  an  enlightened  and  truly  valuable  portion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.” 

Iii  July,  1831,  Mr.  Morgan  left  this  field  of  labour,  from  which 
time  it  remained  unoccupied  until  Mr.  Wheeler’s  new  engagement 
with  the  Society. 

MISSOURI. 

On  the  ninth  of  March,  1831,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Corson  was  appointed 
a  Missionary  to  this  State.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  that  year 
no  report  had,  as  then,  been  received  from  him.  From  his  letters 
which  have  subsequently  come  to  hand,  we  give  the  following  state¬ 
ment  : 

“  May  30,  1831. — Inconsequence  of  ill  health,  I  have,  since  my  arrival,  travelled  but 
little.  I  have  visited  Manchester  twice,  and  preached  there  as  often.  This  village  is 
twenty  miles  west  of  St.  Louis.  It  contains  about  thirty  houses.  Most  of  the  population 
are  Virginians,  and  some  of  t  hem  are  professedly  Episcopalians. 

“  I  have  visited  Edwardsville,  twenty  miles  north-east  of  this  in  Illinois.  I  found  only 
two  Episcopal  families.  These  and  a  few  of  their  neighbours  being  collected  together,  I 
performed  service  and  preached.  And  indeed  I  imagine  Illinois  is  a  much  more  promis¬ 
ing  field  of  labour  than  Missouri.  But  even  this  state  is  sufficiently  interesting.  To  con¬ 
vince  you  of  this,  I  need  only  relate  the  following  incident  At  Manchester,  after  divine 
service,  a  venerable  old  man  came  to  me,  and  seemed  delighted  with  the  sight  of  an  Epis¬ 
copal  clergyman.  He  said  he  had  lived  in  these  woods  more  than  forty  years,  during  which 
time  he  had  not  enjoyed  the  services  of  the  Church,  or  seen  a  clergyman ;  that  he  should 
now  commence  life  anew.  I  meet  with  many  English  and  Irish  who  are  not  aware  that 
there  is  a  Church  in  this  country  at  all  similar  to  the  Church  of  England.” 

“  August  29,  1831. — On  the  4th  of  June,  I  held  service  at  a  settlement,  ten  miles  west  of 
St.  Louis,  on  the  river  De  Pere,  and  baptized  several  children.  On  the  5th,  officiated  at 
St.  Louis.  On  the  16th,  was  appointed  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Louis,  where  I  have 
officiated  each  Sunday  successively  since.  And  I  am  happy  to  say  to  you,  that  my  feeble 
labours  have  been  blessed  with  a  visibly  increased  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  sanctuary, 
my  audience  having  increased  at  least  one-third  since  I  took  charge  of  the  parish. 
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Oil  the  25th  of  September,  I  preached  to  an  interesting  audience  in  Jacksonville,  Illinois. 
And  I  cannot  forego  the  pleasure  of  again  drawing  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  this  interesting  place.  I  fully  believe  there  is  no  place  in  the  Union,  where  a 
Missionary  could  be  more  agreeably  situated,  or  more  extensively  useful,  or  have  a  surer 
prospect  of  an  ample  support,  than  in  Jacksonville.  The  village  contains  1000  inhabitants ; 
fifteen  families  are  attached  to  the  services  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal  Church ;  nearly 
all  of  whom  are  willing  to  make  any  reasonable  sacrifice  to  procure  the  services  of  a 
clergyman.  They  offer,  as  I  stated  in  my  last,  to  pay  $300  a  year  for  the  support  of  the 
ministry,  and  $500  the  first  year  towards  the  building  of  a  decent  house  of  worship. 

‘•In addition  to  these  families,  there  are  within  ten  miles  of  Jacksonville  about  300 
families  of  recent  English  emigrants ;  but  of  these  I  know  but  little,  as  1  could  not  visit 
any  considerable  part  of  them.  I  learned,  however,  from  respectable  sources,  that  many  of 
them,  some  said  more  than  thirty  families,  were  formerly  attached  to  the  established  Church 
of  England,  and  consequently  would  most  gladly  connect  themselves  with  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  country.  These  statements  1  make  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  many 
respectable  and  intelligent  members  of  the  Church  I  love.  And  1  now  respectfully  ask, 
will  not  Episcopalians  in  the  east,  will  not  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  General  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  endeavour  to  improve  this  interesting  field  ? 

“  But  this  whole  country,  for  300  miles  from  St.  Louis,  is  one  vast  field  of  Missionary 
labour.  What  could  be  said  of  any  portion  of  the  civilized  world,  in  the  time  of  our  blessed 
Lord’s  incarnation,  may  with  equal  emphasis  be  said  of  the  ‘  upper  Valley  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi:’  ‘  The  field  is  white  already  for  the  harvest,  but  the  labourers  are  few !’  ” 

ILLINOIS. 

Soon  after  the  receipt  of  the  information  contained  in  the  letter 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Corson  in  relation  to  the  prospect  of  establishing 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  Illinois,  the  Board  authorized  their  Secretary 
to  inform  the  Missionary  in  Missouri,  that  they  were  willing  to  pledge 
$200,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  a  clergyman  at  Jacksonville  for  one 
year.  And  towards  the  close  of  August  last  a  letter  was  received 
from  Charles  Jones,  Esq.  of  Jacksonville,  conveying  the  intelligence 
that  the  Episcopalians  there  had  organized  themselves  under  the 
name  of  “  Trinity  Church,”  and  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  held  on  the  eleventh  of  August,  it  was  resolved  that 
application  be  made  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
for  a  suitable  clergyman  to  preside  over  this  congregation. 

ALABAMA. 

Upon  application  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Christ  Church, 
Tuscaloosa,  an  appropriation  of  $150  for  one  year  was  made  by  the 
Board  in  May,  1831,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  a  clergyman  at  that 
place. 

In  June,  1832,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  same  officers  giving 
information  of  the  resignation  of  their  late  Rector,  and  requesting  a 
continuance  of  the  Society’s  assistance.  In  reply  to  this  communica¬ 
tion  the  Board  expressed  their  willingness  to  render  any  help  in  their 
power,  so  soon  as  the  Church  should  be  supplied  with  the  services  of 
a  minister. 

Pressing  requests  for  Missionary  services  having  also  been  received 
from  the  Episcopalians  at  Greensboro’  and  Huntsville,  the  Board 
resolved  to  appropriate  $200  for  one  year  to  each  of  these  places. 

FLOKIDA. 

TALLAHASSE. 

This  station,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee 
had  been  long  and  anxiously  directed,  has  at  length  been  favoured 
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with  the  services  of  a  minister  of  Christ.  On  the  twelfth  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1831,  the  Rev.  Seneca  G.  Bragg  left  New-York  as  a  Missionary 
of  the  Society  with  the  view  of  labouring  at  this  station,  and  arrived 
at  his  destination  on  the  second  of  the  subsequent  month.  Under 
date  of  February  22d,  he  writes — 

“  The  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John’s  Parish,  encouraged  by  the  continued 
liberality  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  evinced  in  sending  a  Missionary, 
the  third  time,  to  this  distant  station,  have  resolved  to  make  a  strenuous  and  persevering 
effort  to  erect  a  suitable  edifice  for  public  worship.  To  that  end,  a  committee  (of  three) 
was  appointed  to  draft  a  circular,  setting  forth  the  wants  and  embarrassments  of  their  ‘  in¬ 
fant  society,’  and  offering  a  pledge  to  support  the  regular  ministrations  of  our  Church.  It 
is  their  wish  that  I  should  distinctly  state  to  you,  that  the  determination  of  the  Vestry  and 
congregation  to  provide  for  the  permanent  support  of  a  Clergyman,  is  based  on  the  hope  of 
obtaining  sufficient  assistance  from  the  north,  to  enable  them  to  build  a  convenient  house 
for  worship.  Until  they  can  accomplish,  or  at  least  ensure  the  latter  object,  they  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  need  the  fostering  care  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Their 
present  agreement  with  me,  is  to  pay  an  equal  amount  with  the  Society,  ($250  per  year,) 
for  my  services  in  Tallahassee  one  half  the  time,  leaving  me  to  pursue  my  plan  of  preach¬ 
ing  every  other  Sabbath  in  Leon  or  Jefferson  counties. 

“  In  one  of  the  settlements  where  I  preach  statedly,  (about  12  miles  from  town,)  there  is 
an  increasing  desire  for  the  ministrations  of  our  Church.  During  my  last  visit  in  that 
neighbourhood,  I  baptized  six  children,  belonging  to  parents  who  are  now  actively  engaged- 
in  preparing  the  way  for  the  erection  of  a  log  house  for  public  worship,  the  ensuing  sum¬ 
mer.” 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Board  have  heard  of  Mr.  Bragg’s 
intention  of  leaving  the  service  of  the  Society,  at  the  expiration  of 
the  present  year,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of  a  Church  in  the 
state  of  Georgia. 

ST.  AUGUSTINE. 

Our  former  report  conveyed  the  pleasing  intelligence  that  the 
Church  edifice  at  this  place,  was  far  advanced  towards  completion. 
We  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  making  known  the  fact,  communi¬ 
cated  to  us  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Henderson,  that  this  building  was  opened 
for  public  worship  on  the  first  Sunday  of  June,  1831,  was  at  that  time 
out  ot  debt,  and  wanted  nothing  but  an  organ  and  some  interior  fittings, 
to  render  it  in  all  respects  finished.  In  apprising  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  these  facts,  Mr.  II.  observes :  “  This  will  no  doubt  be  very  sa¬ 
tisfactory  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  all  those  who  desire  the 
extension  of  the  borders  of  the  Church  of  Christ ;  to  me  it  is  peculiarly 
gratifying,  inasmuch  as  it  determines  the  accomplishment  of  the  object 
ot  my  Mission  ;  thus  securing  to  the  present  and  all  future  genera¬ 
tions,  the  inestimable  advantage  and  consolations  of  our  holy  re¬ 
ligion.”  In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Executive  Committee,  a  short 
time  previous  to  this  event,  Mr.  Henderson  has  the  following  remark: 
“  When  the  Church  edifice  is  completed  the  congregation  here,  (as  I 
have  before  observed)  will  be  quite  able  to  take  care  of  themselves. 
Indeed  1  think  it  unreasonable  that  they  should  then  be  any  longer 
chargeable  to  the  Missionary  Society.”  Mr.  Henderson  continued  in 
connexion  with  the  Society  until  April  20th  of  the  present  year.  No 
reports,  however,  have  been  received  from  him  in  relation  to  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  Church  since  the  period  at  which  the 
finishing  of  the  building  was  announced. 
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PENSACOLA. 

From  a  communication  made  to  the  Executive  Committee,  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hutchins  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  they  have 
learned  that  a  neat,  substantial  and  commodious  brick  building,  has 
been  erected  at  this  place  for  divine  service,  according  to  the  forms 
of  our  Church.  But  while  the  Board  derived  matter  of  joy  from  this 
intelligence,  they  could  not  be  insensible  to  the  consideration  that  a 
sum  by  no  means  small  is  still  wanting  to  discharge  the  debt  of  the 
congregation,  on  account  of  their  edifice. 

At  the  date  of  Mr.  Hutchins’  letter  about  $3000  had  been  paid. 
But  there  remain  claims  to  be  liquidated  to  the  amount  of  $1500. 

In  June,  1831,  Mr.  Hutchins  left  Pensacola,  and  arrived  in  Phi¬ 
ladelphia  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month.  In  addition  to  other 
measures  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  view  of  re¬ 
lieving  the  Church  at  Pensacola  from  its  embarrassments,  they  ap¬ 
pointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hutchins  a  special  Agent  of  the  Society,  for  the 
purpose  of  collecting  such  funds  as  the  charitable  of  our  communion 
were  disposed  to  give  lor  so  good  an  object. 

Mr.  H.,  however,  declined  acting  in  this  capacity,  and  the  Board  are 
at  this  time  compelled  to  report  that  the  condition  of  this  parish  re¬ 
mains  the  same  as  when  vacated  by  their  late  Missionary. 
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FOREIGN  DEPARTMENT. 


GREEK  MISSION. 

The  communication  made  to  the  Board  by  the  Executive  Committee 
on  the  10th  of  May,  1831,  brought  down  the  history  of  this  Mission 
to  the  period  of  the  arrival  of  the  Missionaries  at  Tenos.  During 
their  residence  at  that  place,  their  time  was  occupied  in  acquiring  a 
knowledge  of  the  language  of  the  country,  acquainting  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  with  the  object  of  the  Mission,  instructing  a  few  of  the  most 
respectable  Greeks  in  the  English  language,  and  preparing  themselves 
for  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their  appointment.  Anu  here  it  is 
but  an  act  of  justice  to  the  authorities  of  Greece,  to  notice  their  cour¬ 
teous  reception  of  our  Missionaries,  and  the  many  kindnesses  which 
were  bestowed  upon  them.  The  furniture,  printing  presses,  and  other 
effects  belonging  to  the  Mission,  were  suffered  to  be  landed  without 
duties ;  and  the  usual  period  of  quarantine  on  the  return  of  Mr.  Hill 
from  a  visit  to  Smyrna  shortly  after  his  arrival  in  Greece,  was  lessened 
one  half.  Nor  were  friendly  acts  extended  to  our  Missionaries  only 
by  those  in  power.  To  use  their  own  language,  every  where  they  met 
with  civility,  and  they  might  almost  have  grown  vain  with  the  compli¬ 
ments  which  they  heard  repeated  from  every  quarter,  and  from  all 
classes  in  regard  to  their  native  land,  and  particularly  its  distinguished 
love  for  Greece. 

Our  Missionaries  had  always  looked  forward  to  Athens  as  the  most 
desirable  locality  for  the  Missionary  establishment.  Their  preference 
of  this  situation  above  all  others,  was  grounded  on  its  central  position, 
its  facilities  of  communication,  its  salubrity,  and  the  fact  that  it 
would  be  the  resort  of  many  foreigners  through  whom  their  influence 
and  operations  might  be  greatly  extended.  Accordingly,  in  the  spring 
of  1831,  they  made  a  visit  to  Athens,  with  the  view  of  making  such 
arrangements  as  their  removal  to  that  city  required.  Previous  to  their 
return  to  Tenos,  and  after  much  consultation  and  deliberation  upon 
the  subject,  they  came  to  the  conclusion,  that  it  would  be  expedient 
to  purchase  a  lot  of  ground  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  edifices  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Mission.  They  thought  this  could  be  done 
without  any  risk,  because,  in  case  the  Society  should  refuse  them  per¬ 
mission  to  build,  they  had  no  doubt  of  selling  their  purchase  for  the 
original  cost,  and  were  also  well  assured,  that  property,  instead  of  di¬ 
minishing  in  value,  would  be  continually  on  the  increase  for  a  consi¬ 
derable  period  in  prospective.  After  much  difficulty,  they  succeeded 
in  renting  a  house  for  the  coming  year,  at  the  rate  of  $275  per  annum, 
and  in  purchasing  an  excellent  building  site,  occupying  about  an  En¬ 
glish  acre,  for  the  sum  of  $170.  Having  thus  closed  their  business, 
they  returned  to  Tenos  on  the‘26th  of  May,  for  the  transportation  of  their 
families  and  effects  to  Athens,  where  the  whole  Mission  band  arrived 
about  the  close  of  June  following.  On  the  18th  of  July,  Mrs.  Hill 


opened  a  female  school  in  the  magazine  or  cellar  of  the  house  in  which 
they  resided.  The  first  day  there  were  twenty  pupils.  Two  months 
afterwards,  the  number  had  increased  to  0113  hundred  and  sixty -seven. 
They  were  of  all  ages,  from  three  to  eighteen.  Of  the  first  ninety-six 
who  entered  the  seminary,  not  more  than  six  could  read  at  all,  and 
that  only  in  a  very  stammering  manner;  and  not  more  than  tenor 
twelve  who  knew  a  1-  Iter.  Every  Sunday  morning  they  were  assem¬ 
bled  to  read  and  repeat  from  memory,  passages  of  the  New  Testament. 
Upon  these  portions  of  the  sacred  word  they  were  afterwards  ques¬ 
tioned,  and  explanations  with  practical  applications,  were  made  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Robertson  and  Hi  11  alternately.  The  exercises  began 
with  a  form  of  prayer  pronounced  by  one  of  the  children,  and  were 
closed  by  singing  a  hymn.  A  school  for  boys  was  also  commenced 
under  the  Greek  Priest  Aggatangelos.  For  some  time  it  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  Church  of  which  Aggatangelos  was  Pastor;  but  the 
Missionaries  having  been  so  fortunate  as  to  obtain  possession  of  a 
large  Tuskish  house  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  Austrian  Consul, 
at  a  rent  of  $120,  transferred  both  the  boys’  and  girls’  schools  thither. 
The  boys’ school  soon  after  it  was  established,  consisted  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  pupils. 

When  our  Missionaries  left  America,  it  was  their  intention  to  limit 
the  instructions  of  their  schools  to  the  mere  elements  of  human  learn¬ 
ing.  They  soon,  however,  found  reason  to  change  their  opinion,  and 
as  the  cause  of  this  variation  in  their  sentiments,  thus  wrote  to  the 
Committee,  under  date  of  September  10th,  1831: 

“The  great  want  of  teachers  throughout  the  country,  makes  it  appear  an  evident  duty 
to  prepare  a  portion  of  the  pupils  lor  this  important  vocation.  Numbers  of  schools  which 
existed- two  or  three  years  since,  have  fallen  through,  on  account  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
teachers;  and  many  others  which  yet  exist,  are  of  very  trifling  benefit.  Unless  the  teacher 
has  his  own  mind  somewhat  expanded,  he  almost  immediately  falls  into  the  w'retched 
method,  so  general  during  the  Turkish  sway,  of  teaching  to  read  the  words,  without  any 
idea  ot  their  meaning.  Another  reason  which  actuates  us,  is  the  desire  to  induce  as  many 
as  possible  of  the  children  of  those  in  better  circumstances,  to  receive  their  education  in 
the  country,  and  not  go  forth  to  acquire  the  infidel  principles  of  Italy,  France,  and  Ger¬ 
many.  Many  parents  of  respectability  have  conversed  with  us  on  the  subject,  and  seem 
anxious  that  our  institution  should  be  on  a  more  liberal  footing.  These,  with  other  minor 
considerations,  have  induced  us  to  adopt  a  plan,  of  which  the  follow  ing  is  an  outline.  The 
whole  boys’  school  is  divided  into  three  departments.  The  lowest,  and  by  far  the  most 
numerous,  is  placed  under  the  charge  of  Basilius,  the  Lancasterian  teacher,  w  ho  wall 
instruct  them  ;n  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  a  little  geography.  These,  as  last  as  they 
finish  their  course,  will  give  way  to  other  pupils,  and  thus  a  constant  succession  be  kept  up. 
From  these  also,  selections  of  the  most  promising  will  be  made  to  attend  the  lessons  of  Sle- 
phanus,  and  obtain  the  elements  of  Ancient  Greek,  and  a  still  larger  portion  of  Arithmetic, 
Geography,  &e.  There  will  be  again  selections  made  from  the  pupils  of  Stephan  vs,  to  be 
united  with  the  children  ol  those  of  higher  standing,  to  pursue  a  limited  course  of  classical 
reading,  together  with  other  branches,  under  the  immediate  tuition  of  Benlhylos,  who, 
under  our  direction,  will  have  a  general  charge  of  the  whole  establishment.  Benlhylos 
and  Slephanus,  will  give  lessons  in  Arithmetic,  Grammar  and  Geography,  also  occasionally 
m  the  girls  department.  We  shall  ourselves  also  take  a  part  in  the  instructions,  independ¬ 
ently  ol  that  which  is  of  a  religious  nature.  We  have  seen  so  much  of  the  advantage  of  a 
knowledge  of  English  here,  that  one  of  us  will  give  lessons  to  a  limited  class,  three  or  four 
times  a  week.  Among  other  advantages  likely  to  result  from  this  plan,  is,  that  we  shall 
probably,  ere  long,  have  a  class  of  the  clergy  to  go  through  a  course  of  Ancient  Greek,  by 
which  they  will  be  better  qualified  to  understand  the  Scriptures,  and  the  service  of  the 
Church.  In  due  season,  it  is  also  proposed  to  give  lessons  in  Hebrew,  and  lectures  on  the 
evidences  of  Christianity,  and  other  topics  connected  with  religion.  We  shall  demand 
from  those,  whose  parents  are  able  to  pay,  and  who  attend  the  highest  department,  a  fixed 
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Sum  for  tuition,  which  will  assist  in  defraying  the  expense  of  the  teachers.  We  shall  make 
arrangements  for  instruction  in  French  and  drawing,  ior  such  as  are  willing  to  pay  the 
teachers  extra  for  these  branches.  There  are  two  German  architects  residing  here,  one  of 
whom  would  give  lessons  in  drawing,  if  a  class  can  be  formed  for  the  purpose.  These 
things,  without  any  extra  expense  to  us,  will  give  additional  reputation  to  our  establishment.” 

While  this  plan  was  before  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  con¬ 
sideration,  Mr.  J.  C.  Richmond,  of  Providence,  Rhode-Island,  who  had 
recently  returned  from  a  tour  through  Greece,  visited  Philadelphia  for 
the  purpose  of  interesting  its  citizens  in  a  similar  institution  which  he 
contemplated  establishing  in  Athens,  and  collecting  funds  to  aid  in 
the  accomplishing  of  the  undertaking.  The  Executive  Committee, 
therefore,  in  the  confident  persuasion  that  Mr.  R.’s  efforts  would  be 
successful,  adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  inform  the  Missionaries  to  the  Greeks, 
that,  perceiving  from  their  communication  of  the  10th  of  September,  that  they  have  taken 
measures  to  extend  their  operations  by  the  establishment  of  an  Institution,  for  the  purpose 
of  conveying  instruction  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  thus  involving  the  Society  in 
considerable  additional  expense,  which,  in  its  present  situation,  is  deemed  inexpedient,  it 
being  entirely  beyond  our  power  to  transmit  the  necessary  funds  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings ; — that  the  Society  will  hold  itself  responsible  for  the  salaries  of  teachers,  and 
rent  of  school-houses  already  engaged  and  contracted  for,  until  such  time  as  the  plan  pro¬ 
posed  by  Mr.  Richmond,  ana  now  in  progress  towards  completion,  shall  go  into  operation, 
when  all  schools,  except, those  for  elementary  instruction,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Society 
about  to  be  formed,  provided  sufficient  pledges  shall  be  given  that  it  shall  be  under  Epis¬ 
copal  government,  and  conducted  in  Greece  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Missionaries 
of  this  Society ;  and  that  in  such  case,  the  Missionaries  be  authorized  to  give  to  the  In¬ 
stitution  so  established,  such  a  portion  of  their  time  and  attention,  as  shall,  in  their  judg¬ 
ment,  consist  with  their  character,  as  heralds  of  the  Gospel  of  salvation.” 

About  the  same  time  the  following  resolution  was  also  adopted  : 

“  Resolved,  That  such  parts  of  the  letter  of  the  Greek  Missionaries,  as  relate  to  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  buildings,  be  laid  before  the  friends  of  the  Mission,  accompanied  however  by  a 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  that  while  under  present  circumstances 
the  Society  would  consider  it  inexpedient  to  expend  its  funds  for  such  a  purpose,  they  are 
willing  to  receive  and  appropriate  any  sums  which  the  friends  of  the  Greek  cause  may 
wish  to  contribute  thereto.” 

In  the  autumn  of  1831,  the  Missionaries  being  entirely  out  of 
funds,  it  became  necessary  in  their  opinion  that  one  of  them  should 
visit  Smyrna,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  if  it  were  possible  the 
means  of  relieving  their  own  necessities,  and  meeting  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  which  they  had  assumed  on  account  of  the  Mission. 

Accordingly  on  the  13th  of  September,  Mr.  Hill  left  Athens,  and  on 
the  21st  of  the  same  month  landed  at  Smyrna,  when  to  his  great 
disappointment  he  found  that  a  number  of  letters  and  packages,  among 
which  were  despatches  from  the  Society,  had  been  forwarded  hut  a 
few  days  before  by  Mr.  Van  Lennep  to  Athens.  The  following  is  an 
extract  from  a  communication  addressed  by  Mr.  Hill  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  under  date  of  October  6th,  while  he  was  at  Smyrna  : 

We  have  many  things  to  cheer  us,  however,  even  in  Athens.  Though  cut  off  entirely 
from  society,  our  wives  find  their  chief  delight  in  the  employment  of  their  school.  The 
burden  of  it,  as  has  been  observed,  has  devolved,  hitherto,  without  any  other  female  assist¬ 
ance  whatever,  upon  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mrs.  Robertson ;  the  latter  has  now  been  obliged  to  retire 
altogether,  and  Mrs.  Hill  is  alone  surrounded  by  one  hundred  and  fifty  children ;  and  girls  of 
from  twelve  to  eighteen  years  of  age,  who  a  few  months  ago,  were  ignorant,  rude  and  squa¬ 
lid,  are  now  decent,  orderly,  attentive,  and  rapidly  improving  in  the  various  branches  (of  an 
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elementary  character,)  which  are  taught.  Their  gmtilude  is  displayed  in  a  thousand 
ways ;  their  respect  for  their  teacher,  most  profound.  Not  a  day  passes,  that  we  do  not 
receive  presents  and  fruit  from  the  poorest  among  them ;  and  while  they  are  contented  to 
live  upon  three  or  four  black  olives,  and  a  crust  of  hard  barley-bread  for  their  dinner,  they 
have  frequently  been  known  to  bring  their  Didaskalissa  (Teacher)  a  handful  of  eggs,  or  a 
plate  of  honey,  or  a  chicken,  which  would  have  afforded  themselves  a  magnificent  repast, 
or  purchased  the  means  of  enlarging  their  own  scanty  meal.  From  this  poor  and  ignorant 
class,  Mrs.  H.  has  selected  six  girls  for  monitors,  who  have  recommended  themselves  by 
their  diligence  and  talents,  and  they  have  of  late  greatly  relieved  her  from  the  immense 
burden.  Mrs.  Robertson  has  hitherto  attended  exclusively  to  the  sewing  department,  and 
wilh  admirable  perseverance.  Their  progress  here  has  been  truly  astonishing.  We  hope 
not  long  hence  to  forward  to  the  United  States  some  specimens  of  work  from  those  who, 
two  months  since,  could  not  use  a  needle.  Their  progress  in  learning  the  Gospel  is  en¬ 
couraging.  Our  exercises  on  the  morning  of  the  Lord’s  Day  are  interesting.  Though  we 
speak  the  language  very  imperfectly,  we  can  make  ourselves  understood.  One  of  the  girls 
repeats  a  prayer  (we  have  not  deemed  it  expedient  to  conduct  the  religious  exercises  our¬ 
selves,  lest  it  might  be  deemed  an  interference,  or  rather  an  intrusion.  In  this,  we  have 
followed  the  advice  of  all  the  Missionaries  in  Greece,  and  their  uniform  example,  and  it 
accords  with  our  own  opinion,)  then  the  creed  is  recited,  some  times,  to  vary  the  exercise, 
the  ten  cemmandments — then,  a  chapter,  is  read  aloud  by  the  girls,  from  the  Gospel  in 
course.  The  lesson  for  the  day  is  announced ;  it  is  always  the  portion  appointed  for  the 
Gospel  of  the  day  in  their  own  Church.  There  are  six  girls  at  present  who  are  far  ad¬ 
vanced  enough  to  learn  this  by  heart;  these  girls  recite,  aloud,  this  portion  ;  after  which, 
it  is  carefully  explained  to  them  by  brother  Robertson  and  myself,  who  share  this  duty 
alternately.  W e  close  by  singing  a  hymn,  which  I  have  taught  them  to  the  tune  of  ‘  Ros- 
seau’s  Dream.’ 

We  have  frequently  had  the  room  quite  filled,  on  such  occasions.  The  parents  of  the 
children  attend ;  and  strangers,  some  from  curiosity,  perhaps,  ‘  to  hear  what  these  bab¬ 
blers  will  say ‘  other  some,’  from  a  suspicion  undoubtedly  that  ‘  we  are  setters  forth  of 
strange  Gods  certainly  it  is  our  earnest  desire  and  our  determination,  as  far  as  in  us  lies, 
to  ‘preach  to  them ,  Jesus  and  the  Resurrection.’  This  occupies  us  from  half-past  8  to  10, 
A.  M.,  at  which  hour  our  morning  service  commences  at  our  own  house.” 

Shortly  after  Mr.  Hill’s  arrival  at  Smyrna,  he  was  attacked  with  a 
severe  illness,  which  detained  him  two  weeks  longer  than  it  was  his 
intention  to  have  remained  there.  In  the  meantime  the  cholera  made 
its  appearance,  of  which  hundreds  died  daily.  This  circumstance,  and 
especially  the  inconceivable  dread  which  the  people  of  the  East  enter¬ 
tain  of  this  disease,  rendered  Mr.  H.’s  return  home  exceedingly  diffi¬ 
cult.  After  various  unsuccessful  efforts  to  obtain  a  passage,  he  (as  a 
last  expedient,)  hired  a  little  Caique ,  and  on  the  15th  of  October,  ven¬ 
tured  out  to  sea.  After  a  very  stormy  passage,  the  vessel  reached  the 
Pirasus  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month;  but  contrary  to  Mr.  Hill’s 
sanguine  expectations,  the  most  rigid  precautionary  measures  had  been 
adopted  at  Athens,  in  reference  to  the  pestilence  which  was  raging  in 
the  Levant,  anil  he  was  not  allowed  to  land.  Attempts  were  made  by 
the  friends  of  Mr.  H.  to  obtain  in  his  behalf  a  relaxation  of  the 
restrictions  which  had  been  determined  upon  by  the  city  authorities, 
but  without  success.  After  much  debate  upon  the  subject,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Demogerentiac  decided  unfavourably  on  Mr.  Hill’s  appli¬ 
cation  to  remain,  and  communicated  to  him  that  it  was  necessary  he 
should  leave  the  harbour  immediately.  Previous  to  the  receipt  of  this 
intelligence,  it  had  been  agreed  upon  between  the  Missionaries,  that 
should  Mr.  Hill  be  compelled  to  return  to  Smyrna,  his  wife  should 
accompany  him.  This  step  appeared  to  be  necessary,  as  well  on  ac¬ 
count  of  Mr.  Hill’s  situation,  which  required  the  attention  of  some 
careful  lriend,  as  in  reference  to  the  health  and  strength  of  Mrs.  H., 
which  had  been  greatly  impaired  by  her  unremitted  devotion  to  the  duties 
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of  the  large  school,  the  whole  of  which,  for  three  months,  had  devolved 
upon  her. 

On  the  22d  of  October,  Mrs.  H.  having  joined  her  husband,  they 
set  sail  for  Smyrna,  and  having  encountered  many  perils  and  priva¬ 
tions  on  the  way,  arrived  there  at  midnight,  on  the  2d  of  November. 

On  the  8th  of  the  same  month,  Mr.  Hill  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Committee,  of  which  the  following  is  a  part : 

“  When  I  wrote  to  you  by  the  Cherub,  on  the  6th  of  October,  I  gave  you  (in  connexion 
with  our  joint  letter,)  a  complete  view  of  our  labours  and  engagements  up  to  the  period  of 
my  leaving  Athens  (the  12th  of  September.)  On  my  return  to  Attica,  (its  shores  I  mean,)  I 
had  an  opportunity  of  conversing  with  brother  Robertson,  and  subsequently  with  Mrs.  Hill, 
and  I  can  therefore  speak  of  the  state  of  the  establishment  up  to  the  22d  of  October,  the 
day  Mrs.  H.  left  Athens  to  join  me.  During  my  absence  the  schools  (viz.  the  girls’  school 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Hill,  and  the  three  boys’  schools,  under  our  general  ruperin- 
tendenee,)  and  the  operations  of  the  press,  had  been  regular  and  uninterrupted.” 

“  The  first,  (the  girls’  school,)  has  continued  to  present  the  same  interesting  appearance 
of  order  and  beauty,  for  which  it  has  been  noted  bv  all  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visit¬ 
ing  it  Among  our  late  visiters  were  Sir  Robert  Gordon,  the  English  Ambassador  at  Con¬ 
stantinople,  and  the  officers  of  several  English  and  Russian  ships  of  war.  During  my 
absence,  we  had  a  visit  from  the  ex-secretary  R isos,  an  estimable  man,  and  well  known  in 
Europe  and  our  own  country  as  an  accomplished  scholar.  He  was  greatly  affected  at  the 
appearance  of  the  female  school,  and  after  attentively  surveying  the  scene  for  some  mo¬ 
ments,  he  turned  to  Mrs.  H.  and  observed,  ‘  Lady,  you  are  erecting  in  Athens  a  monument, 
more  enduring  and  more  noble  than  yonder  Temple  — pointing  to  the  Parthenon.  There  are 
nowT  on  the  register  187  names,  all  of  whom  are  brought  under  the  beneficial  influence  of 
instruction.  The  greatest  number  who  attend  at  any  one  time,  has  not,  however,  exceeded  104. 
Many  cannot  attend  regularly,  but  come  when  they  can  be  spared  from  the  toils  of  some 
laborious  employment  for  their  daily  bread.  On  the  very  day  that  Mrs.  H.  left  the  school, 
she  was  to  have  placed  a  Testament  in  the  hands  of  fifteen  girls,  who  had  learned  to  read 
during  the  three  months  previous.  When  they  joined  the  school  on  18th  July,  they  knew 
not  A  from  Z.  The  Infant-school  department  (the  first  certainly  that  was  ever  established 
in  Greece,)  is  particularly  interesting.  The  natural  vivacity  of  the  Greek  character  falls 
in  admirably  with  the  variety  of  the  machinery  of  the  Infant-school  System.  Hence  their 
progress  is  rapid,  and  truly  surprising. 

“The  boys’  schools  remain  as  when  I  last  wrote  to  you — containing  100  pupils.  In  the 
first,  are  taught  the  elementary  branches  of  learning,  upon  the  mutual  instruction  plan.  In 
the  second  and  third  departments,  studies  of  a  higher  nature  are  attended  to.  While  Mr. 
Benthylos  has  a  general  superintendence  of  the  whole,  he  has  the  exclusive  charge  of  the 
higher  department.  In  all  the  schools,  the  Gospel  is  a  text  book,  and  in  the  upper  schools, 
the  Evidences  of  Christianity  are  taught.  Two  or  three  families  from  Tenos,  formerly 
opulent  and  powerful,  exiles  from  Constantinople,  have  lately  removed  to  Athens,  and  we 
have  in  our  schools,  the  sons  of  their  families.  It  is  evident  that  our  establishment  is  now 
firmly  rooted.  It  has  attracted  much  attention,  and  bids  fair  to  be  the  most  important  aid 
that  has  yet  been  extended  to  this  interesting  and  suffering  people.  There  is  certainly  no 
school  in  Greece  at  all  to  be  compared  with  it.  The  labours  of  those  who  have  preceded 
us,  have  been  generally  confined  to  the  instruction  of  a  handful  of  children  in  the  alphabet 
and  a  few  who  can  read  the  Gospel.  Female  Education,  as  we  understand  the  phrase ,  and 
such  as  is  suited  to  the  wants  and  capacities  of  the  rising  generation  of  females  in  this 
country,  has  been  before  nearly  unknown.  I  speak  advisedly,  and  after  some  experience. 
I  have  seen  the  female  schools  around  us — to  that  of  Dr.  Korek,  in  Syra,  I  give  the  meed 
of  unqualified  praise;  his  labours  have  been  abundant,  his  own  personal  exertions  truly' 
surprising ;  what  has  been  accomplished  by  him,  has  been  owing,  however,  to  his  unwea¬ 
ried  attention  to  matters  which  belong  properly  to  the  department  of  a  female.  He  could 
not  find  one  properly  qualified,  and  he  undertook  to  supply  the  deficiency  himself,  but  this 
is  an  anomaly,  and  doubtless  the  same  amount  of  improvement  would  have  been  visible  in 
much  less  time,  had  he  been  able  to  obtain  an  accomplished  female  teacher.  With  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Dr.  Korck’s  school,  all  the  other  female  schools  are  mere  failures.  And  how  is  it 
possible  that  it  can  be  otherwise  ?  There  are  no  females  here  sufficiently  instructed  to  take 
charge  of  so  important  an  office.  We  have  been  long  endeavouring  to  get  one,  even  suffi¬ 
ciency  qualified  to  act  as  an  under  teacher,  and  we  have  only  now-  been  able  to  engage  a 
little  girl  of  thirteen  years  of  age,  whom  Dr.  Korckhad  expressly  instructed  with  a  view  to 
her  becoming  a  school-mistress.  In  Athens  the  department  of  female  education  must  neces¬ 
sarily  be  given  up  to  our  mission,  and  it  has  been  accordingly.  But  I  scarcely  know  how 
we  shall  extend  ourselves  so  as  to  embrace  the  wide  field  that  is  there  open  to  us  in  this 
department.  Unless  we  can  procure  female  assistance,  we  must  be  content  to  remain  as 
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xve  now  are,  and  yet  much  remains  to  be  done.  There  is  no  better  way  of  doing  good  here 
than  by  training  up  female  teachers,  lor  wiihout  native  teachers  it  is  morally  impossible  to 
extend  the  light  of  Christian  education  among  the  multitude  of  ignorant  females  throughout 
the  land.  A  pious,  devoted,  industrious,  humble-minded,  intelligent,  female  assistant  from  our 
own  country,  would  bean  invaluable  treasure  to  our  mission,  and  would  greatly  relieve  my 
Wife  from  the  present  arduous  duties,  or  rather  would  enable  her  to  be  more  useful  by  a 
more  desirable  division  of  labour.” 

In  another  communication  from  Mr.  Hill,  dated  Smyrna,  February 
9th,  1832,  he  thus  writes: 

“  Without  a  pious,  devoted,  and  well  instructed  female  teacher,  the  great  work  of  in¬ 
structing  females  cannot  be  attempted,  and  where  shall  we  look  for  such  in  this  country — 
in  vain — I  have  never  in  this  country  met  with  one  female  who  possessed  either  of  these 
requirements;  we  must  (with  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  on  our  endeavours)  create  such,  and 
that  is  our  grand  desire  and  our  principal  aim  at  present.  Hence  it  is  that  no  schools  can 
compete  with  ours,  for  no  teachers  can  be  found  for  20  years,  who  will  come  to  the  work 
with  the  preparation  of  heart  and  mind,  and  the  devotion  of  soul,  which  has  led  our  wives 
to  sacrifice  home,  kindred,  friends,  and  Christian  privileges,  for  the  Gospel's  sake.  The 
economy  too  (which  is  certainly  desirable)  with  which  we  conduct  our  female  schools,  is 
to  be  noticed.  Hitherto  we  have  paid  no  teacher;  lately  we  have  engaged  a  young  girl 
from  Mr.  Hildner’s  school  at  Syra,  to  assist,  but  her  wages  will  not  exceed  50  dollars  per 
annum,  and  we  have  165  scholars.  The  Gospel  is  explained  not  on  Sundays  only,  but 
every  day ;  wholesome  example  is  set  before  them  of  cleanliness  and  order ;  discipline  is 
administered  judiciously,  and  its  end  explained:  in  short,  all  the  advantages  of  a  good 
American  School,  with  daily  religious  instruction  superadded.  We  hope  by  an  early  op¬ 
portunity  in  the  spring  to  send  you  some  specimens  of  useful  work  accomplished  by  poor 
girls  who  a  few  months  ago  had  never  had  a  needle  in  their  hands.  The  preceding  re¬ 
marks  will  have  prepared  you  lor  receiving  our  proposition  to  use  your  utmost  endeavours 
to  grant  us  every  facility  in  your  power  to  sustain  and  extend  our  present  designs  in  regard 
to  female  education  in  Athens.  Mrs.  Hill  has,  as  you  well  know,  devoted  herself  to  this 
work,  and  it  is  her  unceasing  desire  to  be  useful  to  this  interesting  portion  of  our  popula¬ 
tion.  Allow  me  to  add  that  she  seems  peculiarly  qualified  for  it,  and  from  her  having  few 
domestic  engagements,  can  with  more  ease  devote  her  whole  attention  to  these  duties.  As 
yet  no  one  has  done  any  tiling  for  female  education  in  Greece  but  Dr.  Korek.  Much  money 
has  been  contributed  for  the  purpose,  and  many  appeals  have  been  made  in  behalf  of  such 
schools,  but  they  have  all  been  m  vain.  There  is  no  school  for  females,  I  again  repeat,  in 
all  Greece,  but  that  at  Syra,  and  ours  in  Athens.  The  former  has  raised  up  some  valuable 
teachers,  and  it  is  ably  supported.  The  latter  is  still  in  its  infancy,  indeed  scarcely  more 
than  commenced,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  it  will  be  supported  by  Episcopalians. 
The  only  hope  lor  poor  bleeding  Greece  is  in  the  religious  education  of  her  youth,  and  if 
we  can  extend  these  blessings  to  the  female  youth  of  Greece,  we  shall  operate  with  a 
redoubled  influence.  Already  we  have  seen  the  kindly  effects  of  good  order,  discipline 
and  education,  upon  the  mind  and  habits  of  many  of  our  girls;  and  several  who  came  into 
the  school  in  July,  rude  and  illiterate  and  dirty,  are  now  patterns  of  good  order  and  de¬ 
cency,  and  are  placed  as  monitresses  over  small  classes.  In  a  letter  which  Mrs.  Hill  has 
just  written  to  a  friend  in  Virginia,  and  which  she  has  left  with  me  to  forward,  I  find  the 
following,  which  I  take  the  liberty  of  sending  you,  as  it  relates  to  this  subject.  ‘  There  are 
among  the  families  who  have  returned  to  Athens,  many  who  have  once  enjoyed  all  that 
affluence  could  give,  who  now  have  for  a  habitation  the  most  wretched  hovel,  and  scarcely 
clothes  to  cover  them;  most  of  them  are  widows,  whose  husbands  have  been  killed,  anti 
who  have  no  means  of  subsistence  but  in  engaging  in  labours  which  are  only  fitted  for 
beasts  of  burden.  I  have  seen  many  a  woman  carry  a  load  of  wheat  or  barley  which  we 
would  think  too  much  for  the  back  of  a  horse.  We  have  two  interesting  girls  in  our  school 
of  respectable  parentage,  who  lost  their  father  in  the  war  ;  they  are  exceedingly  poor;  their 
mother  was  frequently  urged  to  send  them  out  into  the  field  to  work,  that  they  might  gain 
a  few  paras  for  their  subsistence,  but  she  could  not  be  persuaded  to  expose  her  children  to 
such  hardships.  When  our  school  was  opened,  she  sent  them  to  us ;  their  correct  deport¬ 
ment,  with  their  poverty  and  cleanliness  of  exterior,  soon  attracted  our  attention.  On 
visiting  the  family,  we  were  much  interested  in  them,  and  the  mother  modestly  requested 
us  to  instruct  her  daughters  in  all  useful  knowledge,  so  that  they  might  be  enabled  in  some 
way  to  procure  a  livelihood.  The  eldest  we  are  preparing  for  an  assistant  teacher,  and 
were  I  so  situated,  I  should  like  to  take  her  into  my  family.’  Mrs.  Hill  then  adds,  ‘We 
are  extremely  anxious  to  have  an  extensive  establishment  for  female  education  at  Athens,  one 
that  should  embrace  all  classes ;  as  yet  our  labours  have  been  principally  among  the  poor, 
and  in  Greece  this  will  for  a  long  time  constitute  the  greater  part  of  the  community.  Yet 
we  have  among  us  some  interesting  girls,  whom  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  bring  under 
our  influence  ;  they  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  more  refined  society  in  Europe,  their 
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families  having  removed,  some  to  Italy,  others  to  Trance.  Austria,  &c.  during  the  revolu¬ 
tion.  These  persons  are  now  returning,  and  could  we  oiler  inducements  in  our  schools, 
these  parents  might  and  would  send  their  children,  end  in  this  way  might  we  counteract 
the  evils  of  infdelity,  to  which  the  more  enlightened  part  of  the  Greeks  are  sadly  prone. 
The  daughters  of  these  families  receive  a  very  superficial  education,  which  consists  of  ac¬ 
complishments  (falsely  so  called)  only:  of  the  improvement  of  the  heart  they  are  as  ignorant 
as  their  poo r  countrywomen  who  have  remained  at  home  ar.d  suffered  with  their  suffering 
country.  I  have  thought  much  since  I  have  been  in  Greece  of  borrowing  a  hint  from  the 
Catholics  in  our  country  in  their  zealous  eflor's  to  accomplish  their  plans,  especially  in  the 
establishment  of  boarding  schools.  The  situation  of  my  family  is  such  that  I  eciild  very 
well  give  myself  to  the  work,  and  had  I  not  been  hedged  in  cn  every  side  by  my  residence 
in  a  little  ] 2  feet  square  old  tower.  I  think  I  should  have  made  a  beginning.  The  plan  I 
would  propose  is  this :  to  have  a  house  sufficiently  large  to  contain  irom  6  to  12  young 
females  :  these  would  form  mv  family :  they  would  be  selected  from  those  who.  from  our 
personal  kneaded  ere,  we  should  think  would  make  peed  teachers,  end  our  first  efforts  must 
nave  this  end  principally  in  view.)  Besides  ail  necessary  and  usual  studies,  they  would  be 
taught  what  no  one  here  knows  any  thing  about,  a  proper  value  cf  time.  Reading  and  in- 
struction  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  would  be  part  of  our  daily  occupations,  and  we  would 
strive  by  precept  and  example  to  lead  them  to  a  true  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Gospel.  This  would  be  of  course  for  the  decent  peer afterwards  wc  might  be  able  to 
draw  under  our  roof  the  children  of  some  who  might  be  willing  to  contribute  to  their  sup¬ 
port,  and  some  would  probably  come  from  distant  places,  as  in  davs  of  old,  attracted  by  the 
lustre  of  the  name  of  Athens.  And  thus  might  we,  in  process  of  time,  have  an  establish¬ 
ment,  where  hundreds  cf  children  would  be  educated  upon  Gospel  principles.  Could  you 
not  lend  your  aid  to  enable  us  to  bring  about  something  of  this  kind  :  It  may  be  years  be¬ 
fore  we  can  have  such  an  establishment  as  will  meet  all  the  t earls  of  the  females  of  this 
country,  but  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  turn  our  attention  at  the  commencement  of 
our  labours  to  all  the  various  means  of  doing  good  that  may  suggest  themselves  to  our 
mind.  Those  females  of  the  lower  classes  of  society  (by  fir.  "the  larger  part)  who  will  ba 
obliged  to  get  their  livelihood  by  the  work  of  their  men  hands,  are  taught  (along  with  read¬ 
ing,  writing,  and  arithmetic,)  plain  sewing  and  knitting ,  and  we  encourage  them  to  be  in¬ 
dustrious,  bv  giving  them  a  compensation  for  their  work:  some  have  supplied  themselves 
already  with  shoes  by  their  own  work.  I  assure  you  that  the  labours  of  three  months  have 
given  me  great  reason  to  hope  that  our  coming  here  has  not  been  in  vain.  What  I  have  to 
beg  of  you  is,  to  do  all  you  can  in  Virginia  to  assist  us  in  maintaining  good  female  schools 
in  Greece,  upon  the  same  plan'  as  the  bes'  at  home.  Believe  me  you  cannot  profit  this  peo¬ 
ple  in  any  better  way,  and  to  this  work  I  desire  and  design  to  devote  the  rest  of  my  days, 
prayjpg  the  Lord  to  enable  me  to  discharge  mv  duty-  with  a  single  eve  to  his  glory-.  I  have 
in  the  school  50  infants  from  the  age  of  2  to  8  years.  To  these  I  have  already  begun  to 
talk,  in  their  own  tongue,  of  sin.  of  Christ  our  Saviour,  of  death,  and  eternity.  Fifteen  larger 
girls  have  been  taught  to  read  the  Gospel,  vv-ho  never  received  instruction  from  any  bnt  me. 
1  beseech  you  to  pray  earnestly  that  all  who  are  taught  to  read  the  letter  in  these  our 
schools,  may  by  the  Spirit  receive  into  their  hearts  its  blessed  truths,  and  be  made  wise 
unto  salvation.  I  rejoice  that  I  am  noyv  ready  to  return  to  these  interesting  duties.  There 
are  here  (in  Smyrna)  many  comforts  of  which  we  are  entirely  deprived  in  Greece,  but  I  sigh 
for  the  ruins  of  Athens,  and  long  again  to  be  engaged  in  the  labours  of  my  school.  We 
commend  ourselves  and  those  labours  to  your  continued  pravers  and  those  of  the  churches 
in  your  neighbourhood.’  ” 

Shortly  after  the  receipt  of  this  letter  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  : 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  are  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  furnish¬ 
ing  an  assistant  teacher  to  Mrs.  Hill,  and  will  take  such  step3  as  are  necessary  to  accomplish 
that  desirable  purpose ;  in  the  mean  while,  if  Mrs.  Hill  should  meet  with  a  suitable  assistant 
in  Greece,  the  employment  of  such  an  one  in  our  mission  establishment  would  meet  the 
sanction  of  the  Committee,  and  would  be  provided  for  bv  its  funds. 

“Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  extremely  regret  that  their  missionaries  should 
have  been  exposed  to  any  inconvenience  and  disappointment  in  relation  to  their  financial 
arrangements,  and  that,  xvhile  care  has  been  taken  hitherto  to  remit  the  required  funds  sea¬ 
sonably  and  safely,  the  Committee  will  give  the  subject  a  mature  consideration,  and  will 
most  gladly  adopt  any  mode  xvhich  may  give  the  best  promise  of  regularity  and  safety  in 
the  transmission  of  funds.  Such  a  mode,  it  is  expected,  will  be  pointed  out  by  the  sub¬ 
committee,  to  whom  the  subject  has  been  committed.  The  Committee  further  think,  that 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  fully  justified  Mr.  Hill  in  going  to  Smyrna,  and  that  in  all 
that  he  has  done,  in  relation  to  funds,  he  has  acted  judiciously. 

“  Retdvcd.  That  the  Executive  Committee  are  happy  to  express  their  satisfaction  with 
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the  operations  of  their  missionaries,  and  their  hearty  concurrence  in  their  views  in  relation 
to  the  establishment  of  elementary  schools  in  Greece.  Believing  that  the  education  of  the 
children  of  Greece  in  the  principles  of  useful  knowledge  and  Gospel  morality,  will 
prove  the  most  efficient  instrument  lor  the  advancement  of  the  views  of  the  Committee, 
they  feel  deeply  interested  in  the  promotion  of  every  plan  that  may  accomplish  that  end, 
and  will  endeavour  to  furnish  the  funds  that  may  be  necessary  for  any  desirable  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  this  important  department  of  the  mission ;  in  relation  to  which  it  is  especially  hoped 
that  the  friends  of  this  noble  cause  will  furnish  us  with  the  means  of  procuring  suitable  ac¬ 
commodations  for  our  schools,  and  every  other  facility  necessary  to  their  permanent  and 
extensive  success.  The  Committee  are  the  more  interested  in  this  matter  from  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  that  Providence  seems  to  indicate  their  duty  in  the  admirable  qualifications  for, 
and  in  the  devoted  and  beneficial  labours  in,  this  most  important  work,  which  distinguish 
the  wives  of  our  missionaries;  deeming,  as  they  do,  the  employment  of  competent  female 
instrumentality  of  indispensable  utility  in  lire  present  degraded  state  of  Greece. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  feel  an  undiminished  interest  in  the  mission  to  the 
Greeks,  and  hearlily  unite  in  the  prayers  of  their  missionaries,  for  success  to  the  plans  of 
the  Society  for  the  advancement  of  (he  Redeemer’s  cause ;  assuring  them  of  the  affectionate 
sympathy  with  which  they  are  cherished,  and  of  the  ardent  supplications  of  the  Committee 
lor  their  personal  welfare,  and  (or  the  divine  blessing  on  their  valuable  labours. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  forward  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Robertson 
and  Hill  whatever  funds  in  his  hands  may  have  been  contributed  for  the  purpose  of  Mis¬ 
sion  Buildings  in  Greece,  to  be  by  them  appropriated  according  to  the  design  of  the  donors, 
at  their  discretion. 

“Resolved,  That  whatever  sums  may  have  been  advanced  by  the  Missionaries  for  the 
objects  of  the  Mission,  upon  their  own  responsibility,  be  refunded  to  them,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  remit  the  amount  thereof  to  the  Missionaries  by  the 
earliest  opportunity.” 

By  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robertson,  dated  Athens,  February 
14,  1832,  we  learn,  that  upon  the  cessation  of  the  cholera  at  Smyrna, 
Mrs.  Hill’s  anxiety  to  renew  the  girls’  school,  (necessarily  in  a  great 
measure  suspended  in  her  absence,)  induced  her  to  risk  the  perils  of 
a  winter’s  voyage  in  a  small  vessel,  with  no  other  guardian  than  a 
small  lad  of  14.  Mr.  Robertson  gives  as  the  reason  of  Mr.  Hill’s  re¬ 
maining  behind,  that  they  were  destitute  of  funds  and  very  conside¬ 
rably  in  debt,  and  that  it  was  too  painful  again  to  borrow,  while  tTiere 
was  a  shadow  of  soon  receiving  aid  from  home.  Mr.  Hill,  therefore, 
continued  at  Smyrna,  to  await  the  arrival  of  two  vessels  of  whose  sail¬ 
ing  he  had  obtained  information.  After  noticing  the  safe  arrival  of 
Mrs.  Hill  at  Athens  on  the  1st  of  January,  Mr.  Robertson  then  says  : 

“  I  had  already  made  arrangements  to  resign  the  house  which  we  occupied  for  schools, 
at  the  close  of  the  term  for  whieh  it  was  engaged,  being  wholly  unable  to  pay  the  rent 
This  took  place  on  the  15th  of  January,  at  which  time  also  we  dismissed  two  of  the  teach¬ 
ers,  Benthylos  and  Basilius,  the  highest  and  lowest.  I  now  engaged  a  small  room  for  the 
boys’  school,  at  $2  per  month,  without  fire-place,  or  glass  in  the  windows,  every  where 
abounding  in  air  holes,  and  altogether  most  uncomfortable  for  the  winter  season.  Another, 
somewhat  better,  at  §2  50  per  month,  I  procured  for  sister  Hill,  that  she  might  resume  the 
girls’  school.  Both  rooms  are  filled— there  being  about  seventy-five  boys,  and  sixty  girls, 
so  that  more  than  half  our  pupils  are  of  necessity  abandoned,  notwithstanding  the  most 
urgent  entreaties  of  their  parents.  By  holding  out  from  time  to  time  the  expectation  (which 
we  sincerely  entertained,)  that  brother  Hill  would  arrive  with  money  in  a  few  days,  I 
have  hitherto  kept  our  creditors  aloof,  though  I  feel  quite  ashamed  when  I  look  them  in  the 
face.  Alas !  now  I  know  not  what  to  say.  A  letter  received  a  few  days  since,  from  bro¬ 
ther  Hill,  under  date  of  January  18th,  informs  us  that  he  had  received  bills  for  my  salary, 
and  a  part,  of  Mr.  Bingham’s :  and  stating  that  he  cannot  at  present  send  us  any  more. 
What  are  we  to  do  ?  This  will  scarcely  more  than  relieve  us  from  the  burden  of  ottr  pre¬ 
sent  debts,  and  how  we  are  to  support  our  tamilies,  or  continue  our  operations,  we  cannot 
conceive.  Brother  Hill  proposed  to  await  the  arriv  al  of  one  or  tw  o  other  vessels,  and  if  we 
should  then  receive  no  further  supplies,  to  borrow,  if  possible,  a  considerable  sum  in  the 
name  of  the  Society.  With  this  we  shall  continue  our  labours,  on  the  humblest  scale, 
until  we  receive  the  decision  of  the  Committee  in  regard  to  our  mission.  We  cannot,  will 
not  believe  that  the  important  station  which  we  hold  is  to  be  abandoned  until  we  read 
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the  official  document  which  recalls  us  home,  and  then,  with  deep  grief  and  humiliation,  we 
shall  turn  our  backs  upon  poor,  distracted,  suffering  Greece.  And  can  it  be  that  our  Mis¬ 
sion  is  thus  to  terminate  ?  Can  it  be  that  there  is  not  Christian  liberality  enough  in  our 
Church  to  sustain  one  foreign  Mission?  Have  her  members  lost  all  sympathy  for  this  deso¬ 
late  and  degraded  portion  of  the  flock  of  Christ?  When  even  our  wives  prefer  to  remain 
as  exiles  in  a  foreign  land,  for  the  love  of  Christ,  and  the  good  of  souls — with  civil  war 
raging  around  them — with  pestilence  often  threatening  its  approach — with  privation  of 
many  of  the  comforts  and  most  of  the  refinements  of  life — are  there  not  enough  pious  and 
benevolent  individuals  within  the  wide-spread  bounds  of  our  beloved  Church  to  supply 
them  with  bread,  and  the  means  of  usefulness? 

“  Greece,  it  is  true,  through  foreign  political  intrigue,  is  in  a  most  wretched  state.  When 
the  great  powers  will  agree  in  some  arrangement  which  will  restore  tranquillity,  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  uncertain.  But  in  the  mean  time,  we  meet  no  hindrance  in  our  work,  but  what  arises 
from  want  of  means.  We  have  heard  the  sound  of  the  cannon  of  the  hostile  'parties,  and 
we  have  not  trembled,  feeling  that  God  was  with  us.  Even  now  the  civil  war  is  hardly 
twenty  miles  removed  from  us ;  nay,  a  slight  skirmish  has  taken  place  in  the  mouth  of  the 
Piraus.  Yet  for  these  things  our  hearts  do  not  fail  us.  We  came  not  here  with  the  idea 
that  no  trials  were  to  be  faced,  and,  blessed  be  God!  we  have  had  strength  given  to  us 
equal  to  our  day.  Nor  have  we  been  wholly  w  ithout  encouragements  from  abroad.  Va¬ 
rious  strangers,  who  have  been  here,  have  been  pleased  to  express  an  interest  in  our  ope¬ 
rations,  and  from  some  we  hope  to  derive  some  aid.  The  celebrated  Professor  Thiersch,  of 
Munich,  whose  name  stands  among  those  of  the  first  Greek  scholars  in  Europe,  has  visited 
our  schools,  and  addressed  them  in  their  native  tongue.  He  has  taken  with  him  specimens 
of  our  press,  and  encouraged  the  hope  of  a  partial  supply  of  elementarv  classics.  1  learned 
yesterday  that  he  will  be  here  again  in  a  few  days,  previously  to  taking  leave  of  Greece,  and  I 
feel  mortified  to  think  of  our  diminished  numbers  and  reduced  scale  of  operations.  Since 
the  Professor's  departure  we  have  been  favoured  with  the  company  of  M.  Wagner,  Privy 
Counsellor  of  the  King  of  Saxony.  He  has  made  me  promise  to  WTile  to  him  in  Dresden, 
in  what  w’ay  the  friends  of  Greece  there  can  help  our  schools.  A  pious  young  Irishman,  a 
candidate  for  orders  in  the  Church,  who  has  just  returned  from  his  travels  in  the  east,  and 
who  attended  our  services  on  Sunday  last,  will,  I  trust,  carry  a  good  report  of  what  we  are 
doing  to  his  native  land,  though  he  beholds  us  in  our  humiliation.  A  letter  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  also  from  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  begging  to  know  in  what 
way  they  can  aid  us  in  the  publication  of  translations  of  Tracts,  either  from  their  list,  or 
such  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  their  Committee.  This  w*as  quite  a  cheering  communica¬ 
tion  to  us,  for  we  have  nearly  reached  the  last  ream  of  our  paper. 

“  Time  wall  not  allow;  me  to  enlarge  at  present  upon  the  prospects  of  usefulness  which 
lie  before  us,  if  we  have  only  means  to  carry  them  into  effect.  The  Committee,  how'ever, 
ought  to  he  well  aw-are  of  what  is  requisite  to  enable  us  to  continue  our  office  with  success. 
The  annual  expenditures  of  the  mission  cannot,  1  think,  (including  our  salaries,)  be  fixed  at 
less  than  $4000  per  annum,  and  the  probability  is,  that  for  a  few1  years  it  will  lie  between 
that  and  $5000.  In  addition  to  this,  we  ought  to  have  means  to  erect  two  small  dwelling- 
houses,  two  large  school-houses,  and  a  printing-office.  The  moment  affairs  are  arranged, 
and  a  regular  government  established,  rents  w  ill  rise  rapidly.  The  Committee  are  aware, 
that  before  I  returned  from  my  first  visit  to  Greece,  I  wrote  them  that  it  w  ould  be  necessary 
to  build.  Three  thousand  dollars  will  suffice  for  houses,  and  probably  less  than  that  lor 
the  other  buildings.  The  statements  of  an  individual,  who  had  been  imprudent,  sometime 
since,  led  us  to  fear  that  the  expenses  of  building  would  be  greater  than  we  had  supposed. 
But  on  further  inquiry  I  am  convinced  that  our  original  estimates  were  correct.  Let  not 
the  Committee  fear  that  we  shall  be  imprudent  in  building  in  troublous  times.  We  shall 
not  venture  to  erect  any  building  until  we  have  good  reasons  to  believe  that  we  are  secure 
in  doing  so.  But  it  is  important  that  we  be  prepared  to  begin  as  soon  as  we  have  sure 
tidings  of  the  formation  of  the  new  government.  In  a  few  months  after  this,  the  influx  of 
population  wall  raise  exceedingly  the  price  of  labour,  and  perhaps  of  materials. 

“  One  mistake  we  have  made  in  regard  to  our  schools  is  the  requiring  of  pay  from  any 
class  of  the  community.  The  fact  is  that  very  few  even  of  those  who  hold  property  have 
money  at  command,  and  many  of  the  most  respectable  families  are  in  a  state  of  deep 
poverty.  It  is  most  humbling  to  these  to  ask  a  charity  of  us,  and  yet  such  has  been  the 
case,  and  sometimes  under  circumstances  w  hich  make  us  feel  a  strong  regret  that  our 
schools  have  not  been  thrown  open  for  the  gratuitous  instruction  of  all  w  ho  would  come.” 

Previous  to  the  receipt  of  this  communication,  another  had  come  to 
hand  from  Mr.  Hill  dated  Smyrna,  February  9th,  1832,  in  which  he 
acknowledges  the  arrival  of  further  despatches  from  the  Society,  and 
announces  his  intention  of  sailing  for  Athens,  on  the  ensuing  dav. 


On  the  25th  of  February,  Mr.  Hill  reached  Athens,  mid  on  the  19tli 
of  the  next  month  addressed  the  following  lines  to  the  Executive 
Committee  : 


“  On  my  return,  I  found,  through  the  goodness  of  the  Lord,  that  all  the  members  of  the 
Mission  were  well.  Mrs.  Hill  had  been  two  months  at  home  since  her  departure  from 
Smyrna,  and  had  re-organized  her  female  school.  I  could  not  but  weep,  however,  on  the 
altered  state  of  our  former  beautiful  establishment.  It  appears  that  brother  Robertson  hav¬ 
ing  become  excessively  alarmed  by  the  reports  from  home  of  the  state  of  the  Society's 
finances,  and  fearing  that  for  want  of  funds  we  should  not  be  able  to  meet  our  present  en¬ 
gagements,  resolved  to  dismiss  two  of  oar  teachers  (in  the  male  department,)  and  to  put  the 
school  establishment  upon  the  most  reduced  scale  possible.  It  is  true  we  had  been  obliged, 
by  the  return  of  the  proprietor  of  the  large  house  in  which  our  schools  were  taught,  to  quit 
that  place,  where  they  were  so  well  accommodated,  and  so  were  compelled  to  seek  other 
quarters  for  them.  Now,  I  found  them  situated  in  different,  and  very  distant  parts  of  the 
city,  each  in  an  obscure  and  small  apartment,  incapable  of  holding  even  the  small  number 
whom  they  had  thought  it  advisable  to  collect  together  during  this  uncertain  state  of  our 
concerns.  It  was  very  evident,  that  in  their  present  miserable  rooms  the  schools  could 
never  increase,  nor  could  the  children  who  attended  be  taught  to  advantage.  The  great 
contrast  too,  which  our  present  impoverished  state  exhibited,  had  a  visible  effect  upon  the 
people  here ;  it  made  a  bad  impression.  We  were  losing  our  influence,  which  is  only  so 
far  valuable  as  it  enables  us  to  do  good  more  extensively.  It  was  painful  to  see  the  toil  and 
anxiety  of  so  many  days  and  nights,  as  had  been  devoted  to  the  establishment  of  these 
schools,  particularly  of  the  female  school,  now  almost  wholly  lost.  Mrs.  Hill  was  obliged 
to  leave  her  home  vary  early  in  the  morning,  and  in  all  weathers,  dtiring  the  inclemency 
of  the  winter,  (which  here  is,  I  assure  you,  most  inclement  for  two  months,)  to  pick  her  way 
alone,  over  paths  of  stones,  and  rubbish,  and  mud,  for  upwards  of  half  a  mile,  and  teach 
her  children  in  a  crowded  little  apartment,  (even  when  all  her  Infant-School  children  were 
out  doors  in  the  yard,  exposed  to  the  weather  and  the  sun.)  This  very  day,  I  saw  them  all 
seated  or  standing  in  this  situation,  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  sun  upon  their  uncovered 
heads,  without  the  least  shade,  when  I  found  it  uncomfortable,  remaining  covered,  even 
hall  an  hour.  I  could  not  consent  that  our  schools  should  any  longer  remain  in  this  con¬ 
dition,  nor  that  the  labours  of  the  teachers  should  be  spent  in  vain.  As  by  a  mutual  agree¬ 
ment  between  brother  Robertson  and  myself,  for  the  better  prosecution  of  our  missionary 
work,  a  division  of  labour  had  been  adopted,  and  the  school  department  fell  to  my  share, 
and  the  printing  department  to  brother  R.,  I  immediately  took  measures  for  placing  our 
schools  upon  a  more  advantageous  and  becoming  footing ;  at  the  same  time,  taking  into  view 
the  depressed  state  of  the  Society’s  finances,  and  that  we  had  received  no  very  encourag¬ 
ing  accounts  from  you,  I  resolved,  after  consultation  with  brother  Robertson,  not  to  increase 
the  present  expenditures  of  the  school  department.  It  was  desirable,  on  many  accounts, 
that  the  schools  should  be  under  our  own  roof,  and  they  would  then  be  under  our  continual 
inspection ;  they  would  be  more  like  a  missionary  establishment,  and  as  it  respects  our  do¬ 
mestic  arrangements,  would  be  far  preferable  in  every  view.  Having  found  a  house  lately 
repaired,  and  suitable  to  my  purpose,  I  hired  it  at  as  low  a  rate  as  I  possibly  could,  on  my 
own  account,  with  the  understanding  that  all  our  schools  are  to  be  placed  there,  and  that 
the  Society  shall  be  at  no  greater  expense  for  house  rent  of  families  and  schools,  than  they 
now  are,  or  have  been,  while  at  the  same  time,  our  schools  and  my  own  family  too,  are  infi¬ 
nitely  better  accommodated,  than  they  have  ever  been:  indeed,  the  house  is  admirably 
adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  I  designed  it,  a  Missionary  Establishment.  We  appro¬ 
priate  exactly  one-half  the  house  to  the  male  and  female  schools :  the  boys’  school  is  entirely 
separate  from  the  girls,  and  the  entrance  is  Horn  different  quarters.  We  can  accommodate 
about  100  or  150  boys— 150  girls,  besides  an  Infant  School  of  60;  and  I  feel  very  confident 
we  shall,  in  a  few  weeks,  have  this  number  in  our  schools.  By  this  arrangement,  the 
Society  now  pay  the  rent  of  a  house  for  brother  Robertson’s  family  only.  My  own  I  will 
pay  myself ;  and  I  hope,  by  dint  of  management  and  economy,  to  be  able  to  do  it  at  least 
for  one  year,  or  if  I  should  come  short,  I  shall  depend  upon  private  friends  to  make  up  the 
deficiency.  In  the  present  reduced  state  of  the  Society’s  funds,  I  feel  ‘  desirous  of  contri¬ 
buting  all  I  can  to  their  relief.  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  knowing,  by  the  experience 
of  last  year,  upon  what,  sum  I  can  live ;  and  although  we  lived  as  economically  as  it  was 
possible,  I  have  only  §20  over.  Our  expenses  this  year  must  consequently  be  reduced  one- 
third,  to  enable  me  to  meet  my  rent.  This  calculation  is  founded  upon  the  supposition  that 
brother  Robertson  retains  the  house  he  now  occupies,  at  the  same  rent,  say  $275.  I  pre¬ 
sume,  if  he  removes  to  another  at  a  lower  rate,  or  geis  a  reduction  on  this,  the  Society  are 
still  willing  to  allow  the  same  sum  for  house-rent.  As  the  matter  now  stands,  the  expense 
of  house-rent  is,

An  increase  of  only  §20  per  annum,  though  the  schools  will  contain  more  than  twice 
the  number,  with  every  convenience.  But  if  brother  Robertson  is  able  to  get  a  diminution 
of  his  rent,  or  could  accommodate  the  Press  in  his  house,  I  conceive  the  Society  w  ould  be 
willing  to  allow  the  aggregate  sum  for  house-rent,  say  §275,  and  my  donation  to  the  Society 
will  be  diminished  in  a  corresponding  ratio.  This  I  hope  he  will  be  able  to  effect,  though 
proper  houses  are  very  few7  in  number,  and  the  rents  are  very  high.  I  would  not  take  §50 
lor  the  contract  I  have  made,  lor  it  happened  very7  favourably  indeed  for  me,  that  the  papers 
were  executed  onlv  the  very  day  before,  or  upon  the  very  day7  the  news  reached  us  of  the 
settlement  of  the  affairs  of  Greece,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Prince.  Immediately  every 
thing  took  a  start.  Owners  of  houses  would  not  even  talk  of  letting  them,  for  it  is  very  cer¬ 
tain  that  there  will  now  be  a  great  influx  of  strangers  from  the  different  islands  and  the 
continent ;  and  it  is  w7ell  known  that  Athens  is  to  be  the  future  residence  of  the  Prince. 
Another  reason  for  mv  wishing  to  have  just  such  a  house  as  I  have  taken,  is,  that  we  can 
now  commence  our  favourite  plan  of  receiving  two  or  three  young  girls  under  our  own 
roof,  to  be  educated  by  Mrs.  Hill  as  future  teachers.  This  plan  has  already  been  fully 
made  known  to  you  in  our  communications  from  Smyrna,  and  we  have  already7  begun  it. 
We  have  now  a  fine  little  girl,  whom  we  have  known  and  noticed  for  eight  months,  as  an 
intelligent,  industrious,  and  amiable  girl.  She  is  the  daughter  of  a  poor  widow,  born  in 
affluence,  but  reduced  to  the  extremes/ peverity  by  the  fluctuation  of  the  revolution.  Her 
father  and  eldest  brother  were  killed  during  the  war.  Her  history,  however,  has  nothing 
in  it  uncommon;  it  is  that  of  hundreds  around  us  ;  but  few  among  them  possess  the  mind 
or  sweetness  of  our  young  protege ;  it  is  from  the  ranks  of  such,  that  we  intend  to  select 
proper  subjects  to  make  good  teachers,  in  the  most  approved  sense  of  the  word.  In  no  way 
can  w7e  benefit  this  people  more  effectually :  the  harvest  is  great,  the  labourers  are  few ; 
none ,  we  might  almost  say,  for  where,  in  Greece,  shall  we  find  an  enlightened,  pious  female 
teacher  ?  ‘  iYo  where  '  I  can  confidently  answer. 

“  One  remark  I  forgot  to  make  in  its  proper  place :  we  pay  now  for  one  sole  male  teacher, 
(a  most  excellent  and  well-instructed  young  man,  by  the  name  of  Stephanos,)  §15  per  month, 
and  to  our  sole  assistant  teacher,  in  the  female  school,  (Mrs.  Hill  being  the  only  teacher  and 
superintendent,)  $3  per  month,  her  board  we  give  her  in  our  own  family.  Thus  we  pay 
now  only  §18  per  month  for  teaching ;  formerly  we  paid  §48. 

“  The  only  increase  in  the  expenses  of  the  schools  which  I  propose  during  the  coming 
year,  (and  this  not  unless  the  ascertained  state  of  your  funds  will  permit  it,)  will  be  the 
establishment  of  a  school  for  boys,  upon  the  mutual  instruction  plan.  Our  present  hoys’ 
school  is  an  Hellenic  School.  The  Old  and  New  Testaments  in  Ancient  Greek  are  Text 
Books,  and  the  class  which  studies  them  is  under  my  sole  direction  and  instruction.  We 
have  a  strange  medley  in  our  schools.  In  the  girls'  school,  they  are  almost,  without  ex¬ 
ception,  poor,  though  of  very7  different  grades  of  respectability.  Among  the  boy7s,  we  have 
the  peasant  lad,  whose  brown  visage,  rough  capote  and  sandals  of  raw  -hide,  sufficiently  in¬ 
dicate  his  low  estate ;  and  along-side  of  him,  the  sons  of  the  accomplished  scholar  and  up¬ 
right  statesman,  Jakovalty  Rizor,  and  others  of  inferior  note,  all  sitting  with  perfect  equality, 
and  reciting  from  the  same  form.” 

This  letter  having  been  read  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mitte,  held  August  8,  the  Committee  adopted  a  resolution  authorizing 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  to  pay  Mr.  Hill  $100  per  annum  for  the 
use  of  the  rooms  in  his  house  occupied  by  the  schools. 

The  following  extract  of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Hill  dated  Athens, 


March  1,  1832,  lo  the  managers  of  one  of  the  associations  auxiliary  to 
this  Society,  exhibits  the  order  of  the  exercises  in  her  school : 

‘i  I  have  at  this  time  under  my  daily  care  sixty  girls,  not  having  the  means  to  procure  a 
place  large  enough  to  receive  more.  Of  these,  the  greater  part  can  now  read,  having  all 
been  taught  in  our  school  since  its  commencement.  That,  you  may  judge  whether  we  are, 
or  are  not  engaged  in  a  work  proper  for  Missionaries,  I  will  give  you  a  succinct  account  of 
the  order  of  the  exercises.  The  school  is  opened  at  9  A.  M.  with  prayer,  always  conclud¬ 
ing  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  whole  school  repeating  it  aloud.  A  portion  of  Scripture  is 
then  read,  (a  selection  from  the  Psalms,  from  the  new  Greek  translation,  just  published  at 
Corfu,  under  the  direction  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.)  A  chapter  is  then 
read  by  the  girls  in  a  class,  (taken  from  the  New  Testament ;)  after  which,  they  employ 
themselves  in  studying  the  portion  they  have  to  repeat  from  memory  before  the  close  of 
the  day.  One  hour  is  appropriated  to  writing,  and  even  then,  ‘  copies’  are  sentences  from 
the  Gospel.  Twice  a  week  they  are  instructed  in  Geography,  and  they  begin  to  under¬ 
stand  the  elementary  part  well.  The  exercises  are  suspended  for  an  hour  at  noon.  The 
children,  however,  all  bring  their  bread,  (with  the  addition  sometimes,  of  a  few  black 
olives,  or  a  bit  of  vile  cheese,)  and  they  are  arrayed  in  order  in  the  court-yard — before  they 
eat,  a  blessing  is  asked  ;  (this  has  been  observed  invariably  from  the  first  day  we  opened 
our  school.)  The  afternoon  is  devoted  to  spelling  and  arithmetic,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
exercises  of  the  day,  vve  all  solemnly  recite  the  articles  of  our  common  faith,  as  contained 
in  the  Nic-ene  Creed.  Two  mornings  in  the  week  are  devoted  to  plain  sewing,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  express  the  gratitude  of  those  poor  girls  for  the  benevolence  which  has 
placed  them  in  a  situation  to  be  useful  to  themselves  and  families.  The  younger  part  are 
taught  as  in  America,  upon  the  Infant-School  plan.  With  Alpha,  they  learn  for  instance 
who  Adam  was ;  and  only  this  day  I  was  occupied  some  time  in  explaining  to  these  infants 
the  nature  of  sin.  As  I  felt  the  importance  of  the  truths  I  was  endeavouring,  in  so  much 
feebleness,  to  instil  into  their  young  and  pliant  minds,  I  could  with  difficulty  refrain  my¬ 
self— my  soul  yearned  after  them  in  all  the  fervency  of  Gospel  love.  Dr.  Watts’  Hymns 
for  infant  minds  have  been  translated  into  Greek  verse,  and  the  repeating  of  them  is  part  of 
their  daily  exercises.  The  amusing  rhymes  which  have  often  brought  alternate  smiles  and 
tears  to  many  a  delighted  auditor  in  our  Infant  Schools  at  home,  are  now  repeated  with 
equally  as  much  glee,  by  the  half  naked  little  nurslings  of  poor  afflicted  Greece.  (We  are 
indebted  to  a  kind  friend  for  a  pretty  good  imitation  of  several  Infant-School  Hymns,  which 
we  have  had  printed  at  our  press.)  On  Friday  afternoon  when  the  exercises  of  the  week 
close,  (for  I  must  reserve  one  day  for  the  arrangement  of  my  family  affairs,)  all  the  Scrip¬ 
ture  which  has  been  committed  to  memory  during  the  week  is  recited,  together  with  the 
Creed  and  Ten  Commandments,  and  such  other  simple  religious  instruction  as  we  can  give ; 
the  good  are  rewarded,  and  we  part  to  meet  again  on  Sunday  morning,  when  the  portion 
of  Scripture  which  has  been  selected  as  the  lesson  for  the  week,  is  amply  explained  by  the 
brethren  alternately,  with  other  religious  exercises.” 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  held  on  the  3d  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  1832,  Miss  Elizabeth  Mulligan  (sister  of  Mrs.  Hill,)  was  by 
resolution  connected  with  the  Greek  Mission  in  the  capacity  of  as¬ 
sistant  teacher.  On  the  30th  of  the  same  month,  Miss  M.  sailed  from 
Boston  in  the  brig  Garnet,  bound  to  Malta  and  Smyrna. 

PRESS  DEPARTMENT. 

In  a  joint  letter  addressed  by  the  Missionaries  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  dated  Athens,  May  7th,  1831,  they  give  the  following  in 
relation  to  the  printing  operations  of  the  Mission  : 

“  As  our  presses  did  not  arrive  until  the  23d  of  March,  we  of  course  have  only  entered 
upon  the  work  of  printing.  The  whole  establishment  arrived  in  good  order,  but  some 
trifling  mistakes  were  to  be  corrected.  For  instance,  the  cases  for  the  type  were  prepared 
for  English,  instead  of  Greek  letter.  By  accounts  from  Tenos,  which  we  received  yester¬ 
day,  Mr.  Bingham  is  just  putting  to  press  our  first  tract.  It  consists  of  two  extracts  from  a 
little  Greek  volume  of  devotions  and  meditations.  One  is  on  the  observation  of  the  Lord’s 
day  and  Festivals  ;  and  the  other  on  prayer.  They  are  simple  and  level  to  the  lowest  un¬ 
derstanding,  and  the  matter  is  very  pious  and  useful.  One  of  our  Greek  iriends  is  translat¬ 
ing  for  ns,  in  token  of  friendship,  “  Conversations  with  a  young  Traveller,”  a  Tract  much 
Reeded  for  the  better  educated  youth  ol  the  country.  We  have  made  some  collections, 
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chiefly  at  second  hand,  from  the  Fathers,  on  the  importance  of  scripture  to  the  people,  and 
their  rank  and  value  as  the  foundation  of  all  religious  truth.  But  unless  we  are  supplied 
with  copies  of  the  leading  Greek  Fathers,  we  shall,  in  this  department,  be  able  to  effect 
little.  Brother  Robertson  owns  the  Greek  Eccles.  Historians — Eusebius’  Denon  and  Pre- 
par.  Evangelica — Isidore  of  Pelusium,  and  Gregory  Thaumaturgus.  But  we  need  also  the 
Apostolic  Fathers,  Cyril,  Basil,  Chrysostom,  Clemens  Alexand.,  Theodoret,  and  one  or  two 
others  in  the  original.  Cave’s  Lives  of  the  Fathers,  Bingham's  Eccles.  Antiquities,  and 
Renaudot’s  history  of  Liturgies,  would  also  be  of  great  use  to  us.  We  know  that  the  So¬ 
ciety  cannot  use  the  liberality  in  this  respect  of  some  other  institutions,  and  we  are  anxious 
not  to  increase  its  expenses ;  but,  if  due  notice  were  given,  are  there  not  brother  clergy¬ 
men  (or  perhaps  even  pious  laymen,)  who  might  individually  spare  one  or  other  of  these 
works  from  their  libraries,  for  the  sake  of  the  cause  ?  They  might  remain  the  property  of 
the  Society,  and  only  be  in  our  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mission.” 

On  the  10th  of  September,  of  the  same  year,  they  thus  write  : 

“  Besides  two  Tracts  which  were  published  during  our  stay  in  Tenos,  we  have  printed 
since  we  have  been  here  a  translation  of  1  Conversations  between  two  F riends ;’  a  portion  of 
Colburn’s  Arithmetic  (an  18mo.  vol.  of  about  150  pages)  and  a  considerable  portion  of  Jacob’s 
Greek  Redder ,  without  the  notes  and  vocabulary.  The  almost  utter  destitution  of  school 
books  in  the  land,  has  placed  us  under  the  imperious  necessity  of  preparing  a  series  for  our 
schools,  even  if  we  had  no  regard  for  others.  For  several  months,  therefore,  the  presses 
will  be  wholly  occupied  with  these.  The  next  work  we  shall  take  up,  will  be  Goodrich's 
Geography,  somew'hat  modified  ;  (the  account  of  the  American  States  abridged,  and  that  of 
Greece  enlarged.)  One  of  the  other  American  books  on  this  subject,  might  perhaps  have 
been  adopted,  but  we  have  not  the  necessary  maps  to  put  into  the  hands  of  each  scholar 
for  their  illustration.  If  some  friend  or  friends  would  devote  a  small  sum,  by  which  we 
might  procure  half  a  dozen  engraved  plates,  with  the  names  in  Greek  character,  from 
France  or  Italy,  they  would  do  great  service  to  the  cause.  We  have  also  a  Modern  Greek 
Grammar  prepared  for  the  press.  We  shall  soon  prepare  a  translation  of  an  admirable 
12mo.  volume,  on  the  Greek  Primitives,  from  a  late  German  work.  This  will  supply  the 
need,  for  a  time,  of  a  regular  Lexicon,  which  would  be  too  heavy  for  us  to  undertake.  Until 
the  last  month,  we  have  employed  but  three  hands  in  the  office  ; — Peter,  who  was  with 
brother  Robertson  in  America,  and  is  known  to  some  members  of  the  Committee ;  George, 
who  was  in  brother  Hill’s  employ,  and  who  served  for  three  years  on  board  of  an  American 
Man-of-War,  and  who  speaks  English  very  well,  and  a  small  boy.  Peter  and  George  have 
much  seriousness  of  deportment.  They  attend  regularly  morning  and  afternoon,  the  Church 
in  our  house  on  the  Lord’s  day,  and  as  they  understand  the  language,  are  in  the  way  of 
having  their  good  impressions  confirmed  and  increased.  We  have  full  confidence  in  their 
honesty  and  faithfulness.  At  present  they  receive  only  six  dollars  sixty-six  cents  per  month  ; 
but  it  is  insufficient  for  their  maintenance,  and  we  nave  hitherto  supplied  the  deficiency 
ourselves.  They  do  not  complain,  but  we  deem  it  but  just  that  their  wages  should  ere 
long  be  increased.  The  little  boy  lives  with  his  mother,  and  receives  two  dollars  per 
month.” 

Under  date  of  November  8,  1831,  they  say  : 

“  The  operations  of  the  press  have  hitherto  proceeded  to  our  satisfaction.  By  the  Cherub 
in  October,  I  sent  you,  via  Boston,  copies  of  our  publications,  viz. 

On  the  due  observance  of  the  Lord’s  day.  Conversation  in  a  stage  coach, — printed  in 
Tenos. 

Dialogue  between  two  Friends.  Colburn's  Arithmetic,  for  the  use  of  schools, — printed 
in  Athens. 

”  Since  which  we  have  commenced  publishing,  (for  the  use  of  our  own  schools,  and  with 
the  expectation  of  being  able  to  supply  others,)  judicious  extracts  from  Jacob’s  Greek 
Reader,  omitting  the  notes.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  all  the  boys  in  our  school  are  now 
supplied  with  a  copy  of  these  two  useful  publications ;  the  extracts  from  Jacob’s,  go  as  far 
as  the  Mythological  part  ( not  inclusive.”) 

In  Mr.  Hill’s  communication  of  February  9th,  1832,  he  gives  the 
following  extract  from  a  letter  written  to  him  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goodell 
at  Constantinople :  “  Thanks  for  the  specimen  you  sent  me  of  your 
press.  They  do  you  great  credit,  and  our  schoolmasters  speak  in  flat¬ 
tering  terms  of  the  style.  When  our  schools  have  advanced  a  little, 
your  G*-eek  Arithmetic  will,  I  am  confident,  be  in  demand  here.  May 
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you  and  your  works,  like  the  star  of  Bethlehem,  guide  every  inquiring 
soul  to  salvation.” 

Mr.  Hill  also  furnishes  the  following  lines  from  a  letter  addressed 
to  him  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Temple  at  Malta:  “  I  am  truly  glad  to  find 
that  you  have  undertaken  Olney’s  Geography  and  Colburn’s  Arith¬ 
metic.  They  cannot  fail  to  be  useful  in  Greece.” 

Under  date  of  February  14th,  we  have  the  following: 

“  Since  we  have  been  in  Athens,  we  have  published  large  editions  of  the  ‘Dialogue  be¬ 
tween  Two  Friends,’  (dedicated  to  the  Bishop  of  Talanti ;)  one  hundred  and  twenty  pages 
of  ‘Colburn's  Arithmetic,’  (suspended  for  want  of  type  for  fractions;)  ninety-six  pages  of  a 
‘  Modem  Greek  Grammar,'  (nearly  finished ;)  ‘  the  First  Book  for  Classical  Reading  in  our 
Schools,  being  eighty  pages  of  Jacob’s  Greek  Reader,’  and  of  seventy-two  pages  of  the 
second  part  of  the  same.  These  books  are  absolutely  necessary  for  our  own  and  other 
schools — the  publication  of  them  gives  popularity  to  our  press,  and  we  have  reason  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  our  sales  will  be  considerable.  We  desire,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  begin  a  small 
Geography.  As  soon  ns  we  have  printed  the  most  necessary  school  books,  we  wish  to  de¬ 
vote  the  press  almost  entirely  to  religious  publications.  An  edition  of  the  Apostolic  Fa¬ 
thers,  I  am  persuaded,  would  be  very  useful,  especially  for  the  Clergy.  It  would  form  but 
a  small  volume,  even  with  the  ancient  and  modern  Greek  in  opposite  columns,  and  with 
the  addition  of  a  preface  and  a  few  notes.  They  could  not  help  perceiving  how  entirely 
divested  these  important  productions  are  of  all  reference  to  the  superstitions  with  which 
their  Church  is  incumbered,  and  which  were  the  contrivances  of  a  later  age. 

“  With  regard  to  religions  tracts,  we  shall  be  able  to  sell,  at  least  for  some  years  to  come, 
very  few ;  but  of  our  school  books,  we  hope  to  dispose  of  a  much  larger  number.  Yet  even 
of  these,  the  larger  proportion  must  probably  be  freely  given  at  present.  We  are  anxious, 
as  soon  as  possible,  to  publish  not  only  some  practical  tracts  for  general  circulation,  but  also 
some  works  which  will  be  of  value  to  the  clergy.  The  ‘  Conversation  between  Two  Friends,' 
we  have  dedicated  to  the  Bishop  of  Talanli,  ihe  most  influential  member  of  the  Episcopal 
body.  In  due  season  we  shall  pay  a  similar  compliment  to  others,  which  we  trust  will 
have  a  happy  effect.  We  shall  have  speedy  need  of  a  supply  of  paper  and  other  articles, 
for  this  part  of  our  establishment.  The  advices  we  have  from  Malta,  agree  with  what  was 
stated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Board,  that  the  best  course  is  to  have  paper  sent 
from  America.  When  we  have  funds  more  easily  at  command,  we  shall  make  the  trial 
ourselves,  by  importing  a  small  quantity  from  Italy  and  France.  And  here  we  feel  com¬ 
pelled  to  enter  upon  a  painful  part  of  our  communication,  viz.  the  importance  of  finding  a 
substitute  for  one  member  of  our  Mission.  Mr.  Bingham  has  informed  us,  that  he  feels  de¬ 
sirous  of  returning  to  his  native  land.  He  is  willing,  if  the  Society  think  best  to  hold  him 
to  his  contract,  to  fulfil  his  engagement  for  five  years,  and,  at  all  events,  he  will  expect  to 
remain  until  we  procure  another  head  for  the  office.  He  says  that  ‘  he  embarked  in  the 
cause  without  due  reflection,  and  partly  through  the  influence  of  others;  that  he  does  not 
feel  qualified  for  a  Missionary  life;  and  that  he  thinks  that  another  might  supply  his  place, 
with  advantge  to  our  operations.’  ” 

On  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  the  Committee  adopted  the  following 
resolution:  “That  the  Secretary  inform  the  Missionaries  to  Greece, 
that  so  soon  as  a  suitable  substitute  for  the  Printer  to  that  Mission  can 
be  procured,  Mr.  Bingham  shall  be  released  from  his  contract;  and 
also  that  the  Secretary  request  the  Greek  Committee  at  Boston,  to  take 
such  measures  as  shall  be  in  their  power  to  procure  a  suitable  head  of 
the  printing  office  in  Greece.” 

On  the  19th  of  March,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hill  wrote  to  inform  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  Committee,  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robertson  and  himself  had  agreed 
to  divide  the  labour  of  the  Mission  establishment,  according  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  plan.  “Every  thing  connected  with  the  printing  department, comes 
under  the  Rev.  Mr.  R.’s  purview,  and  whatever  has  relation  to  schools 
or  to  education,  falls  to  Mr.  H.’s  share  of  duty.”  At  the  same  time, 
such  a  general  superintendence  is  to  be  maintained  by  both,  that  each 
will  be  consulted  upon  every  important  step  designed  by  the  other, 
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and  the  most  friendly  and  brotherly  interest  taken  in  the  success  of 
each.  In  the  case  of  the  absence  of  either,  the  other  will  direct  the 
department  of  the  one  who  is  absent. 

The  Committee  having  considered  this  arrangement  of  their  Mis¬ 
sionaries,  adopted  the  following  resolution  :  “  That  the  plan  proposed 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hill  in  his  letter  of  March  19th,  for  the  division  of 
labour  between  him  and  his  colleague,  which  has  been  thought  by 
them  necessary  for  the  more  effectual  prosecution  of  their  Mission, 
has  the  entire  sanction  of  the  Executive  Committee.” 


AFRICAN  MISSION. 

When  a  Mission  to  Africa  was  first  contemplated  by  the  Society,  a 
considerable  quantity  of  clothing,  hardware,  &c.,  was  presented  lor 
the  use  of  the  poor  natives  of  that  country,  by  the  members  of  our 
Church  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States. 

The  Executive  Committee  cherishing  the  hope,  that  notwithstanding 
the  failure  of  their  several  attempts  to  diffuse  the  blessings  of  civili¬ 
zation  and  Christianity  over  that  benighted  and  barbarous  portion  of 
the  earth,  the  desire  of  their  hearts  with  respect  to  the  establishment 
of  a  Mission  there,  would  ere  long  be  realized,  retained  in  their  pos¬ 
session  for  a  long  period,  whatever  had  been  thus  benevolently  con¬ 
tributed. 

Seeing  at  length  no  reasonable  prospect  of  accomplishing  this  object, 
and  believing  that  it  would  be  an  act  of  injustice,  as  well  to  the  do¬ 
nors  as  to  those  whom  they  designed  to  benefit,  to  suffer  the  articles 
to  lie  any  longer  useless  on  their  hands,  the  Committee  in  August  last, 
resolved  to  transfer  them  to  the  American  Colonization  Society,  to  be 
disposed  of  according  to  their  original  designation.  Information  of 
this  measure  having  been  communicated  to  the  “  A.  C.  S.”  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  passed  by  that  Institution  for  the  donation.  Subsequently, 
in  compliance  with  directions  received  from  one  of  its  Agents,  the 
goods  were  forwarded  to  Norfolk,  Va. 


.  CONCLUSION. 

On  a  general  survey  of  their  proceedings  during  the  period  which 
the  foregoing  report  includes,  the  Board  cannot  but  perceive  a  most 
sensible  increase  of  zeal,  liberality,  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Church,  with  respect  to  the  Institution  on  whose  concerns 
they  are  now  assembled.  But  while  they  take  pleasure  in  making 
this  acknowledgment,  the  Board  would  not  be  unmindful  of  the  very 
considerable  extension  of  some  of  the  Missions  established  under 
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*  he  i  r  direction,  and  of  the  absolute  importance  of  augmented  exertions, 
in  order  to  provide  the  means  essential  to  so  enlarged  a  scale  of  ope¬ 
rations. 

Unless  the  patronage  which  is  extended  to  the  Society,  shall  be  in 
proportion  to  the  expansion  of  its  endeavours  for  the  promotion 
of  the  divine  glory  and  the  good  of  mankind,  circumstances  must  ne¬ 
cessarily  ensue,  which  will  not  only  subject  the  Executive  Department 
to  exceeding  inconvenience,  anxiety  and  embarrassment,  (as  has  in 
the  preceding  year  been  the  case,)  but  what  is  infinitely  more  to  be 
deprecated,  may  bring  a  reproach  upon  the  Church,  which  for  ages, 
perhaps,  will  be  remembered  to  her  disadvantage. 

After  a  mature  deliberation  upon  the  measures  necessary  to  be 
adopted  in  order  to  secure  the  uninterrupted  prosperity  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  the  Board  have  been  led  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  establishment 
ol  Auxiliary  Associations,  is  a  means  which,  above  all  others,  will  be 
conducive  to  this  purpose.  In  fact,  they  believe  that  upon  an  acces¬ 
sion  to  the  number  already  existing  of  these  invaluable  institutions, 
and  their  persevering  co-operation  with  the  Parent  Society,  must  de¬ 
pend,  under  Providence,  in  a  very  great  degree,  the  success  of  the 
enterprises  on  which  the  Board  have  already  entered,  as  well  as  their 
ability  to  widen  the  sphere  of  their  operations  for  the  advancement  of 
the  Redeemer’s  kingdom. 

Deeply  convinced  of  this  truth,  the  Board  have  attempted,  by 
means  ot  circular  letters  and  the  Missionary  Paper,  to  impress  in 
a  similar  manner,  the  minds  of  the  Episcopalians  generally  through¬ 
out  this  country.  But  as  yet  they  have  to  regret,  that  the  amount 
ot  aid  derived  from  this  species  of  organized  action,  bears  no  propot- 
tion  to  the  extent  of  tiic  Church,  or  the  number  and  wealth  of  its 
members.  7k>  effect,  therefore,  such  an  extensive  union  of  exertion 
in  behalf  of  the  Society,  as  the  propitious  management  of  its  affairs 
imperiously  demands,  is  an  object,  which,  in  the  estimation  of  the 
Board,  is  of  primary  importance.  And  they  feel  themsedves  called 
upon,  by  every  consideration  which  duty  to  their  constituents,  and 
tne  best  interests  of  the  Institution  can  suggest,  to  avail  themselves 
at  once  of  all  those  expedients  which  in  their  judgment  may  be  most 
calculated  to  accomplish  the  end  in  view. 

In  concluding  the  present  record  of  the  Society’s  transactions,  and 
of  their  own  views  and  designs  with  respect  to  its  future  welfare,  the 
Board  would  look  up  to  Him,  in  whose  cause  they  trust  they  are  en¬ 
gaged,  praising  Kirn  for  the  past  mercies  which  He  has  vouchsafed  to 
tnis  object  ot  their  charge,  and  supplicating  in  its  behalf,  a  continuance 
ol  the  divine  protection,  guidance  and  blessing.  And  while  through 
the  goodness  ot  the  great  Disposer  of  life,  their  active  powers  are  con¬ 
tinued,  they  desire  to  proceed  with  renewed  vigour  in  the  work  to 
which  they  have  set  their  hands,  humbly  hoping,  that  the  smiles  of 
heaven  will  rest  upon  them,  and  that  their  labour  “  will  not  be  in  vain, 
in  the  Lord.”

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  : 

As  amended  in  August,  1829,  and  October  18 th,  1832. 


^  Art.  I.  This  Institution  shall  be  denominated  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;  and 
of  such  other  persons,  as  shall  contribute,  by  subscription,  three  dollars,  or  more,  annually, 
to  the  objects  of  the  institution,  during  the  continuance  of  such  contributions  :  and  of  such 
as  shall  contribute  at  once  thirty  dollars,  which  contribution  shall  constitute  them  mem¬ 
bers  for  life. 

Clergymen  who  pay  fifty  dollars,  and  other  persons,  who  pay  one  hundred  dollars,  atone 
time,  shall  be  denominated  patrons. 

It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  subscribers,  to  designate  on  their  subscriptions,  to  which 
ol  the  objects,  domestic  or  foreign,  or  to  what  particular  Missionary  object  they  desire  their 
contributions  to  be  applied.  If  no  specification  be  made,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  apply 
them  to  either,  or  both,  at  their  discretion. 

Art.  III.  The  Society  shall  meet  triennially  at  the  place  in  which  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  shall  hold  its  session.  The  time  of  meeting  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  at  their  first  meeting  during  the  session  of  the  General  Convention.  Nine  mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  to  do  business. 

A  sermon  shall  be  preached,  and  a  collection  made  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  society,  at 
such  time,  during  the  session  of  the  Convention,  as  may  be  determined  at  the  preceding 
meeting :  the  preacher  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Art.  IV.  The  presiding  bishop  of  this  Church  shall  be  President  of  the  Society;  the 
other  bishops,  according  to  seniority,  Vice-Presidents.  There  shall  be  a  Secretary,  and 
twenty-four  Directors,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  each  meeting. 

Art.  V.  The  Directors,  together  with  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Trea¬ 
surer,  and  patrons  who  shall  have  become  such  prior  to  the  General  Convention  of  1829, 
shall  compose  a  body,  to  be  denominated  “  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Domestic  and 
1  orcign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.”  They  shall  meet  annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  or  m  some  other  place  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  except 
in  the  year  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  when  they  shall  assemble  on  the 
second  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  in  the  place  of  the  meeting  thereof. 
Nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business. 

rite  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  always  be  opened  by  using  a  form  of  prayer 
consisting  of  a  special  collect,  to  be  prepared  by  the  presiding  Bishop,  and  one  or  more 
collects  from  the  liturgy. 

Art'  VI.  The  Board  may  establish  missionary  stations,  appoint  missionaries,  and  make 
all  by-laws  necessary  for  their  own  government,  and  for  regulating  the  appointment  of 
missionaries,  appropriations  of  money,  and  the  conducting  of  the  missions.  Special  meet¬ 
ings,  a  month's  previous  notice  being  given,  may  be  called,  when  necessary  to  fix  new 
missionary  stations,  and  to  transact  such  business  as  circumstances  may  require;  at  which 
special  meetings,  seven  members,  including  the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
shall  be  a  quorum  to  transact  business.  The  Board  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee, 
and  may  at  any  meeting,  appoint  such  Committees  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful,  and 
give  to  them  such  powers,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  shall  tend  to  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  the  objects  of  the  Society;  but  no  missionary  shall  be  appointed  either  by  the 


Board,  or  by  any  Committee  lo  whom  the  appointment  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Board, 
unless  the  President,  or  the  Bishop  to  whose  diocese  he  belongs,  shall  assent  thereto. 

Art.  VII.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed,  by  the  Board  ot  Directors,  a  Treasurer 
and  two  members  of  the  society,  who,  together,  shall  be  termed  Trustees  of  the  Permanent 
Fund. 

The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  defined  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Permanent  Fund  shall  be  composed  hereafter,  of  such  legacies  and  other  sums,  as 
shall  be  specially  given  for  that  fund. 

Art.  V  lit.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
to  establish  auxiliary  societies  in  any  diocese,  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  of  the  same  ; 
to  secure  patronage,  and  to  enlarge  the  funds  of  the  institution. 

Art.  IX.  In  any  diocese  or  district,  where  there  is  a  bishop  or  an  ecclesiastical  body, 
duly  constituted  under  the  authority  of  the  convention  of  the  same,  for  missionary  pur¬ 
poses,  aid  may  be  given  in  money ;  but  the  appointment  of  the  Missionary  shall  rest  with 
the  bishop  or  ecclesiastical  body  aforesaid.  He  shall  act  under  their  direction ;  and  shall 
render  to  them  a  report  of  his  proceedings,  copies  of  which  he  shall  forward  to  this  society. 

Art.  X.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  publish,  for  the  information  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Church,  a  report  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall,  at  every  meeting  of  the  society, 
present  a  general  view  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  since  the  last  meeting,  which  shall 
be  referred  to  a  committee,  to  prepare  lor  the  consideration  of  die  society,  a  report,  to  be 
presented  to  the  convention  during  its  session,  as  the  report  of  the  society. 

Art.  XI.  Alterations  of  the  Constitution  may  be  proposed  either  by  the  Society  or  by 
the  General  Convention,  at  their  respective  triennial  meetings ;  but  no  proposed  alteration 
shall  be  adopted,  unless  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  bodies. 

Art.  XII.  It  is  recommended  to  every  member  of  this  society,  to  pray  to  Almighty  God, 
for  his  blessing  upon  its  designs,  under  the  full  conviction,  that  unless  he  directs  us  in  all 
our  doings,  with  his  most  gracious  favour,  and  further  us,  with  his  continual  help,  we  can¬ 
not  reasonably  hope,  either  to  procure  suitable  persons  to  act  as  missionaries,  or  expect  that 
their  endeavours  will  be  successful. 


BY-LAWS 


OF 

THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


Art.  I.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May, 

Art.  II.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  with  each  Missionary  of  the  Society, 
and  produce  a  list  of  the  members  of  the  Society  at  the  Annual  and  Triennial  meetings. 

Art.  III.  There  shall  be  an  auditor  appointed  by  the  Board,  by  whom  all  bills  shall  be 
examined  and  approved  before  they  are  paid,  and  who  shall  also  examine  the  Treasurer’s 
accounts,  before  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  IV.  The  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  In  'die  event,  however,  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  the  Society,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  a  Secretary  or  Secretaries  for 
itself,  who  shall  also  be  the  Secretary  or  Secretaries  of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  provided 
that,  in  the  interim  between  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
elect  its  own  Secretary  or  Secretaries. 

Art.  V.  The  President  of  the  Society,  or  one  of  the  other  Bishops,  according  to  seniority, 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject 
to  an  appeal;  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  and  sign  all  orders  for 
money  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  Board. 

Art.  VI.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  a  committee  of 
twelve  persons,  who,  together  with  the  President  of  the  Society,  the  Secretary  or  Secre¬ 
taries,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee ;  at  the  meetings 
of  which  any  other  Bishop  of  the  church  resident  in  this  city,  or  occasionally  present,  shall 
have  the  right  to  attend,  and  take  part  in  its  proceedings;  and  such  Bishop  or  Bishops 
shall  be  regularly  notified  by  the  Secretary  or  Secretaries  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
with  the  other  members  of  the  Committee,  ol  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.  The  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  proper  places  and  stations  for  their  attention, 
appoint  suitable  persons  to  be  employed  as  missionaries,  attend  to  the  missionaries  when 
employed,  diffuse  intelligence  for  the  purpose  of  exciting  an  interest  in  behalf  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  in  general,  execute  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  missions  and  mis¬ 
sionary  stations.  Five  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  transact¬ 
ing  business;  they  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and  lay  the  same  before 
the  Board  at  every  meeting,  and  shall  supply  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  own 
body,  or  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  Society,  or  of  the  Board  during  the  recess  of  the  Board, 
and  the  persons  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  same  rights  in  the  Executive  Committee  as 
if  they  had  been  appointed  by  the  Board  or  the  Society. 

Art.  VII.  In  relation  to  missionaries: — 1.  They  shall  be  governed  by  the  Canons  and 
Rubrics,  and  conform  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  in  the  performance  of  all  the  offices  of 
their  ministry.  2.  They  shall  keep  a  regular  correspondence  with  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  through  the  Secretary  or  Secretaries,  and  furnish  a  detailed  report  of  their  labours 
quarterly.  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  hereafter  appoint  as  a  Missionary,  any 
clergyman  who  is  not  recommended  as  a  clergyman  of  respectable  standing  in  this  church, 
and  possessing  such  qualifications  as  may  render  him  apt  and  meet  for  the  duties  of  a  Mis¬ 
sionary,  by  the  Bishop,  of  the  diocese  to  which  he  belongs;  or  the  standing  committee,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop;  or  if  the  clergyman  belong  to  any  State  or  Territory  in  which  the 
church  is  not  organized,  by  at  least  three  respectable  members  of  this  church,  (at  least  one 
of  whom  shall  be  a  clergyman  of  respectable  standing,)  certifying  from  personal  knowledge 
of  the  proposed  Missionary. 

Art.  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  even’  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board,  to  report  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  their  proceedings,  together  with  the  Trea¬ 
surer’s  account,  and  such  other  documents  as  will  enable  the  Board  to  perceive  the  exact 
situation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society.

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SERMON 


“  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of  God  like,  and  whereunto  shall  I  resemble  it  ?  It  is  like  a 
grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a  man  took  and  cast  into  his  garden :  and  it  grew  and  waxed  a 
great  tree,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  under  the  branches  of  it-” — St.  Luke ,  xiii.  18, 19. 

Our  Saviour,  intending  to  announce  a  splendid  property  of  the 
Church  which  he  was  founding,  begins  with  a  question  calculated  to 
awaken  the  attention  of  his  hearers  :  “  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of 
God  like  ?”  The  kingdom  of  God,  that  is,  the  state  of  things  under 
the  Gospel,  unto  what  is  it  like?  Or,  what  is  the  property,  the  most 
distinguishing  it  as  a  visible  society,  from  that  which  had  subsisted, 
under  divine  institution  also,  among  the  Jews  ?  The  blessed  speaker 
thus  answers  the  question  which  he  had  himself  proposed  : — “  It  is 
like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed.”  Commentators  bring  authorities  to 
prove,  that  the  smallness  of  this  seed  was  proverbial ;  agreeably  to  the 
expression  of  another  of  the  evangelists,  that  it  was  “  the  least  of  all 
seeds.”  So,  the  infancy  of  the  Gospel  was  suited  to  a  dispensation, 
under  which  the  Divine  Being  had  “chosen  the  weak  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  things  which  are  mighty.”  “  And  it  grew,  and 
waxed  a  great  tree.”  Authorities  are  also  brought  to  show,  that  in 
the  mild  climates  of  the  East,  the  shoot  from  the  mustard  seed  is  the 
greatest  of  plants,  and  sueh  as  sometimes  to  acquire,  agreeably  to  the 
expression  in  the  text,  the  strength  and  the  size  of  a  tree.  In  like 
manner  the  Christian  Church,  not  instituted,  like  the  Jewish,  for  a 
single  nation,  was  to  offer  its  inestimable  benefits  to  every  people, 
and,  at  last,  to  embrace  all  nations  in  its  communion.  What  is  added 
in  regard  to  the  tree,  that  “the  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  under  the 
branches  of  it,”  elegantly  expresses,  by  the  images  of  shade  and 
shelter,  the  consolations  of  Gospel  grace. 

Brethren,  there  are  to  be  solicited  the  benefactions  of  this  respectable 
congregation,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  our  Church.  This  branch  of  the  tree  of  the  Gospel, 
as  had  been  the  case  with  its  parent  stock,  was  small  in  its  beginnings ; 
but,  as  we  trust,  in  continuance  of  the  resemblance,  is  progressing  to 
its  maturity.  In  the  meantime,  it  has  to  encounter  discouragements; 
and  although  they  are  not  sufficient  to  overbalance  our  hopes,  yet,  for 
the  realizing  of  the  latter,  we  depend  considerably  on  congregational 
collections  ;  abundant  proceeds  from  which  will  be  the  best  evidence  of 
the  estimation  in  which  our  labours  are  held  by  the  Church  at  large. 

In  order  to  forward  so  good  a  design,  there  shall  be  taken  occasion 
from  the  text,  first,  to  state  some  remarkable  facts  connected  with  the 
subject;  and  secondly,  to  apply  them  for  the  confirming  of  our  faith, 
for  the  encouraging  of  our  hope,  and  for  the  exciting  of  our  charity. 

First,  there  are  to  be  stated  some  remarkable  facts  connected  with 
the  subject. 

The  first  to  be  mentioned  is,  that  under  the  Mosaic  dispensation 
there  was  a  distinct  and  frequent  foretelling  of  this  circumstance,  as 
what  should  take  place  under  the  evangelical  economy  which  was  to 
succeed.  If  we  go  back  even  to  the  time  of  Abraham,  it  is  not  more 
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evident  that  he  was  to  he  the  father  of  the  chosen  people,  than  that 
“  in  his  seed  all  the  families  of  the  earth  should  be  blessed.”  Long 
after,  when  Judah  was  prophesied  of  as  the  subject  of  his  brethren’s 
praise,  there  was  a  limitation  of  his  tribual  dominion  to  the  coming  of 
a  Personage  to  whom  there  should  be  a  “  gathering  of  the  people” 
generally.  The  prophets  are  full  of  scenes  to  this  effect,  displayed  to 
them  in  vision.  One  of  them  beholds  the  distant  isles,  in  eager  ex¬ 
pectation  of  the  promised  messenger  of  heaven.  Another  of  them 
hears  him  “speaking  peace  to  the  Heathen  and  another  foresees 
the  time,  when,  “from  the  rising  of  the  sun,  even  unto  the  going 
down  of  the  same,  the  name  of  God  shall  be  great  among  the  Gen¬ 
tiles ;  and  in  every  place  incense  shall  be  offered  unto  his  name,  and 
a  pure  offering.”  These  are  but  a  few  of  the  rays  of  the  glory  of  the 
Messiah  breaking  in  on  us  from  the  Old  Testament.  They  are  dis¬ 
played  at  this  time  merely  to  constitute  a  link  in  the  chain  of  pro¬ 
vidence,  designed  to  reach  through  all  ages.  For,  that  such  a  dispen¬ 
sation  as  the  Mosaic,  with  so  many  institutions  restraining  it  to  a 
single  people,  should  yet  extend  its  prospect  to  the  improvement  of 
tiie  world  at  large,  is  itself  a  singular  fact ;  and  the  looking  back  to  it 
furnishes  an  illustration  of  what  has  since  opened  on  the  world,  of 
“  the  breaking  down  of  the  partition  wall  between  Jew  and  Gentile, 
making  them  both  one  in  Christ;”  and  ordaining,  that  in  him,  “  neither 
circumcision  availeth  any  thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  faith  which 
worketh  by  love.” 

The  second  fact  intended,  is  our  Saviour’s  declaring  frequently  and 
explicitly,  that  in  his  person  there  was  to  be  a  fulfilment  of  the  already 
mentioned  object  of  the  divine  counsels.  The  text  is  direct  authority 
to  the  purpose  ;  and  that  such  was  the  sense  of  the  speaker,  appears 
not  only  from  the  circumstances  which  have  been  stated  of  the  de¬ 
livery  of  it,  but  from  his  announcing  of  the  same  truth,  in  the  varied 
dress  of  a  similar  comparison,  with  the  same  summons  to  an  attentive 
hearing.  For,  after  the  words  of  the  text,  he  again  asks — “  Where- 
unto  shall  I  liken  the  kingdom  of  God  ?”  Again  answering  his  own 
question,  he  compares  it  to  “  leaven  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal, 
until  the  whole  is  leavened.”  In  this  he  keeps  in  view,  alike  in  the 
metaphor,  and  in  the  subject  to  be  illustrated,  a  cause  scarcely  dis¬ 
cernible,  its  gradual  operation,  and  at  last,  its  pervading  of  the  mass 
to  which  it  had  been  applied.  Besides  these  covert  intimations  of 
our  Saviour,  he  explicitly  declared  the  same  high  truth,  as  on  many 
occasions,  so  especially  when  he  gave  to  his  apostles  the  commission — 
“  go  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature 
and  when  he  instructed  them  that  before  the  end,  “his  Gospel  should 
be  preached  to  all  nations.”  This  application  to  himself  of  pro¬ 
phecies  so  extraordinary,  taken  with  the  fact,  that  in  the  person  in 
whom  they  were  affirmed  to  centre,  there  were  many  circumstances 
descriptive  of  the  Messiah,  whom  he  professed  to  be,  such  as,  to 
name  no  more,  his  pedigree  and  the  place  of  his  birth,  is  a  matter 
which,  considered  with  a  retrospect  to  what  has  been  already  men¬ 
tioned,  and  in  connexion  with  what  is  to  follow,  forms  a  train  of  events 
clearly  demonstrative  of  divine  interposition. 

To  proceed  to  a  third  fact ;  the  extent  of  the  kingdom  of  the  Re- 
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deemer,  as  announced  by  him,  was  an  event  contrary  to  all  human 
appearance  and  expectation.  That  “  a  man  of  sorrows”  should  see 
such  an  end  of  “  the  travail  of  his  soul,’’  that  “  not  having  where  to 
lay  his  head,”  and  followed  but  by  few,  of  whom  he  foreknew  and 
foretold  that  they  would  forsake  him  ;  he  should  afterwards  have  “  a 
name  that  is  above  every  name,”  could  not  have  been  known  on 
earth  otherwise  than  in  the  instance  in  which  it  was  declared  from 
his  own  sacred  lips  to  his  disciple  St.  Peter — “  Flesh  and  blood  hath 
not  revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.”  As  such 
an  issue  was  disproportioned  to  the  selected  instruments,  so  there  ex¬ 
isted  impediments,  apparently  insurmountable,  in  the  civil  and  in  the 
religious  policy  of  the  world.  The  first  national  establishment 
threatening  the  destruction  of  this  spiritual  kingdom,  was  that  of 
the  Jews;  who,  glorying  in  a  law  delivered  to  them  from  a  mount  on 
fire,  “  in  the  midst  of  blackness,  and  darkness,  and  tempest,  and 
the  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  the  voice  of  words,”  could  not  be 
expected  to  tolerate  pretensions,  according  to  which  “  old  things 
were  to  be  done  away  and  all  things  were  to  become  new.” 

The  rest  of  the  civilized  world  was  under  that  iron  domi¬ 
nion,  which,  as  was  foretold  by  the  prophet  Daniel,  had  “  broken 
in  pieces  the  other  kingdoms  of  the  earth.”  At  the  same  time,  the 
throne  of  the  Caesars  seemed  not  more  stable  than  was  that  of  the 
idolatry  allied  to  it;  and  which  its  institutions  had  introduced,  not 
only  into  the  public  sacrifices  and  other  acts  of  worship,  but  into 
almost  every  transaction  of  secular  life.  How  unlikely  was  it  that 
such  a  fabric  should  be  prostrated  before  “  a  kingdom  not  of  this 
world,”  the  weapons  of  which  are  effectual  only  to  the  pulling- 
down  of  the  strong  holds  of  sin  in  the  human  heart. 

Yet,  for  this  is  the  next  fact  to  be  stated,  the  religion  of  the  Re-  , 

deemer,  agreeably  to  the  metaphor  in  the  text,  made  an  early  and 
a  wonderful  progtess.  In  the  age  of  the  apostles,  there  was  scarcely 
a  part  of  the  known  world,  concerning  which  we  have  not  authentic 
evidence,  of  its  having  been  successfully  visited  by  one  or  more  of 
them.  In  the  next  and  in  the  following  age,  we  find  the  Christian 
apologists  appealing  to  men  in  public  stations  for  the  known  fact, 
that  every  profession  of  secular  life  comprehended  numbers  of  their 
brethren,  who  repaid  the  injuries  of  their  persecuting  rulers  in  prayers 
for  their  prosperity,  and  in  peaceable  submission  to  their  authority. 

It  has  been  made  a  question,  whether  a  new  faith  may  be  the  most 
injured  by  persecution  or  by  neglect.  Christianity  has  sustained 
both  of  these  trials,  and  has  risen  superior  to  both.  The  more  hu¬ 
mane  of  the  Roman  emperors  seem  to  have  looked  with  indifference 
on  a  religion  which  was  undermining  the  worship  of  their  gods. 

The  savage  spirit  of  others  of  them  pursued  it  with  unrelenting  fury. 

Yet,  during  this  alternate  reign  of  contempt  and  of  oppression,  the 
spiritual  kingdom  of  the  Redeemer  took  deep  root  in  the  capital  of 
the  civilized  world  ;  in  the  numeious  and  vast  provinces  subjected 
to  her  empire  ;  and  even  in  countries  to  which  her  victorious  arms 
had  never  penetrated.  Why  was  this  stupendous  event,  but  that  the 
faith  in  question  stood  “  not  in  the  wisdom  of  man,  but  in  the  power 


ol  God  and  that  thus  there  was  a  beginning  of  the  spiritual  do¬ 
minion,  to  which  at  last  every  knee  shall  bow  ? 

It  may  be  asked — Why  has  there  not  been  a  proportionate  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  succeeding  ages  of  the  Church  '!  The  question  shall  be 
answered  by  the  next  fact.  It  is,  that  the  thing  spoken  of,  and  the 
causes  of  it,  were  foretold.  It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  the  Church 
having  been  established  by  the  arm  of  Omnipotence,  the  visible  state 
of  it  was  afterwards  left  to  the  influence  of  second  causes ;  and  ac¬ 
cordingly,  was  acted  on  by  the  ignorance  and  by  the  depravity  of 
men  :  still  under  the  control  of  the  providence  of  God  ;  who,  in  this, 
as  well  as  in  what  regards  the  civil  interests  of  communities,  makes 
the  errors  and  “  the  wrath  of  man  to  praise  him,’'  by  the  instrumen¬ 
tality  of  events,  generally  beyond,  and  sometimes  contrary  to,  their 
intentions.  In  regard  to  the  present  subject,  that  there  was  to 
be  an  arresting  of  the  progress  of  divine  truth,  by  an  obscuring  of 
the  brightness  of  it,  was  revealed  in  Scripture.  This  one  apostle 
saw,  under  the  image  of  “the  man  of  sin”  establishing  his  throne 
within  the  Church,  and  there  claiming  divine  honours  on  the  ground 
of  “  lying  wonders.”  And  another  apostle  saw  the  same  character, 
under  the  figure  of  “the  beast,”  to  whom  “  the  dragon  gave  his  seat 
and  great  authority,”  sustained  by  another  beast,  who  “  had  two 
horns  like  a  lamb,  and  spake  like  a  dragon” — horns  like  a  lamb,  ex¬ 
pressive  of  an  authority  professed  to  be  spiritual;  but  speaking  like 
a  dragon,  to  denote  deeds  of  anti-christian  idolatry  and  persecution. 

There  might  be  mentioned  several  passages  of  Scripture,  which 
cannot  be  referred  to  any  thing  else  than  to  the  event  which  has  oc¬ 
curred  of  corrupting  the  word  of  God,  and  of  misapplying  it  to  the 
worst  abuses  of  temporal  power  and  policy.  This  is  taken  notice  of 
merely  tor  the  purpose  of  applying  it  as  a  link  in  a  connected  chain 
of  facts  to  be  laid  down.  For,  as  it  is  said  of  that  scene  of  darkness, 
“  here  is  the  faith  and  the  patience  of  the  saints,”  in  respect  to  the 
trials  to  which  they  were  to  be  subjected  by  it;  so,  in  an  argumenta¬ 
tive  point  of  view,  neither  our  faith  in  the  accomplishment  of  pro¬ 
mises  of  past  times,  nor  our  patient  expectation  of  the  fulfilment 
of  promises  which  regard  the  times  to  come,  should  be  shaken  by  a 
delay  of  which  we  have  been  therefore  warned  by  Him  with  whom 
“one  day  is  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand  years  as  one  day.” 

For,  notwithstanding  the  delay,  the  Scriptures  are  express  in  their 
declarations — and  this  is  the  last  fact — of  a  happy  consummation 
of  what  had  thus  been  spoken  of  by  “  all  the  holy  prophets,  who  had 
been  since  the  world  began.” 

“  We  bring  glad  tidings  of  great  joy,”  said  the  angels  in  their  mes¬ 
sage  to  the  Shepherds,  “  which  shall  be  to  all  people.”  “Blindness 
in  part  has  happened  unto  Israel,”  says  St.  Paul,  “  until  the  fulness 
of  the  Gentiles  be  come  in.”  “  All  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,” 
says  St.  John,  after  having  displayed  in  significant  metaphor  the  se¬ 
ries  of  the  fortunes  of  the  Christian  Church,  “  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  world,”  says  this  Apostle,  or  rather  an  angel  whom  he  intro¬ 
duces,  winding  up  the  sacred  drama,  “all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world, 
have  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ.”  It  was 
the  same,  or  probably  a  more  splendid  scene,  that  was  displayed  to 
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the  same  Apostle  in  vision,  when  he  “  heard  every  creature  on  earth, 
or  under  the  earth,  or  in  the  sea,  giving  praise,  and  honour,  and  glory 
to  Him  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  to  the  Lamb  for  ever  and 
ever.” 

These  are  the  facts,  the  reviewing  of  which  has  been  thought  to 
be  suited  to  the  present  occasion  ;  and  it  remains  to  apply  them,  for 
the  confirming  of  our  faith,  for  the  encouraging  of  our  hope,  and  for 
the  exciting  of  our  charity. 

In  regard  to  the  confirming  of  our  faith,  there  is  weighty  evidence 
in  this  consent  of  prophecy  and  history,  and  of  prophecies  and  events 
of  different  ages,  in  a  long  succession,  respectively  answering  to  one 
another.  Here  is  an  extraordinary  series,  which,  like  that  of  the  for¬ 
tunes  of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  is  addressed  to  all  ages.  Our  Saviour, 
having  read  in  a  synagogue,  from  the  Prophet  Isaiah,  a  description  of 
the  character  in  which  he  was  at  that  moment  manifesting  himself, 
made  the  appeal  to  their  senses  and  to  their  understandings — “This 
day,  is  this  Scripture  fulfilled  in  your  ears.”  But  in  the  present 
subject,  we  have  the  detail  of  successive  prophecies,  which  have 
been  fulfilling  through  many  ages;  which,  in  this,  our  day,  are  going 
on  in  their  fulfilment,  and  which  will  continue  to  be  fulfilled,  in  what 
remains  of  time.  Balanced  with  this  evidence,  how  light  are  difficul¬ 
ties  lying  on  the  face  of  detached  parts  of  the  Christian  system ;  the 
meaning  of  which  we  may  have  mistaken  ;  while  this  sentiment,  per¬ 
vading  it,  may  be  made  luminous  to  every  understanding !  a  senti¬ 
ment,  which  a  succession  of  impostors  would  have  found  it  impossible 
to  sustain  through  a  long  tract  of  time,  as  it  would  also  have  been 
for  them,  had  they  so  continued  it,  to  have  brought  the  state  of  the 
world,  and  the  conduct,  as  well  of  enemies  as  of  friends,  to  corres¬ 
pond  with  the  extraordinary  scheme,  thus  supposed  to  have  been 
contrived.  What  then  should  be  the  result ;  but  our  being  rendered 
by  it  the  humble  disciples  of  the  blessed  Person  who  once  “  taberna¬ 
cled  among  men,”  and  who  is  now  exalted  far  above  “all  principality 
and  power,  and  might,  and  dominion,  and  every  name  that  is  named, 
not  only  in  this  world,  but  also  in  that  which  is  to  come.” 

Let  not  the  improvement  of  the  subject  rest  here  ;  but  let  it 
be  an  encouragement  of  our  hope.  This  cheering  result,  is  espe¬ 
cially  to  be  perceived,  in  the  reference  which  the  text  has  inci¬ 
dentally  made  to  the  consolations  of  the  Gospel,  represented  un¬ 
der  the  figures  of  shade  and  shelter.  Of  this,  the  improvement  to 
our  minds  should  be  an  examination  of  ourselves,  in  order  to  know, 
whether  the  discoveries  vouchsafed  to  us  be  winged,  with  their  re¬ 
viving  virtue,  to  our  spirits'?  To  whomsoever  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
is  preached,  the  tree  spoken  of  holds  out  its  branches.  Do  we  then, 
refresh  ourselves  under  its  shade  ?  Do  we  find  it  a  shelter  from  the 
pelting  storms  of  angry  consciences?  And  have  we  consolation,  pro¬ 
portioned  to  what  has  been  thus  beneficently  bestowed  as  the  mean 
of  it  ?  If  not,  let  there  be  the  inquiry  whether  the  want  of  it  be  the 
consequence  of  corruption,  or  of  constitutional  infirmity.  In  the  for¬ 
mer  case,  let  there  be  a  “  purging  out  of  the  old  leaven,”  leaving  “  a 
new  lump  unleavened  to  the  Lord.”  In  the  latter,  let  there  be  re¬ 
course  to  those  lively  oracles,  the  true  spirit  of  which,  is  not  that

“  of  fear,  but  of  a  sound  mind.”  When  thus  conducted  by  the  sub¬ 
ject,  we  shall  have  obtained  such  views  of  the  divine  beneficence 
made  known  to  us  by  the  Gospel,  as  issues  in  the  sense  of  an  in¬ 
terest  in  its  promises;  let  us  cultivate  it  as  a  light,  which,  during  a 
continued  advance  in  grace,  will  “shine  more  and  more  unto  the 
perfect  day.” 

Of  there  being  ground  for  the  hope  of  this  result,  one  evidence 
must  be,  its  excitement  of  our  charity. 

Of  the  exercise  of  this  grace,  the  branch  especially  contemplated, 
is  the  doing  of  what  lies  in  our  power,  to  the  extending  of  the 
kingdom  of  the  Redeemer,  and  the  thus  being  agents  in  carrying 
the  progress  of  the  Gospel,  figuratively  represented  in  the  text,  to  the 
glorious  period  of  its  completion. 

Independently  on  pecuniary  contribution,  and  on  what,  in  virtue  of 
divine  promise,  may  be  expected  to  bo  the  effect  of  earnest  and  per¬ 
severing  prayer,  there  may  be  the  aid  of  every  child  of  God,  in  the 
many  opportunities  which  cannot  but  occur,  for  the  giving  of  testi¬ 
mony  in  favour  of  a  cause,  involving  whatever  has  a  bearing  on  the 
eternal  or  on  the  temporal  interests  of  men.  A  remark  seasonably 
made,  may  prove  an  admonition  to  the  profane,  or  an  encouragement 
to  the  devout.  And  all  genuine  evidence  of  a  spirit  moulded  to  the 
graces  of  the  Gospel  carries  with  it  a  charm,  which,  independently  on 
words,  strengthens  the  faith  of  the  one,  and  not  seldom  carries  con¬ 
viction  to  the  consciences  of  the  other. 

This  is  a  benefit  which  may  be  attendant  on  any  of  the  ordinary 
intercourses  of  life.  But  there  arise  occasions,  and  it  is  supposed 
that  one  of  them  is  now  before  us,  when  there  are  calls  of  more  than 
common  pressure,  for  the  manifesting  of  an  interest  taken  in  the  in¬ 
estimable  treasure  of  the  Gospel,  by  some  sacrifice  of  expense,  for 
the  imparting  of  it  to  those  who  are  destitute,  or  in  danger  of  being 
deprived  of  it. 

Brethren!  your  preacher,  during  the  whole  of  his  Episcopacy,  has 
been  in  the  habit  of  receiving  from  various  parts  of  the  United 
States,  applications  for  ministerial  supply ;  of  the  need  of  which  he 
could  not  but  have  a  strong  conviction  ;  while  relief  was  beyond  his 
power.  The  prospect  has  brightened.  What  with  systematic  exer¬ 
tions  of  the  people  immediately  concerned,  and  an  interest  taken  in 
their  favour  by  some  of  the  clerical  order  in  visits  made  for  the  gath¬ 
ering  of  congregations,  it  has  happened,  that  there  is  the  hope  of  an 
early  organization  of  our  Church,  in  the  vast  fields  of  labour  to  the 
west,  to  the  north,  and  to  the  south.  In  all  these  directions,  we  have 
the  prospect  of  extending  the  branches  of  the  tree,  which  cannot  but 
cast  their  shelter  and  their  shade,  in  the  sanctity  of  Christian  mo¬ 
rals,  and  in  the  consolations  of  Christian  hope. 

It  would  be  a  mournful  contrast,  if,  in  territories  submitting  to  cul¬ 
tivation  under  labours  of  emigrants  from  states  in  which  Christianity  is 
the  profession  of  the  inhabitants,  ihe  sound  of  the  Gospel  should  not 
be  heard  ;  and,  if,  in  consequence,  the  progeny  of  the  settlers  should  be 
surrendered  to  the  reign  of  irreligion,  perhaps  to  that  of  barbarism. 

Probably,  however,  there  is  no  danger  of  this.  On  the  contrary, 
if  we  should  be  regardless  of  the  spiritual  wants  of  our  fellow  mem- 


bers  of  the  same  communion,  the  zeal  of  other  bodies  of  professing 
Christians  may  be  expected  to  furnish  them  with  instructers,  more 
or  less  conforming  to  the  standard  of  truth  in  holy  Scripture.  With 
us  the  question  is,  whether,  under  the  persuasion  that  our  princi¬ 
ples  are  the  most  agreeable  to  the  integrity  of  the  Christian  faith,  we 
shall  be  the  only  communion  insensible  to  such  claims  as  those  now 
made  on  us  ;  and  whether,  in  consequence  of  our  want  of  zeal  and  of 
sympathy  in  this  matter,  they  shall  be  exposed  to  the  alternative  of 
being  without  any  public  profession,  to  the  manifest  depravation  of 
the  morals  of  a  rising  generation  ;  or  else,  shall  exchange  the  profes¬ 
sion  of  their  ancestors  for  some  other,  under  which  there  is,  at  the 
least,  sensibility  to  the  duty  of  being  regardful  of  what  is  strongly  set 
forth  in  the  text,  the  being  agents  in  the  extension  of  the  kingdom 
of  the  Redeemer. 

Of  late  years,  we  have  been  in  the  habit  of  hearing  of  stupendous 
exertions,  put  forth  for  the  extension  of  the  faith  of  the  Gospel  be¬ 
yond  the  bounds  of  Christendom ;  greater,  perhaps,  than  have  been 
known  at  any  period  since  that  of  the  original  publishing  of  it.  We 
learn  also,  on  unquestionable  evidence,  that  it  is  now  spreading  in 
countries  in  which  it  had  been  hitherto  unknown.  In  these  laudable 
efforts  it  is  easy  to  discern  the  interposition  of  Providence,  over¬ 
ruling  the  high-handed  measures  which  had  preceded,  for  the  gene¬ 
ral  propagation  of  infidelity  ;  and  educing  from  them  results,  the  op¬ 
posite  to  those  which  had  been  contemplated. 

In  these  vast  efforts  for  the  Christianizing  of  the  world,  it  has  been 
the  earnest  desire  of  many  pious  persons  among  ourselves,  to  contri¬ 
bute  a  portion  of  their  bounty  ;  being  aware  that  there  can  be  little 
proof  of  our  esteem  of  our  ecclesiastical  institutions,  or  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  cause  itself,  if  they  have  not  a  sufficient  potency  to  excite  to  the 
honourable  competition  of  vieing  with  other  bodies  of  our  fellow- 
Christians,  in  what  ought  to  be  accounted  a  labour  of  love  by  all. 

Brethren  ;  in  reference  to  the  Society  whose  funds  are  expected  to 
be  aided  by  your  contributions  on  this  occasion,  there  are  two  facts, 
the  statement  of  which  may  be  hoped  to  tend  materially  to  the  de¬ 
sign.  There  have  been  already  noticed  the  many  solicitations  for 
ministerial  aid  before  the  existence  of  the  Society.  Since  its  forma¬ 
tion,  they  have  multiplied  exceedingly  ;  so  as  more  and  more  to  ad¬ 
dress  to  those  who  take  the  lead  in  it,  some  such  entreaty  as  that  made 
in  vision  by  a  man  of  Macedonia  to  St.  Paul, — “  Come  and  help  us.” 

The  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  such  a  Society  has  naturally 
this  effect;  and  it  is  painfully  felt  in  the  present  instance,  from  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  claims,  beyond  the  possibility  of  their 
being  met :  the  claimants  from  every  quarter  naturally  undertaking 
to  judge  of  the  comparative  reasonableness  of  their  respective  ex¬ 
pectations.  The  amount  of  supplies  has  been  very  far  from  being  in 
proportion  to  the  exigency. 

One  cause  of  this,  and  it  is  the  other  fact  contemplated,  is,  that 
after  the  constituting  of  this  Society  by  the  General  Convention, 
there  became  organized,  in  several  of  the  States,  their  peculiar  Dio¬ 
cesan  Societies,  directed  to  the  same  object,  within  their  respective 
bounds.  So  far  as  good  is  accomplished,  it  is  of  no  consequence  by 
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whose  agency  the  same  is  effected.  But,  when  there  are  taken  into 
view  the  immense  districts  in  the  west,  in  the  north,  and  in  the  south  ; 
which  are  not  endeavored  to  be  benefitted  by  those  partial  organiza¬ 
tions;  setting  aside  also  the  debt  due  to  what  is  beyond  our  civil 
Union  ;  it  is  evident,  that  the  said  Diocesan  Societies,  however  use¬ 
fully  they  may  be  conducted,  detract  materially  from  the  means, 
which  would  otherwise  have  been  at  the  command  of  that  constituted 
by  the  general  voice  of  our  Church. 

Its  being  so  far  deprived  of  the  aids  of  several  expected  sources  of 
support,  can  be  compensated  for  no  otherwise,  than  by  concurrent 
appeals  to  the  beneficence  of  those,  who  contribute  within  their  re¬ 
spective  bounds.  Of  such  appeals,  there  is  one  at  this  time  brought 
before  the  respectable  audience  here  assembled,  and  as  may  be  trust¬ 
ed,  it  will  not  be  without  effect. 

It  is  not  uncommon,  to  hear  the  expression  of  a  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion,  as  to  the  comparative  weight  of  the  claims  of  the  Domestic  and 
of  the  Foreign  Departments  of  the  Society.  Its  constitution  has  been 
wisely  accommodated  to  this  diversity  of  views,  by  submitting  to 
every  donor,  to  which  of  the  branches  his  gift  shall  be  applied,  and  if 
no  will  on  the  alternative  should  be  expressed,  to  the  discretion  of 
those  who  have  the  management  of  the  whole  concern.  Although 
under  this  circumstance,  there  will  fall  the  amount  of  what  may  be 
given  on  the  present  occasion,  yet  the  Society  are  entitled  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  fact,  that  they  have  not  been  accused  of  favouring 
either  branch  of  their  trust  at  the  cost  of  indifference,  or  of  faulty 
privation,  in  regard  to  the  other. 

Brethren;  we  are  holding  our  meeting  during  the  assembling  of 
the  General  Convention  of  our  Church.  The  interest  to  be  taken  in 
their  proceedings,  will  in  some  measure  take  its  coloring  from  what 
shall  appear  on  them,  of  successful  agency  in  the  cause  which  has 
been  at  this  time  advocated.  Before  that  body,  there  will  be  brought 
the  transactions,  during  the  last  three  years,  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society  and  of  their  Executive  Committee,  constituted  by  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  Convention,  and  answerable  to  them  for  the  faithful  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  trust.  It  has  been  at  the  expense  of  much  time  and 
labour ;  accompanied  by  the  satisfaction  of  believing,  that,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  they  have  not  been  without  effect.  Under  the  head 
of  the  contributions  which  must  be  received  by  them,  there  will  be 
that  to  be  bestowed  by  the  congregation  now  assembled.  Their 
preacher  cannot  but  encourage  in  himself  the  expectation,  that  it 
will  be  such  as  shall  furnish  a  test  of  the  stand  taken  by  the  whole 
respectable  Diocese  in  which  we  are  met,  in  the  cause  which  has 
been  pleaded  for  at  this  time,  the  diffusing  at  home  and  abroad,  the 
knowledge  of  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation ;  and  verifying  the  pro¬ 
mise  of  the  Saviour  in  the  text,  that  the  tiee,  planted  by  his  sacred 
hand,  however  small  its  seed,  should  extend  its  shelter  and  its  shade 
of  Gospel  grace  and  consolation,  to  all  who  might  be  brought  to  re¬ 
treat  for  their  safety  to  its  branches.

MISSIONARY  PAPER 


OF  THE 

«  DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY.” 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  was  held  in 
New-York,  during  the  session  of  the  late  General  Convention,  a  Committee 
was  appointed  to  consider  by  what  means  a  more  extensive  union  of  effort  in 
behalf  of  the  Society  could  be  effected.  After  mature  deliberation  upon  the 
subject,  the  Committee  reported,  that  they  believed  it  to  be  indispensably  ne¬ 
cessary  to  the  effective  operations  of  the  Society,  that  some  system  of  mea¬ 
sures  should  be  adopted  by  which  correct  information  relative  to  Missionary 
movements  should  be  brought  before  the  friends  of  the  Institution  at  regular 
and  short  intervals.  The  Board  concurring  in  this  opinion,  a  resolution  was 
adopted,  recommending  to  the  Executive  Committee  the  publication  of  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  Paper,  on  the  principle  of  subscription,  and  the  putting  forth  of  every 
effort  to  promote  its  extensive  circulation. 

Among  the  Executive  Committee  there  is  but  one  sentiment  with  regard 
to  the  expediency  of  this  measure.  Past  experience  has  convinced  them  that 
not  only  is  the  prosperity  of  the  Society  dependent  upon  the  proper  perform-  ^ 
ance  of  the  duty  devolved  upon  the  Committee  by  the  Board,  but,  in  a  very 
considerable  degree,  its  existence  also. 

Such  is  human  nature  in  its  best  estate,  that  Christians  themselves  require 
incentives  to  duty.  Not  even  these,  generally,  contribute  according  to  their 
ability  to  the  support  of  those  Institutions  whose  end  is  the  advancement  of 
the  Redeemer's  kingdom.  Before  they  can  be  excited  to  such  benevolence, 
their  understanding  must  be  enlightened  with  respect  to  the  moral  wants  of 
the  world;  their  hearts  affected  with  a  view  of  its  spiritual  miseries;  and 
their  judgment  satistied  in  reference  to  the  successful  result  of  the  plans 
which  have  been  put  into  operation  for  the  relief  of  these  evils.  And,  for  the 
accomplishment  of  this  object,  what  better  means  could  be  devked  than  that 
which  the  Board,  in  its  wisdom,  has  resolved  to  employ  1 

Sensible,  therefore,  of  the  importance  of  the  undertaking  proposed  to  them 
by  the  Board,  and  of  the  benefits  which  are  thereby  to  be  secured  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  the  Executive  Committee  announce  their  intention  of  entering  on  the 
work  before  them  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  Paper  will  be  entitled  the  “  Missionary  Record  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United 
States  of  America,”  and  will  be  edited  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

It  will  contain  16  octavo  pages,  comprehending  a  regular  history  of  the 
Society’s  proceedings,  extracts  from  the  correspondence  and  reports  of  its 
Missionaries  and  Associations,  together  with  the  most  important  and  encourag¬ 
ing  facts  collected  from  the  publications  of  other  Societies,  particularly  those 
of  our  own  Church,  in  England  and  elsewhere. 

It  will  have  a  cover,  with  an  appropriate  device,  and  will  be  embellished, 
occasionally,  with  prints  of  a  suitable  character. 

It  will  be  issued  every  month,  and  afforded  to  subscribers  at  $1  per  annum ; 
to  members  of  the  Society,  and  Auxiliary  Associations,  gratis.
